case Tuesday. 

William Cloran, first assistant clerk to 
the court, said Tuesday he “doubts very 
much" that the justices will confer on the 
case immediately after today’s court 
appearance. 

Lawyer Rosenberg hopes a decision 
will come down from the court within two 
weeks. 

The question before the court is not 
whether the Schoo] Committee has a right

to close a school, as some reports have 
said, but whether the action can be 
subject to the referendum procedure 
spelled out in the City Charter. 

There are four points of contention in the 
suit titled Douglas Moore et al vs. the 
Schoo! Committee of Newton, according 
to the statements in the brief by Assistant 
Solicitor Apgar. 

The first question is whether or not the 
referendum procedure allowed under the 
General Laws of Massachusetts can be 
put to use in this case which also involves 


the broad powers of the School Com- 
mittee guaranteed under state law. 

Rosenberg argues that City Charter 
allows for . “any measure” passed by the 
Schooo! Committee to be subject to a 
referendum. He also contends that the 
state legislature intended to have 
referendums be allowable in matters 
usually ‘‘reserved to the School Com- 
mittee under so-called school autonomy,” 
the brief states. 

Ms. Apgar counters that the scope of 
the referenda powers under state law

must be construed narrowly to be con- 
sistent with the broad powers of the 
School Committee. 

She cites many cases to counter the 
arguments made by Rosenberg on the 
basis of the decisions made in similar 
cases involving School Committees and 
referenda. 

The second matter the court must 
decide on is whether or not the action of 
the School Committee was a legislative or 
executive action, since both parties agree 
that only legislative actions can be 


subject to a referendum. 

Both sides cite the 1942 case of Gorman 
vs. City of Peabody. Ms. Apgar sum- 
marizes the general principle in that case 
as being that executive acts are narrow in 
scope, focusing on particular problems, 
and legisiative acts are ‘‘broad and 
sweeping determinations of policy," she 
states.

areas of the city budget, which is now 
$74,984,000 finished being reviewed by 
aldermanic committees and has reached 
the Finance Coramittee for final cuts. 

The Public Works Department budget 
of $10,117,000 has not been scratched yet 
by the Public Facilities Committee, 
which will meet all day Saturday and 
other times on the budget. 


Human Services 

Few cuts have been made in the 
$169,000 budget for the Human Services 
Department and its three commissions, 
Youth Commission, Council on Aging, 
and Human Rights.

Tax deferral deal cinches New Falls 


A change in contract between the city 
and New Falls Associates, approved 
Monday night by the Board of Aldermen, 
assures construction of 60 apartments but 
defers for up to 42 years payment of some 
taxes to the city. 

The Lower Falls project will contain 19 
market rental units and 41 elderly and 
low-moderate-income units. 

The new terms of the contract, written 
to satisfy requirements of the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development, which is subsidizing the 


building’ give the city 10.5 percent of the 
gross collected rents every year for the 
next 40 years, unless HUD liberalizes its 
conditions. 

The first year's taxes will bring the city 
$36,000. 

Originally the Newton Board of 
Assessors had written into the contract 
that taxes would increase every year 
through the fifth year, when they would 
have reached 18.5 percent of gross rental 
income. That percentage would have 
remained constant until the end of the 40- 


year mortgage. 

Now HUD has said there can be no 
increasing taxes. The going rate on taxes 
is set by HUD at 10.5 percent nationwide. 


The developer and the assessors 
worked out a deferral plan that would pay 
the city the difference between what the 
first plan would have given the city in 
taxes and the 10.5 percent annual taxes 
that the city is now sure of.

History bypassed Nathaniel Allen

Nathaniel Topliff Allen of West Newton 
was aman history had passed by. 

In his Webster Street home, being 
restored and revitalized by a group called 
the Allen School and House Preservation 
Association, evidence of Allen's con- 
tributions to American education and 
society are being uncovered daily, and 
history may claim him yet. 

Allen was active in Abolitionist 
movements and was president of the 
West Newton Anti-Slavery Society, which 
was in existence during 1659-61. Much like 
the peace advocates of the 1960s, he was 
arrested8 for creating a disturbance 
while watching an escaped slave being 
marched down State Street in Boston to 
be shipped back to South Carolina. 

A letter has been found in the house 
from Negro leader Frederick Lewis 
Douglass, dated 1882, reminiscing about 
the past 40 years of anti-slavery and 
human-rights activities the two men 
engaged In. 

Allen's whole family’ a large one, was 
involved in his school at one time or 
another, and in Newton government. 

A sister, Mrs, Charles Davis, was a 


member of the Newton School Com- 
mittee, and Allen was constantly writing 
letters to the editors of local newspapers, 
pointing out that there were only two 
women on the committee and urging the 
election of more. This was in the 1600s. 


Allen was president of the Newton 
Woman Suffrage Association and ap- 
peared often at suffrage meetings to 
advocate voting by women. 

Letters have been found in the Allen 
House from Angela Grimke (who would 
become the wife of noted Abolitionist 
Theodore Dwight Weld) and from Lucy 
Stone, both leaders in anti-slavery and 
woman's suffrage organizations, 

Lucy Stone, who today would be called 
a “feminist,"’ kept her maiden name 
after her marriage in 1655, and gave rise 
to the modern-day Lucy Stone League. 

All this could be dry-as-dust history, 
except for the existence of the Allen 
homestead ip West Newton. 

Here, in a setting of Empire and 
Federal furniture is the Nathaniel Allen 
spirit. and Greek Revival architecture’ 

His portraits look down from the walls. 

In rooms used by his daughters, when 
they conducted the Misses Allen School 
for Girls, a successor to the Allen School, 


is furniture probably used in the original 
school. 

Rooms where Allen's students lived, 
and the grounds on which they strolled 
and played, are redolent of the at- 
mosphere in which Allen pioneered with 
his views of what education should be. 

It will most likely be his contribution to 
the shaping of modern education, not his 
involvement in the history naking of his 
lime, that will be seen as the greatest 
value of his life. 

When Nathaniel Allen took over a 
school on the site of the Unitarian Church 
in West Newton in 1648, it was a normal 
school (teacher school) for women, with a 
“model school” for the budding teachers 
to put educational theory to practice. 
Allen was 2 years old. 


The school combined a small private 
school and the local public school into a 
free public school for children of West 
Newton and Auburndale. 

Innovations began immediately. 

Allen did not approve of nor use the 
severe corporal punishment that was the 
Tule in those days, for one thing. 

He instituted study of the natura) 
sciences in the upper grades. These

The other part of the attempt of the 
Board of Aldermen to do something about 
the bank construction of drive-in teller 
windows was to pass a resolution to be 
sent to both the Newton-Waltham Bank 
and the Guaranty-First Trust, asking 
them to stop all work on the drive-in 
windows for two weeks while the Board is 
getting the additional legal opinion. 

Behind the dissatisfaction with Funk’s 
opinion on the legality of the drive-in 
windows lies the dissatisfaction with a 
zoning ordinance that would permit 
construction of a driveway for a business 
only two feet from a residential property. 

But even deeper is a tendency to 
challenge many decisions by the city 
solicitor, partly because the Board seems 
to feel some of the satisfy opinions have 
been rendered to the mayor and partly 
because the Board feels frustrated by 
receiving an opinion adverse to its 
wishes. 


Land Use Committee Chairman Terry 
Morris asked the Board's opinion in- 
formally on several philosphical 
questions — Should there be any 
mechanism for internal suits (the Board 
versus a city department) Should the 
Board accept opinions of the city solicitor 
in questionable cases and then amend the 
laws so that they are clear-cut enough to 
prevent a repetition of the unwanted 
action? 


Morris also wondered whether the 
Board of Aldermen should assume the job 
of being a lawyer for its constituents in 
such cases, or whether the aggrieved 
person should take the matter to court. 
(In the case of the Waban bank, the ap- 
peal period expire with no action by the 
abutters.) 


None of these questions will be an- 
swered by the course of action the Board 
has chosen. 


NCDF keeps working 


on erosion

The Newton Community Development 
Foundation told the Conservation 
Commission last week it will take further 
measures to stop the erosion of the area 
around the Hamlet Street development. 

Alan Schlesinger, executive director 
for the Newton Community Development 
Foundation (NCDF) said he feels the 
erosion of Madoc Street should be dealt 
with. Although crushed stones were 
placed there, he said he feels it has not 
been an entirely successful remedy. He 
said the gully caused by the runoff water 
should be fixed. 

NCDF, the developer of the Hamlet, 
had a dam and a culvert built to channel 
the water from the Hamlet Street lot 
across Madoc Street and down to Webster 
Vale. In March 1977, before the dain was 
completed, water and mud from the 
construction site ran down into Webater 
Vale and the Charles Cohen Conservation 
Area. Efforts were then taken to stop the 
erosion and flooding. 

Elliot Frank said he has been a resident 
of Madoc Street for eight years. Before 


problem 


the Hamlet construction, he said, there 
was no standing water on the street. 
“At certain times now you can't walk 
there without boots,” said commission 
Secretary Helen Heyn. She said the 
crushed stone laid there last year helped, 
but something more has to be done. 
Perhaps more crushed stone would 
solve the problem, Schlesinger 
suggested. He proposed using the stone 
on Madoc Street and to drain the swale 
(depression) leading to Webster Vale. 


“You need something larger to hold the 
crushed stone’’’ said Mrs. Heyn. She 
added, it is not the responsibility of the 
commission to devise remedies. 

Schlesinger said the commission has no 
jurisdiction over the NCDF project. But, 
he added, the organization is trying to 

- solve the problems on a voluntary basis. 

“We have jurisdiction,” Mra Heyn said, 
“because the project was not built ac- 
cording to plans.” She said if NCDF 
wants to challenge that jurisdiction in 
court, it has every right to do so. She said

Two members of the Conservation 
Commission indicated they would reject 
Angelo Zegarelli's application to con- 
struct a single family house on property 
fronting Brierfield Road, Newton 
Highlands. 


Although Zegarelli proposed to build 
the house on a brier patch, much of the 
surrounding area is swamp. According to 
Jacob N. Rubin, an abutter, there is 
always standing water there in the spring 
as well as in mid-summer after two or 
three days of rain. 


Rubin gave the commission 
photographs of the area showing several 
inches of standing water. He said the 
pictures were taken on April 22, but would 
have shown worse conditions had they 
been taken directly after a storm 


Another abutter, Arlene Butters, said 
the filling of the brier patch would 
probably make Zegarelli’s house higher 
than others in the area. She added this 
higher elevation would cause more 
flooding to the abutters' homes. Mrs 
Butters said there is presently some 
water in her basement, but not that 
much. 


Represently Zegarelli was Apex 
Associates who had surveyed the area. 
Apex noted on Zegarelli’s application the 
soil is muck and peat 


John Regan of Apex said the ap 
plication did not give the depth of the 
peat, but that information would be 
supplied. He added Zegarelli intends to 
have tlie peat removed and to lay gravel. 

“But you don't know how much peat 
there is," said City Engineer Cynthia 
McCarthy. It may be too deep to remove, 
she continued. 


Removal of the peat and filling with 
gravel is only one method of solving 
potential flooding problems. Another, she 
said, is to reproduce a storage place for 
the displaced water in the backyard by 
creating a swale or depression. 


Commission Secretary Helen Heyn said 
it looks like Brierfield Road is not sup- 
ported because of the swampy conditions 
of the area. She said the wall is leaning 
and she doubted Zegarelli could rely on it 
to support his house. 


Don’t be

One way to support a wall, said Mrs. 
McCarthy, is to fill behind it. The building 
would, therefore, repair that part of the 
wall, she continued 


From the vegetation, Mrs. Heyn said, 
one can clearly see the area is swamp 
She added there is even skunk cabbage, 
which needs at least ground level water to 
survive 


The proposed house itself may be in 
danger of flooding , said commission 
member Thelma Fleishman. 


Regan said Zegarelli had purchased the 
land, consisting of two lots, in 1976 for 
$9500. He added, Zegarelli had used a 
reputable local real estate agent, who had 
said at least one single-family house 
could be build on the property. This point 
was later corroborated by a lawyer, said 
Regan 


In 1977, Zegarelli tried to obtain per- 
mission to build a house on each lot, 
Regan said. He added his client was 
turned down by the Zoning Board of 
Appeals 


A map of the area showing the flooding 
condition was in existence in 1976, said 
Mrs. Heyn. The map indicated there was 
a problem 


Mrs. Heyn added that all the other 
vacant lots were owned by the abutters. 
She said, “I think anyone who builds 
there is asking for trouble for the abutters 
and himself.” . 


Renee Rubin, said sne and her husband 
and wanted to purchase a part of the land, 
but found the price prohibitive. She said 
she feels sorry for Zegarelli. She added, 

Qur only concern is water damage to 
our house and to other houses.” 


Chairman Dennis Ditelberg said a 
decision should be made only after 
Zegarelli has provided all the in- 
formation. Missing are the depth of the 
peat and the surface of the ground water, 


In other matters, the Massachusetts 
Medical Society asked permission to 
meet with the commission about plans to 
construct a building on Wells Avenue, 
Newton Center bordering on the Charles 
River. The building is intended as a 
subscription processing center and as a 
possible headquarters for the society.

Two city department heads were in 
effect told by the Board of Aldermen 
Monday night to give themselves a raise. 

By a 23-0 vote the Board voted ‘no 
action necessary" on a request of Mayor 
Theodore Mann for a transfer of 
$1100,retroactive for a salary increase for 
Comptroller Lawrence Marino. 

By voting ‘‘no action necessary” the 
Board went along with the suggestion by 
Ald. Paul Coletti that the comptroller and 
the treasurer, who is also getting an $1100 
retroactive increase, may simply 
transfer funds from surplus money in 
salary accounts in their department to 
their own salaries. Both earn $22,000. 

The question came up after several 
months of wrangling with the mayor over 
the salary increase the Board wishes to 
give what it considers ‘‘Board em- 
ployees’’ — the comptroller and the 
treasurer. 

They are, in fact, not employees of the 
Board, which employs only the clerk of 
the Board and his staff, nor even ap- 
pointees of the Board. 

The city charter requires the Board 
only to “elect” a treasurer, comptroller 
and city clerk at the beginning of each 
two-yuar aldermanic term 

At the beginning of this year, several 
aldermen wanted to increase the salary 
of only the comptroller and treasurer to 
$25,000 retroactive to July, 1977, and 
through the next fiscal year' and claimed 
that the two salaries came within the 
right of the Board of Aldermen to set. 

Mayor Mann disagreed and maintained 
that he sets all salaries except the salary 
of the clerk of the Board. Mann was 
upheld by the city solicitor. 

The mayor's salary increase was a 5 
percent increase retroactive to last July, 
and a new salary effective July 1, 1978, of 
$25,274. 

Although theoretically the two 
department heads are free to transfer 
funds to increase their own salaries to the 
amount wanted by the Board of Alder- 
men, there is a city ordinance that forbids

Service on Beacon Hill as a State Senator 
is eagerly coveted by many politically am- 
bitious young men and women, most of 
whom never will realized their hopes of sit- 
ling at one of the semi-circle of desks in the 
stately Senate chamber, 

Twenty-four-year-old Senator Frank 
Mastrocola of Everett won election to 
the 40-member State Senate, was disap- 
pointed in his experience there, felt there 
were too many frustrations and will not seek 
reelection. It takes most new Senators two 
years to learn the ropes. Mastrocola hasn't 
yet been there that long 

With the help of many people. especially 
in his home city of Everett, Mastrocola, vir- 
tually a political unknown, emerged the vic- 
tor from a special eelection held to fill the 
place in the Senate lef vacant when former 
Senator Joseph J.C. DiCarlo was expelled 
trom the body after being convicted of 
extortion 

Some of the people, who supported 
Mastrocola and helped to make possible his 
election, say the feeling of disappointment 
extends in more than one direction. They 
declare that Mastrocola is disappointed in 
his experience as a State Senator and that 
they are disappointed in Mastrocola. 

Whether Mastrocola could be reelected if 
he were pleased with his experience as a 
State Senator and desired to continue his 
service in the upper legislative chamber is a 
question on which there is some difference 
of opinion in his home city. 

As a politician. Mastrocola is neither reti- 
cent nor lacking in confidence, Although he 
is still virtually unknown outside his own 
senatorial district, when he announced he 
would not stand for reelection to the Senate, 
he also said he is not ruling out the possibili- 
ty of a run for higher office in the future. 


But Bert... 


Former Federal Budget Director Bert 
Lance spoke, upon invitation, to the 
American Society of Newspaper Editors 
earlier this month. He direly warned that 
the news media might incur press cen- 
sorship unless it put its house in order. 

Apparently Lance hasn't read the United 
States Constitution any more closely than a 
Securities and Exchange Commission report 
he signed and now says is in error 

Lance warned about the invasion of 
privacy of American citizens by the news 
media and he has some grounds for concern 
— but not exactly for the right reasons. ‘‘We 
aren't going to see many good people willing 
to come into public service,’’ he 
propounded. It would appear that exactly 
the opposite should be true. ‘‘Nobody 
believes anybody anymore,’ he mourned. 
And whose fault is that? There was a former 
president who insisted ‘I'm not a crook,” 
although, had he not received an ill- 
conceived presidential pardon, the odds may 
not have been in his favor. And then there 
are all those money-making books by 
Washington bigwigs, pointing out the 
duplicity by the other writers of books. 

Then there is Lance himself who 
promised the United States Senate not to be 
involved in private business deals while on 
the tederal payroll and who also pledged the 
same collateral to different banks where he 
had borrowed money. 

The news media is certainly not omnipo- 
tent nor does it hold all the cards for integri- 
ty, honor and justice. But it does have a 
responsibility to help Americans determine 
whether their ‘‘public servants’ are 
working for the public or in their own finan- 
cial interests. 

The jury is still out on Bert Lance. But it 
doesn't seem likely that there is going to be 
such a tremendously outraged public 
scream that the First Amendment to the 
Constitution will be discarded.

WASHINGTON — Two young Washingtonians have 
organized a national campaign to boycott Richard 
Nixon's memoirs, Their slogan: “Don't Buy Books by 
Crooks." 

Tom Flanigan is a cheery 26-year-old part owner of 
Steam Cleaners Co. of Virginia, who began to steam two 
years ago when he first heard on his car radio that Nixon 
had signed up with Grosset and Dunlap for a $2 million 
advance. He and his old friend, Bill Boleyn, who is 29 and 
part owner of the Upstairs Downstairs Restaurant on H 
Street, decided that they ought to try to stop the former 
president ‘from making $5 billion in royalties.”” 

In Mid-February, they called a dinner meeting at 
Upstairs Downstairs to talk strategy. Present were 19 
friends, 11 of them teammates on their softball squad, the 
Sly. Among them, they raised $39,000 for Opergling &x- 

nses, 

One of the contributors isa Ford's Theatre stagehand, 
Walter Cahill, a veteran who lost an eye in VietNam. He 
gave $3,000. Boleyn went in for the same amount. 
Flanigan gave $4.000. 

The Committee to Boycott Nixon's Memoirs was born 
It has a $100-a-month, one-room headquarters at 4223 N. 
Fairfax, St., Arlington, Va., and its first move was to 
place “Don't Buy" ads in newspapers yesterday, the first 
day of the Nixon serialization. 

It is set up as @ partnership rather than a non-profit 
organization, because the young founding fathers thought 
it would take too long to get a rating and that the proceeds, 
if any, might go to a partisan cause to which not all 
boycotters could repair. 

Boleyn, a 1971 political science graduate from Wake 
Forest, and holder of a public adminstration degree from 
George Washington, has been bugged by Nixon ever since 
he can remember, from ‘'Checkers" to VietNam. ‘‘My 
mother was never too keen about him,” he explains.

Support is rapidly growing in the House of Represen- 
tatives for two bills I have introduced on behalf of small 
businesses in New England. 

The Small Business Government Contracting Reform 
Act, (H.R, 9321), which I drafted in cooperation with the 
Smaller Business Association of New England SBANE), 
would make it easier for small companies to bid for the 
more than $60 billion in contracts awarded by the federal 
government each year. 

Small firms generate more than 43 percent of our gross 
national product (GNP), yet they receive only $2 out of 
every $10 worth of federal contracts. The problem is not 
that small firms are inherently unable to compete, but 
that bureaucracy and red tape have made it unworthwhile 
for them to even submit bids in many cases. 

H.R. 9321 would mandate that the legal requirements of 
smaller federal contracts be summarized in plain 
English; make bidding materials available openly and 
free of charge to all interested businesses: assure better 
notification to small firms of contract opportunities in 
their areas of interest; and establish an arbitration 
procedure to settle minor contract disputes out of court. 

The Small Business Government Contracting Act has 
been cosponsored by 88 members of the House of 
Representatives, including the chairman of the Banking 
Committee and the ranking minority member of the

A similar bill based on H.R. 932] has been introduced in 
the Senate by Sen. William Hathaway of Maine. I am 
hopeful that hearings on my bill will be scheduled by early 
summer before the House Small Business Committee. 

My second bill, the Small Business Contracting Equity 
Act, (H.R. 10627) would require federal agencies to pay 
smiall companies interest on contract payments which are 
roverdue by 30 days or more. One of the greatest disin- 
centives for small businesses trying to compete for 
federal procurement contracts has been the likelihood 
that they will have to wait needlessly for payment after 
their products or services have been delivered, thereby 
creating very serious cash flow problems. 

A government survey found that 30 percent of all 
federal invoices are paid more than 30 days late, despite 
testimony by the President's Office of Management and 
Budget ‘OMB: that such late payments are almost 
completely avoidable. The performance of some agencies 
and departments in this regard is particularly appalling. 
The General Services Administration pays 74 percent of 
its bills more than a month late, while the Department of

NER rare Siste has what is called the “Son of Sam” law 
which was passed in the heat of public outrage over David 
Berkowitz's lawyers’ peddling of their client's life story.

Boleyn and Flanigan are hoping to popularize non-

They are also planning street sales, at lower prices, in 
Washington at booths set up around town. Five friends on 
the committee have acquired D. C., vendors’ licenses and 
will be in business as soon as they can negotiate the 
necessary time off from their jobs. 

Their hope is to break even. They surely don't want to 
join the Watergate profiteers: In the unlikely event they 
make any profit, they will plough it right back into boycott 

ds. 

; “We want to make a statement,” says Flanigan. “And 
we're willing to pay for it. Maybe we can keep him 
from making a fortune. He gets the highest pension of any 
American who ever served in public life. His problem has 
always been money.’ 

Says Boleyn, "re not trying to disrupt history or 
keep people from buying the memoirs. This is not a book- 
burning. But at least he should have written that book for 
£4.95. With the 2,500 signed, leather-bound, gold-leaf 
limited editions, and the special $50 copies being offered 
to the CREEP lists, he could make $680,000 even before 
publication.

A bipartisan group of 19 representatives has joined me 
in cosponsoring H.R. 10627, and 1 am hopeful that this 
Measure can be considered by the Small Business 
Committee this year in conjunction with my other 
procurement reform legislation. 

On March 14, I met with the administrator of 
procurement policy for OMB, the agency which would 
enforce and oversee my small business legislation.

Builders in fabled ‘good old days’ were sloppy too

Frequently we refer to how different things were in “the 
good old days,” when people were forthright and honest 
and workmen at every level had great pride in their skills 
which precluded turning out shoddy products. 

The city could most certainly rely on local carpenters 
and builders to construct municipal buildings with in- 
tegrity, the architectural specifications carried out 
exactly as directed in the contracts. Not so. 

The continuing process cf opening and cataloging 
Newton's public records has revealed at least one telling 
evidence of careless workmanship in earlier times, 
specifically in the construction of the Newton Upper Falls 
Fire Station (Hose House No. 7) in 1878. 

Several new buildings were required because the city 
had purchased four new hose engines, one to be stationed 
in the heavily populated Upper Falls village. These new 
and larger engines replaced the colorful old hand pum- 
pers whose volunteer team. had strained so to pump the 
hand-filled storage tanks. They were especially designed 
to utilize the newly installed municipal water system with 


its conveniently located hydrants. 

A Suitable lot for a fire house was purchased on Pettee 
Street in Newton Upper Falls from Martha Barney, 
widow, for $179.60 on Aug. 6, 1878. A contract was signed 
by Milo Lucas, a well-known carpenter and builder in 
West Newton, who in tact had built a number of the city’s 
municipal buildings. Construction took place during the 
fall. Harry J. Preston, Newton's architect and superin- 
tendent of public buildings, reported that ‘the building 
was accepted as it stood for better or worse, by the proper 
city officials Jan. i, 1879, without any deductions being 
demanded." 

The city was quickly sorry it had accepted the building 
with no deductions so speedily because the winter and 
early spring storms quickly revealed shoddy techniques. 
A report appears as early as March 13, 1879, by outside 
expert, Charles Edward Parker, who was called in to 
assess the damage and the necessary repairs to the arch 
over the engine door and especially at the cornices of the 
building. Here water, undirected by proper gutters and 
downspouts, allowed leakage creating serious destruction 
to the newly set mortar. 


It was Mr. Parker's opinion in his long letter to the city 
that more basic repair would be necessary if the problems 
were to be permanently solved for initial construction was 
unquestionably at fault. He bluntly stated, “Had the plate 
for the jack rafters been properly placed and the wall 
carried up between the rafters — if only one course in 
thickness — the water from the inside either from leaking 
or condensation would not have reached the outside 
cornice and most of the trouble would have been 
avoided...."’ 

Milo Lucas was ordered to repair the damage and add 
the gutters needed for which he promptly sent a bill of 
$44.12 for work and materials on April 9, 1879. Mr. Preston 
recommended that the city not honor this bill because he 
suspected “the work was not done equal in value required 
by the contract if carefully looked for," presumably 
closing out this quarrel between city and contractor of 100 
years ago.

The “heat” came in a series of questions to certain 
School Committee inembers about why should $1 million 
be spent to preserve a neighborhood school in one village 
of the city while a closing in another part of the city was 
presented that was not part of an extensive study un- 
dertaken by Dr. Silluzio, not supported by the facts, cost 
savings, etc., that most School Committee undertakings 
encompass. more 

The deep anger and distrust at the inconsistent and 
waffling verbal responses made bubbles through the 
letter like gas in wine,

More on toll 


To the Editor: 

I enjoyed reading the ‘Historic 
Newton" column April 19 by Priscilla 
Ritter and Elsie Husher regarding the 
Boston-Worcester toll road. I thought 
your readers might like to know a little 
more about this ancient thoroughfare. 

As important as this highway (Rte, 9) is 
today to the city, there was a time in our 
history when it nad even greater im- 
portance, particularly to the village of 
Newton Upper Falls. At the time of its 
construction in 1808 Newton had a 
population of about 1700 residents, a 
surprisingly low number for a com- 
munity nearly two centuries old and only 
10 miles from the city of Boston. Mostly 
agricultural, there were only a few main 
ruads as it had little reason for contact 
with neighboring conununities. 

One of the first planned highways in 
Newton and perhaps one of the first 

“suburban” roads in the nation was one 
laid out from Cambridge to Newton 
Upper Falls in 1688. This led to John 
Clark's sawmill, erected that same year 
on the banks of the Charles River, the 
first industry on the river in Newton. A 
grist and fulling mill soon followed, but 
becuase of the nature of their products, 
the old road drew little more than local 
traffic. 

Following the Revolutionary War there 
was an extensive development of this 
area along with one further downstream 
with a change to heavier and more 
diversified industries. This sparked a 
demand for a highway to nearby Boston 
and a need to reach coastal and foreign 
shipping to handle its products. 

However, as Frederic J. Wood com- 
ments in his book, “The Turnpikes of New 
England,”’ such a request for this ac- 
commodation would have no doubt been

understand passenger acceptance and 
the impact of one-way riders will be 
evaluated. 

A similar scheme is in operation on 
various toll bridges, but this is its first 
application to public transit. No wonder 
the ‘T’ is in such rotten shape. Its plan- 
ners not only can't see there is a dif- 
ference between private cars vs. public 
transit, but believe the same principles 
apply to both. 

Now comes the good news. The sole 
reason for this patent piece of flim flam is 
the possibility that it might slightly speed 
outbound passenger exit from the in- 
frequent, overcroed, malfunctioning rush 
hour Riverside cars. 

The answer to this problem might be 
improving the frequency and reliability 
of the cars rather than robbing the 
passengers. 

As for the rest of the lucky Green Line 
riders, I hear if the ‘T' gets away with this 
doublecross on the Riverside branch 
during the summer, the intention is to 
extend it to other branches of the Green 
Line shortly thereafter. 

In conclusion, 8 if Mr. Kiley wants to 
increase fares on the Green Line to 
benefit already overpaid workers, why 
doesn’t he come right out and say so? I, 
for one, would appreciate the courtesy of 
an honest approach instead of this 

iniquitous, inequitable bit of obfuscation.

The 
demand for additional taxes, etc. to 
support the recent war had drained their 
resources. Also the fact that the chief 
beneficiary would be “those factory 
people’ would not find a farming com- 
munity ready to finance its construction. 

A toll road appeared to be the solution, 
buit with funds from the sale of shares. 
We note from the Ritter-Husher article 
that David Ellis, of the Newton Iron 
Works and Simon Elliot of New England's 
largest snuff complex (both at Upper 
Falls) were among the shareholders, 
indicating their desire for the highway. 

Once built, the pike caused a business 
boom in Upper Falls as it provided an 
outlet not previously available, a 
highway to the sea and an opportunity to 
reach the markets of the world. In 1809 
the Ellises added a nail factory to their 
complex followed by one of New 
England's first cotton mills, byilt in 1813 
on the Needham (now Wellesi&f side of 
the river. Conveniently the turnpike 
passed in front of their doors. 

The business generated by the Elliot 
Manufacturing Co. when it commenced 
operation of its new cotton mill on Elliot 
Street in 1623, followed ‘also in 1823) by 
the increased productivity of the newly 
organized Newton Factories on the 
turnpike, caused the traffic on the new 
highway to become very heavy indeed. 
Steel imported from Sweden for the nail 
factory plus the receipt of shiploads of 
raw cotton combined with large ship- 
ments of nails, cotton goods and 
machinery filled the turnpike with huge 
Conestoga wagons in summer and “board 
runner" sleds in the winter.

Need for planning 


To the Editor: 

Why are valuable assets in our city 
remaining empty? 

This is an important question to be 
answered for all of us. When a decision is 
made to close a school, more attention 
must be paid to what happens to the 
buildings. 

Currently, we have a large number of 
surplus buildings , such as the Newton 
Junior College and Peabody Schooi. The 
old Peirce School still remains unoc- 
cupied even though . elderly housing 
developrmsnt plans and a minimum price 
were set by the Board of Aldermen in the 
spring of 1977 and sent to the mayor under 
ordinance procedures. 

As a former alderman who served on 
the City Planning and Finance com- 
mittees which dealt with surplus 
buildings, I helped to redraft the or- 
dinance which should have eypedited the 
process in 1977. It is now 1978. 

It costs the city money to keep these 
surplus buildings viable and marketable. 
If a school must close, wouldn't it be 
preferable for the school building to 


produce revenue for the city instead of 
being subject to vandalism and 
deterioration? 

Transferring buildings from the School 
Committee side of the ledger to the city 
side is not the same as increasing the tax 
base. Our city must be imaginative in 
developing the concept of “multi-use.” 

Hamilton and Emerson schools are to 
be closed by a vote of the School Com- 
mittee. There should have been a serious 
investigation into realizing income by the 
rental of excess space. while still keeping 
the schools open. 

The estimated savings to be realized by 
closing Hamilton is supposed to be ap- 
proximately $150,000 out of a total city 
budget of approximately $75 million. 
Hardly worth destroying the village of 
Lower Falls. 

Small schools can provide an excellent 
education; empty buildings destroy 
villages. 

Before we close any more schools, let 
us seriously examine what is going on and 
do some long-range planning.

Welfare service office 
to be located in Newton 


The Department of Public Welfare has 
recently agreed to recommend the 
establishment of a welfare service office 
in Newton, to serve 3000 cases in Newton, 
Wellesley, Weston and Needham. 

The office may take from four to six 
months to be established, according to 
the Welfare Department. In the mean- 
while’ the satellite Newton operation at 
City Hall will be expanded from two half- 
days a week to four half-days a week, 
effective possibly by May 15. 

Food stamps will also be added to the 
full range of cash assistance payments, 
which would include aid to families with 
dependent children, general relief, and 
various types of medical assistance. 

Commenting on the new office, State 
Reps. David Mofenson and A. Joseph 
DeNucci said that the full-time Newton 
office idea originated in the wake of the 
February blizzard, when some Newton 
welfare recipients expressed concern 
with the inaccessibility of the Brookline 
office. 





“The use of an office is directly 
proportional to its accessibility,” said 
Mofenson. ‘Even though a_ sup- 
plementary part-time ‘satellite’ office is 
open only six hours a week in Newton City 
Hall, it is responsible for processing more 
than half of the new Newton intakes.”” 


DeNucci said that the inconvenience of 
the Brookline Village location has 
discouraged people from seeking needed 
aid and that he and Mofenson had been 
told by social workers that “‘only the 
desperate” initiate their applications in 
Brookline. 


Welfare Commissioner Alexander E. 
Sharp, in announcing his recom- 
mendation for a Newton office, explained 
that clients receiving services other than 
cash grants will continue to be served 
through the Brookline Community Ser- 
vice Area office so as not to disrupt 
casework relationships which have been 
established between clients and social 
workers.

Building Department 
The Building Department's proposed 
budget has increased from $295,000 in 
FY78 to $419,000 for FY79 before cuts. The 
increase is largely attributable to a

children, aged 12-16, then taught children 
in lower grades’ using notes they had 
taken during Allen's lectures, The same 
thing is being done again today. 

Botany, mineralogy, zoology and 
chemistry were studied by all but the 
youngest children’ and Allen’s huge 
collection of minerals is still neatly laid 
outin one of the Allen House rooms. 

In 1853 the normal school moved to 
Framingham but Allen chose to stay in 
West Newton. He bought the building and 
renamed the school the West Newton 
English and Classical School, better 
known as ihe Allen School. 

Twelve years later, there were over 350 
students in the school — day pupils and 
boarding students from nearby, from 
other states and from all over the world. 

The student body numbered some 5000 
students over the 50 years’ existence of 
the school. They came from Cuba, Spain, 
Peru, Ecuador, Japan, New York, Ohio, 
Kentucky, California and all places in 
between 

The most unusual aspect of the school, 
from today’s perspective, is that before, 
during and after the Civil War there were 
‘colored” students and possibly 
teachers. 

Allen treated them no differently from 
the other pupils; consequently they 
behaved no differently, and there simply 
was no difference. 

During Reconstruction, several! black 
officials of Southern states sent their 
children to the Allen School. 

Besides a great emphasis on morals 
and deportment, Allen put much stress on 
physical development, another departure 
from the norm of those days. 

According to Allen's biography, the 
West Newton English and Classical 
School was the first secondary school in 
the United States to have a gymnasium. 
Allen also included football, baseball, and 
swimming in the athletic curriculum. 

He later refused to go along with the 
introduction of military drill into school 
because of its warlike nature and the 
unreasonboth ing obedience it required. 
He objected in print to the introduction of

Allen's incredible family had its roots 
in Medfield, where the old family 
homestead still stands. 

Besides brothers and sisters, uncles 
and aunts, who taught at the Allen School 
or provided dormitory space in their 
homes near the school, and the sister on 
the School Committee, there was a 
brother, George. who served as a Newton 
alderman and a state representative’ and 
a brother, James, who was also an 
alderman, 

Stuuents of education, of women's 
suffrage, of civil rights, or of Newton 
history all may be able to find material in 
the Allen House when it is in fact the 
“living museum" it will some day be. 

After the death of the friend to whom 
the house was left by the last of the 
Allens, the house was pretty much un- 
touched and for years before that, 
luckily for posterity and the Allen House 
Association. 

Such things as the letters from well- 
known figures of the period turn up 
unexpectedly from time to time, making 
the gigantic task being undertaken all 
worthwhile, 

Student diaries, required by Allen give 
the flavor of the era and Allen's special 
qualities, A number of letters to Allen 
from graduates attest to the influence he 
had had on the development of his young 
students. 

Even a relative has been discovered. 
After last week's story8a great-grandn 
appeared in this newspaper, ce of 
Nathaniel Allen called Helen Levy, 
project director of the Allen House and 
School Preservation Corp. 

She had known nothing of the project, 
but now has volunteered to help. 

(Material for this article was gathered 
from a biography of Allen written by 
Mary A. Greene in 196 and from 
material discovered in the house. Miss 
Greene was a student at the school from 
1870-73 and later became a prominent 
lawyer.)

The 
Public Works Department does not have 
people available who are trained in in

Fire Department 

So far, $49,059 has been cut by the 
Public Safety & Transportation Com- 
mittee from the Fire Department's $5.3 
million budget. 

The largest cut was one of $23,000 from 
the overtime account. 

The Fire Department will refurbish two 
engines next year for about $40,000 each. 
A new engine costs $80,000. 

Police Department 

The Police Department budget is so 
large (recommended amount, $5,015,000) 
and so complex that most aldermen have 
difficulty with cuts. But the Public Health 
& Safety Committee has cut $248,034 from 
the budget. Of this, $40,000 was put into 
budget reserve for overtime and $40,000 
was cut outright. 

City Physician 

By a vote of 4 in favor and 4 abstaining, 
the Human Services Committee cut the 
salary of the city physician from a 
recommended $15,000 a year to $11,269. 
The job is part-time and is supposed to 
take less than 15 hours a week. 

Recreation Department 

The Recreation Department's 
$1,601,455 recommended budget has been 
cut by the Human Services Committee by 
$46,625. 

The Finance Committee made further 
cuts, mainly about $12,000 out of salaries 
for seasonal personnel, part-time leaders 
on the playgrounds and skating areas. 

Department head Russell Halloran told 
both committees that he has to increase

They have been paid at the rate of $3 an 
hour for many years, Halloran said. 

The Finance Committee did not believe 
that league umpire and referee fees have 
increased and want documented proof 
before allowing that line of the budget. 

When it came to special-needs 
recreation costs (for the elderly, retarded 
and handicapped), the Finance Com- 
mittee voted to restore some cuts of the 
Human Services Committee with Ald. 
Paul Coletti opposed 

Health Department 

The Human Services Committee 
seemed to like Health Commissioner Dr. 
Carolyn Zavarine's reorganization of the 
Health Department, which was done at no 
extra cost over last year. 

Instead of cutting her budget, the 
committee voted to ask for an increase of 
$19,4000, some of which would provide . 
money for three independent agencies — 
the Multi-Service Center for young 
people, Norumbega Workshop for 
retarded adults, and STEPS, a group of 
people returning to the community from 
mental hospitals. 

Asbestos testing in Newton North High 
School was cut by a 5-3 vote by the Human 
Services Committee to three per year 
instead of five. The Finance Committee 
voted to restore the money for testing to 
$1800, enough for four tests. 

Dr. Zavarine wanted to continue the 
five tests at least another year, since 
there will be construction and disruption 
at the school this summer while the 
heating and ventilation problems are 
worked on. 

Seemingly little attention has been paid 
by any committee to personnel costs or 
costs of automotive costs two items that 
have been scrutinized at great length in 
past budget reviews. 

Since the budgets are being reviewed 
this year for the first time by other 
committees before being worked on by 
the Finance Committee, and the reports 

will not always gain concurrence by the 
Finance Committee, the differences will 
have to be argued out during the day-long 
sessions scheduled for the full Board of 
Aldermen's budget action.

The resolution, proposed by the Board 
of Assessors, points out that private 
developers pay as much as 26-28 percent 
in real estate taxes to a community.

Backman bill would limit 
spending on ballot issues 


Reacting to the U. S. Supreme Court's 
decision overturning a Massachusetts 
law barring corporate campaign con- 
tributions, State Sen. Jack H. Backman 

D-Brookline-Newton) called on his 
legislative colleagues to pass a bill he 
proposed earlier this session which would 
limit corporate influence on ballot 
questions while still conforming to the 
new U. S. Supreme Court standards. 

Backman's bill proposes to set a low 
ceiling on corporate spending, mandates 
prior notice to all stockholders of the 
corporation and also requires two-thirds 
of a corporation's stockholders to 
authorize the expenditure before any 
contribution could be made 

The Legislature's Committee on 
Election Laws recently included Senator 
Backman’s language in H. 5480 which 
received a favorable recommendation. 
That bill would limit contributions to

Backman said, “If the Supreme Court 
intends to grant giant corporations the 
same rights as human beings, then 
businesses should be governed by the 
same regulations as individuals. That 
means corporations should be limited to 
contributing no more than $1000 to any 
campaign.” 

“It's also important that political 
campaign spending decisions reflect the 
views of the stockholders of the cor- 
poration and not just a few top 
executives, That is why the Election 
Laws Committee included my 
requirement for a two-thirds 
stockholders’ vote," Backman said. 

Backman, who is a lawyer, contends 
that his proposal “appears to meet the 
new standards suggested by the Supreme 
Court.”

Sewer use charge 


increases income tax 


The Newton Taxpayers’ Association 
estimates the cost of the new sewer use 
charge at $100,000-§150,000 divided among 
Newton property owners who pay federal 
income tax. 


Lorenz Muther, executive director of 
the Taxpayers’ Association, pointed out 
this week that since the sewer use charge 
will be removed from the property tax 
rate, it cannot be deducted from federal 
taxable gross income. 


The sewer use charge is required by the 
federal government as a condition for the 
awarding of federal grants for sewer 
construction and maintenance. Newton 
Water & Sewer Commissioner Paul 
Giunta has estimated that the charge will 
be about half a homeowner's annual 
water bill 


Muther acknowledged that the switch 
to a sewer use charge has advantages, 
such as the ability to collect money from 
tax-exempt institutions and the im- 
position of control on disposal of 
corrosive or dangerous material through 
the sewers. 


Newton has received a grant of $291,300 
for a study of south side sewers, and will 
receive a grant for reconstruction of the 
sewers that may cost $2 million or more.

Solar energy bank necessary 
for wide-scale use, Drinan says 


Testifying before a House Banking 
subcommittee, Cong. Robert F. Drinan 
(D-Mass.) renewed his support for 
creation of a Solar Energy Development 
Bank and accused the Carter 
Administration of “hypocrisy” on the 
question of rapidly commercializing 
solar heating. 

As the author of legislation providing 
low-interest loans to homeowners and 
smal] businesses for solar heating 
equipment, Drinan testified at the 
request uf the Domestic Monetary Policy 
Subcommittee of the House Committee 
on Banking, Finance and Urban Affairs. 

“At a time when President Carter is 
exploiting widespread public interest in 
solar energy by participating in ‘Sun 


Day’ observances in Colorado, the fact 
remains that he has proposed a $17 
million cut from the current fiscal year's 
solar budget — the first solar budget cut 
in U.S. history,"* Drinan explained. 

“Comprehensive federal studies have 
shown that solar heating is an economical 
technology which can make major 
contributions to our energy mix by the 
early and mid-1980s; yet the 
Administration has been unwilling to lend 
its support to any of the low-interest solar 
loan programs now before Congress,” 
Drinan said. 

Drinan noted that about 3000 citizens 
had attended a two-day solar energy 
conference he sponsored last fall. 
“Clearly, the Administration is

misreading publis sentiment,” he told the 
subcommittee. “The American people 
are both serious and enthusiastic about 
exploiting the near-term potential of 
solar heating, and are committed to 
making the investments and sacrifices 
necessary to make their homes and 
workplaces more energy-efficient. 

The Solar Energy Bank Act, which 
grew from Drinan’s earlier solar Joan 
legislation, would create a federal 
revolving fund allowing banks to offer 
solar heating loans to homeowners and 
businesses at 3 percent annual interest. 
Banks would then be reimbursed directly 
for the cost of servicing the loans.

Only 
then can we effectively utilize the 
American people's growing confidence in 
solar heating, address our energy 
problems in a manner which equitably 
impacts all income groups, and lessen 
our reliance on nonrenewable sources of 
energy. It is an opportunity we cannot 
afford to miss," Drinan said.

This is the week set aside designed to in- 
troduce people in Massachusetts to the skills 
and talents of the handicapped population 
Designated “Arts for the Handicapped” 
Week, there will be state wide celebrations 
including exhibits at the Museum of Fine 
Ar‘s, Boston. 


Although somewhat overshadowed by the 
Pompeii exhibit, the two exhibits at the MFA 
are “Prints in Progress,” by retarded adults 
and there are also works displayed which 
were made by special needs children in 
classes at the museum. 


One of these classes, from the Robert Gould 
Shaw Middle School in West Roxbury will 
have their works on exhibit. Under the 
direction of Susan White and Lori Berenberg, 
instructors at the museum, the class par- 
ticipated in a 10 week printmaking class 
designed to teach printmaking as an oc- 
cupation. The teacher from this class is 
Michael McLaughlin. 


In these classes, the students worked on 
four different kinds of printmaking with the 
emphasis on producing works of art which 
could be sold. “Ultimately, the finished pieces 
will be on sale,” said Ms. White. 


At the same exhibit, there will be works 
from students from Hamilton School in 
Newton. One interesting aspect of this exhibit 
is that there will be works by students ac- 
companied by photographs taken during 
classes by photographer, Julia Leney. The 
instructors for this class were Maida Abrams, 
art specialist from Newton and Karolina 
Tiligen, instructor of children's programs at 
the museum. 


According to Eleanor Rubin of Newton, who 
is assisting with ‘Arts for the Handicapped” 
events at the museum, there will be 
workshops for the education department, 
security staff, gailery instructors and interns 
on “Understanding the Needs of Handicapped 
Visitors” to the Museum of Fine Arts. 


There will be an introduction to the needs of 
deaf visitors to the museum and instructors 
will introduce the group to American Sign 
Language. 


In another workshop, ‘‘it is hoped we can 
provide information that will reduce the sense 
of awkwardness we sometimes feel in trying 
a help handicapped visitors,’’ said Ms.

Jean Gillespie’ coordinator of the week's 
events, commented that ‘I would like to the 
see the week turned into a year long event.

Rita Kenneally of West Roxbury has 
watched The Parkway Boys’ Club grow 
from meetings in someone's home to a 
Meeting place for youngsters.

As of September, there were 
1,000 youngsters enrolled at the club. 


For $4 a year dues, the boys can have 
access to club building after school and 
take part in activities or just sit and read 
comics until suppertime. There are 
counselors at the club, both volunteer and 
paid, and Mrs. Kenneally added that 
Presently, there were ‘some CETA 
workers whom we will lose in Jeune.” 


When the building, which was 
renovated to accommodate the boys, 
opened, the Brickettes held a dinner 
dance undeterred by the fact that there 
was no heat and the bathrooms were the 
street 


There was dedication in the group 
because they believed the boys in the 
area needed a place to ‘hang out” and 
needed supervised activities. After 
dinner, the boys can come in and use the 
facilities in the building till about 9:30. 


In the summer the group sponsors a 
camp for $12.50 a week. 


It all wakes money, and the Brickettes 
have run dances, sold raffles, held a fles 
market, a walk-a-thon and begun a Bingo 
game.

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Cantor Gregor

Cantor Gregor Shelkan of Newton will 
be honored by friends and fellow 
congregants at a State of Israel Tribute 
Dinner at Congregation Mishkan Tefila, 
Thursday evening, May 1. 

The testimonial dinner is being held on 
behalf of the Israel Bond program to pay 
homage to Cantor Shelkan for his devcted 
service to Israel and to raise urgently 
needed investment funds for Israel's 
economic development. 

Gregor Shelkan is a descendant of a 
noted family of rabbis and cantors. He 
started his musical career in Latvia at 
the age of six as a choir member of the 
Libau Synagogue. At 17, he was granted a 
scholarship at the Vienna Conservatory 
of Music, where he studied cantorial 
music and sang as soloist at the Sulzer 
Temple. He was subsequently engaged as 
the first tenor of the Bern Stat-theater, 
Switzerland. 

In 1938, Cantor Shelkan returned to 
Latvia and officiated in the synagogue 
where he sang as a child. He was soon 
chosen through a contest of 63 tenors as 
the leading tenor of the Riga National 
Opera where he remained until the 
German occupation in 1941. For nearly 
five years, he was in concentration 
camps. 

On Yom Kippur eve, 1946, he sang Kol 
Nidre over the American network in 
Berlin, this being the first time the chant 
had been heard over German radio since 
1933.

In 1947 he married an American and 
came to the United States. He obtained 
the distinction of being the first Jewish 
DP to marry an American. 

On March 1, 1948, he came to Temple 
Mishkan Tefila in Roxbury. That same 





year, with the late Rabbi Shubow with 
whom he had worked in Berlin, the 
Holocaust program for the New” 
Americans was inaugurated. The first 
service in memory of the six million who 
died was held in the old Temple Mishkan 
Tefila. This remembrance has now 
become an annual city-wide memorial 
service. Cantor Shelkan continues to be 
involved in its preparation and presen- 
tation. 

In appreciation of 30 years of devoted 
service to Congregation Mishkan Tefila, 


to the Cantor's Assembly, and to the New 
England Jewish community, the Hazzan 
Gregor Shelkan Scholarship Fund in 
perpetuity was established last year by 
the Cantor's Assembly of America. 

Gregor Shelkan was included in the 
prestitious listings in “Who's Who in 
Religion” in 1976 and again in 1977. In 
1976, he was presented the Honors 
KAVOD Award by the Cantor's 
Assembly, which he previously served as 
national president for two consecutive 
terms. 

In 1969, he was designated an Honorary 
Fellow of the Jewish Theological 
Seminary of America. He served as 
President of the Jewish Minister's 
Cantor's Association of New England in 
1954-55,

to lock up that damn football franchise 
for Texas and I've been told not to leave 
any stone unturned.”

Kefauver. He said the task would require 
money.

PEPPERS: Are you one of 
the many gardeners who 
raise big pepper plants but 
have no peppers on them? 
Tf so, it could be the variety 
you're using. Try a variety 
such as Staddon’s Select’ 
Lady Bell, or Vinedale. 
California Wonder is a 
pepper everyone talks 
about but id doesn't bear 
for you, only 
spasmodically, so why 
grow it. It works fine if it 
gets a long enough growing 
season, and when it does 
bear, it's a beauty. 

A poor pepper crop can 
be blamed on low tem- 
peratures, especially 
below 50 degrees F., as this 
causes the blossoms to be 
lost. When air tem- 
peratures fall below 50 
degrees F. the blossoms 
are lost and no peppers 
form. The same can 
happen when the plants 
are exposed to hot, drying 
winds at blossom tme. 
Winds and heat can cause 
the floral parts to dry up. 
preventing cross 
pollination. Any factor 
which causes a shortage of 
water in the plant will 
cause the buds and 
blossoms to drop. An 
abundance of water in the 
soil will not guard against 
bud shedding when water 
loss is rapid on a hot or 
windy day. 

Don't believe the old 
wives’ tale that you need to 
plant peppers close 
together for pollination. 
One single pepper can 
pollinate itself and bear 
fruit. Also, it’s not true that 


cause all bush and no fruit. 

GERANIUM PLANTS: 
If your geraniums have 
yellow leaves this can be 
due to overwatering (or 
poor drainage), too much 
fertilizer, or a shortage of 
nitrogen. Sometimes the 
plants will get yellowing 
between veins of older 
leaves, and this can be due 
to a magnesium or 
potassium or an iron 
shortage. Check your 
geraniums for reddening 
of foliage. This is often due 
to low soil temperature, or 
a dry soil. To get bushy 
plants with large flowers 
geraniums need full 
sunlight. Supplemental 
light at night has proven of 
little value, except on 
seedlings in the early 
stages of growth. Give 
your plants the brightest 
window possible, and 
plenty of elbow room. 

GREEN THUMB 
CLINIC: ‘Our house 
plants are tall. Should 
these be pinched back 
now?" 

Ans: Yes, most indoor 
plants are taller after a 
hard winter and should be 
pinched to keep them 
bushy. Take a coleus or 
impatiens, for example. 
These must be pinched or 
they get leggy.

According to most 
educated opinions, the 
used car market will be 
firm during the coming 
months. In consumer 
language, that means 
your car is likely tu hold 
its value if you keep it in 
shape. 


That's a big IF. Car 
Care Council says a well 
maintained automobile is 
worth several hundred 
dollars more at trade-in 
time than its neglected 
twin. 


As important as the 
mechanical condition 
may be, states Car Care 
Council, appearance 
condition is what first hits 
the critical eye of a used 
car buyer. Repairing 
body rust and damage 
can be an expensive 
proposition. 


The CCC advises: 

1, A weekly washing, 
especially in winter 
where salt or other 
chemicals are used to 
keep roads clear. 


2. After your wash job, 
give your car a close 
examination for surface 
tust and paint chips. 
Cover them with wax or 
clear nail polish until you 
can repair them properly 
with primer and touchup 
paint. 


3. Wax your car 
whenever the paint 
begins to show dulling 
from the elements. Twice 
a year is a good practice. 
Use a good cleaner or 
mild rubbing compound 
before applying wax. 


4. Give the car a 
thorough interior 
cleaning about once a 
month, more often if it 
begins to look dingy. This 
should include 
vacuuming of carpets and 
wiping off upholstery with 
vinyl cleaner, or mild 
upholstery cleaner, 
depending upon the type 
of interior. Clean all glass 
with a product that leaves 
no film, Just as with a 
house, a car tends to 
accumulate dirt to a point 
where a cleaning job s 
much more difficult than 
it it had been performed 
on a regular basis. 


5. Keep your vinyl roof 
clean. Because of the 
grain pattern, vinyl tends 
to collect dirt and road 
film and should be 
scrubbed with a soft 
brush and vinyl or leather 
cleaner. Then apply a 
vinyl protective coating. 


6. Pay particular at- 
tention to signs of rust 
formation. Use chrome 
cleaner to remove sur- 
face rust. Then apply 
liquid wax. Advanced 
rusting, usually first 
indicated by bubbling of 
the paint, may have to be 
treated by removing the 
paint to the metal in that 
area ond doing a spot 
prime and paint job 


Tips 


7, Don’t delay collision 
repairs. The longer you 
postpone having damage 
taken care of, the more 
expensive it wil be 
because of the rusting of 
adjacent parts of the car. 


In conclusion, the 
Council suggests the 
possibility that the 
condition of a car could be 
an indication of the 
owner's personality. If so, 
a little elbow grease 
might be an effective way 
of enhancing one’s image.

Russian 
drivers face 
problems 


The Russians have a 
unique punishment for 
drivers who are repor- 
tedly stopped for reckless 
driving: the motorists are 
forced to sell their cars. 
With only 130,000 private 
cars in the Moscow area 
and a minimum wait of 
three years to get a new 
model, that is a stiff and 
effective way of com- 
batting the worst traffic 
offenders. Cars are much 
rarer outside of the major 
urban centers. 

But accident statistics 
in the Soviet Union in- 
dicate that even toughter 
methods may be 
necessary: the 1977 ac- 
cident rate in the capital 
was runnin, at last report, 
al the rate of 6,000 a year. 
More than 600 persons 
were killed there in auto 
accidents last year. One 
reason, Western experts 
surmise, is the very 
rarity of cars, which 
leads pedestrians to pay 
little heed to traffic 
signals, 

If cars are rare in 
Russia, spare parts and 
mechanic shops are even 
rarer: only 15 authorized 
repair shops exist in 
Moscow. The demand for 
replacement parts has 
become so intense that 
car owners parking their 
vehicles on Moscow 
streets take off the 
windshield wipers to keep 
them from being stolen.

No one is exactly sure 
why, but the 1977 model 
automobiles were in- 
volved in fewer crashes 
than comparable models 
produced a year earlier. 

This good news comes 
from the Highway Loss 
Data Institute (HLDI) 
which each year 
calculates just how many 
cars of each model are 
involved in accidents 


resulting in insurance 
claims. Similar studies 
were conducted of 1976 
and 1975 models during 
their first years on the 
road. 

The improvement, 
which HLDI calls “better 
than average” for the 
1977 models, occurred 
despite the introduction to 
a greater number of 
smaller vehicles as 


General Motors 
“‘downsized’’ many 
models, 

Insurance companies 
have usually found that 
smaller cars are involved 
in more accidents than 
larger ones. Thi trend is 
still true for compacts 
and subcompacts. But the 
downsized cars, which 
are placed in the in- 
termediate category 
rather than compact or 
subcompact, are not in 
more accidents.

Indeed, there is reason 
to believe, based on the 
HLDI figures, that the 
shrunken Chevrolets, 
Oldsmobiles, Pontiacs 
and Buicks have a better 
accident record than 
fullsized models produced 
in earlier years. 

Not all the news is good, 
however. The insurance 
industry-supported re- 
search group has 
discovered that the 
amount of the loss for the 
average collision has

gone up. Tne figures show 
that repairing 1977 
models was 11 per cent 
higher than 1976 models 
damaged during their 
introduction years. 

The 1976 figures had 
gone up, too, But the 
growth from 1975 to 1976 
was only 1 per cent, an 
amount significantly 
below the inflation rate. 
The 11 per cent hike from 
1976 to 1977 occurred 
while the intiation rate 
was on,y 6 per cent. 


As in the past years, 
HLDI found that within 
each car size group, 
sports and speciality cars 
generally had the worst 
loss record. Similarly, 
four-door models in 
general displayed lower 
collision claim 
frequencies and averages 
than corresponding two- 
door models. 

Not only do the subem- 
pacts suffer from higher 
claim frequencies, the 
average loss is higher.

Drivers gamble with bald tires 


A new study ‘shows 
that many consumers are 
using their tires longer 
than they should before 
replacing them," says 
Jack B. Scarcliff. He's 
director of consumer 
affairs for the company 
that ran the research: 
Firestone Tire & Rubber 
Co. 

Although tire makers 
obviously want motorists 
to buy new tires sooner, 
most states agree with 
Scarcliff that tires that 
have been used so long 
that tread wear Iin- 
dicators show are 
dangerous. A total of 39 
jurisdictions have laws 
against using tires with 
Jegs than 2-32 of an inch of 
tread. On the list: New 


York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania, Illinois, 
Michigan and California, 

Yet when Firestone 
checked the tires being 
turned in when new ones 
were bought —at its own 
outlets and those of 
competitors, in four U.S. 
cities—25 per cent had 
less tread than was 
legally required. It is 
easy to check, since tires 
are built now so that eight 
bald bands show up 
running across the treads 
when the tread is worn to 
the danger level. 

The company says that 
90 per cent of all tire 
trouble occurs during the 
final 10 per cent of tread 
life. “According to a 
Study conducted by the 


Northwestern University 
Traffic Institute, tires 
with less than 2-32 of an 
inch of tread remaining 
are about 40 times more 
likely to go flat or blow 
out than new tires," 
Scarcliff says. He points 
out that balder tires are 
more likely to skid on wet 
pavement or to 
hydroplane. 


In addition, balder tires 
are less valuable, since 
they cannot be retreaded

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Draper and his aerospace work 
honored with endowed MIT chair 


The Massachusetts Institue of 
Technology recently announced 
establishment of an endowed 


professorship in honor of Charles Stark 
Draper of Newton, the famed 76-year-old 
pioneer in airplane, missile and 
spacecraft instruments. 

Draper's MIT laboratory designed and 
developed the onboard guidance, 
navigation and control systems that 
steered Americans to the moon and back. 

Announcement of the Charles Stark

Included among his high honors is the 
Nationa! Medal of Science conferred upon 
him at the White House in 1964, 

“His research created a whole new 
industry in inertial instruments and 
systems for airplanes, ships, submarines, 
missiles, satellites and space vehicles,” 
Johnson said. 

“Several students who did graduate 
work in his laboratory at MIT went on to 
become Project APOLLO astronauts, 
including Edwin (Buzz) Aldrin, the lunar 
module pilot in the first moon landing 
whose own doctoral thesis at MIT dealt 
with the rendezvous techniques employed 
in that historic landing and in all those 
that followed. 

“Through this professorship, the spirit 
£ achievement and success associated 

ith Dr, Draper through a career of more 
then a half century at MIT will continue 
tu inspire a new generation of teachers 
and students.” 

Draper, a native of Windsor, Mo., 
received his first bachelor’s degree from 
Stanford University in 1922 in psychology 
and late that summer came to Cambridge 
by automobile with a friend for the 
purpose of enrolling at Harvard 
University. 

Draper stopped by MIT for a tour, 
became intrigued with work in 
aeronautical engineering at the institute’ 
and has never left. He earned a second 
S.B. degree from MIT as well as the S.M. 
and Sc.D. degrees from the institute, 
learned to fly and design airplanes and, 
by the late 1920s, was deep’ into the 
research work that would mark his 
career for life — instruments that would 
make flying safer. 

It was in those days that he worked with 
a fellow student, an Army officer named 
James H. Doolittle who later became the 
first person to fly an airplane blind 
Draper's special interest was in the 
development of better and better 
gyroscopic instruments to generate an 
artificial horizon and measure rates of 
change. 

With World War II, he applied such 
gyroscopes to the development of lead- 
computing anti-aircraft guns for the U.S. 
Navy. Out of this research came the 
development of gyroscopes and 
gyroaccelerometers that sensed forces 
acting along only one single axis — the so- 
called Draper single-degree-of-freedom 
gyros — that later were to prove the key 
to inertial guidance, navigation and 
control systems for all kinds of high 
performance vehicles. 

Included among the Draper 
laboratory's achievements were com- 
ponents for the Atlas and Titan missiles 
and intergrated systems for the Polaris 
and Poseidon. 

Based on its space navigation and 
guidance studies in the late 1950s, the 
laboratory received the first Project 
APOLLO prime contract from NASA in 
August 1961, and in less than a decade 
carried out the complete design and 
development of the onboard guidance, 
navigation, and control systems. 

Because of his long association with 
such systems, Draper is recognized 
throughout the world as the “father of 
inertial guidance." Today, inertial 
systems derived from his pioneering 
work are found aboard private and 
commercial aircraft worldwide as well as 
in high performance military vehicles. 

In the early 1970s, the name of the 
laboratory was changed to the Charles 
Stark Draper Laboratory, and in 1973, the 
laboratory separated from MIT and 
became an independent entity now 
located in new facilities in Cambridge's 
Technology Square.

Homestead exhibit focuses 


on how to earn a living 


The pattern of Newton's present 
economy took shape in the 19th century. 

Increasing industrialization and ur- 
banization opened up many op- 
portunities. 

The forthcoming exhibition at the 
Jackson Homestead, ‘Supporting a 
Family in Newton: 1850-1900," illustrates 
different ways people earned their 
livelihoods. 

The exhibition will be featured at the 
spring open house Sunday, May 7, from 2 
to 5 p.m. at the homestead, 527 
Washington St., Newton. 

Cotton and paper mills provided op- 
portunities for employment. Illustrations 
of this in the exhibit include material 
from the Homestead's collection on the 
Eliot Manufacturing Co., later known as 
the Newton Mills, and the Pettee Machine 
works 

These firms were managed and owned 
by Otis Pettee, an enterprising man 
whose innovations won him recognition 
as one of the leading authorities on textile 
machinery 

The mills afforded work for some 
women, but their roles as economic 
producers were limited, “Woman's 
work,” such as service, dressmaking, 
millinery and running boarding houses, 
were frequent sources of income for 
them. 

Other exhibits include period 
memorabilia and photographs of ar- 
tisans, craftsmen, shops, small 
businesses, as well as a number of active 
businesses that descend from the 19th 
century.

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Book review 





Northern Ireland's .._- 
tragic children 


By PATRICIA MARVIN 
Morris Fraser. “Children in Conflict: 
Growing Up In Northern Ireland.” Basic 
Books, 167 pp. $8.95 

Sean is an 1]-year-old Ulster child 
whose severe nervousness and irritability 
sent him to the clinic for disturbed 
children run by Dr. Fraser, child 
psychiatrist. He cries, complains of 
stomach pain, is small and pallid with 
dark circles under his eyes. His first 
attack was the night of August 1969 when 
the street on which he lives with his eight 
brothers and sisters was the scene of a 
riot and fierce gun battle. Since then he is 
sleepless at night, has fantasies of fires 
and burning and anxiety for his and his 
parents’ safety. 

Sean is typical of hundreds of children 
living in Belfast whose only memories 
are loud cries in the night, rioting, shots 
and burning. The slightest street noise 
will set him trembling. 

This tragic situation is played out in 
hundreds of homes, both Catholic and 
Protestant, but most often Catholic. The 
usual Catholic family is large, the father 
chronically unemployed, the mother 
often the working breadwinner. 

The children, if not burned out of their 
homes and living in squalor, go to 
segregated schools. They are the 
despised minority in Belfast who fill the 
ghettos. The children now at school have 
never known streets free of armored 
cars’ bullets, petrol bombs, rock and 
lass throwing and the constant threat of 
death. By the time they are 8 or older, 
they participate in the violence by hurling 
rocks, making bombs, setting traps of 
wire for armored cars. 

The British soldier is the object of their 
hate and fear. Appalling as it seems, the 
children are often used as front-line 
fighters, who hurl rocks and bombs while 
their fathers, armed with rifles, take aim 
and shelter behind them. Many are 
trained by the provisional IRA much as 
American boy scouts are trained, but in 
the art of war. They wear their green 
berets and shirts with pride. 

Across town the Protestant children 
attend their own schools and chant ditties 
against the pope and the “Fenians.” This 
situation is not unique; the kind of ten- 
sions and deeply rooted prejudices which 
turn Protestant against Catholic in 
Belfast has happened in other parts of the 
world, in Vietnam, in Watts and other 
black ghettos in the United States. In fact, 
the Catholics in Ulster are compared to 


the negro ghetto-dwellers of the United 
States by Dr. Fraser, who thinks the real 
problem is not hatred between Catholic 
and Protestant so much as it is a racial 
problem 

Children have to be taught bigotry and 
the Catholic and Protestant styles of 
living are different, and have been for 
generations. Dr. Fraser points out that by 
adolescence, the polarization and con- 
sciousness of two wholly different 
cultures have produced this mutual 
alienation. His solution is to integrate the 
schools, no easy task, since the Catholics 
have for generations demanded separate 
schools for their children. 

In both Catholic and Protestant 
schools, political and cultural and racial 
indoctrination plays a part in the 
education of Belfast children. The 
prejudices held by the children mirror 
those of their elders. 

To the Protestant child, the Catholic is 
shiftless, a “rat,” dishonest, a breeder of 
big families and a producer of poverty. 
To the Catholic child, the Protestant is 
the person who wants to burn him, shoot 
him, deprive him of his home and 
parents, a brutual oppressor. These 
stereotypes are present in the minds of 
children at the early age of 4 or 5. 

The dualism and indoctrination of 
separate schools, a vicious circle, might 
be broken by integrating the schools, 
which perhaps would be more fruitful 
than integrated housing and em- 
ployment. Dr. Fraser believes that the 
two factions going to school together 
would work powerfully against in- 
tolerance and hatred. The advocates of 
integrated schools include The Ulster 
Teachers' Union, The Irish National 
Teachers' Organization, The National 
Council of Civil Liberties, and The 
Northern Ireland Labour Party. 

In the meantime a palliative must be 
applied to the sick children and violent 
youth. Removal for some to the country 
for a short time has proven helpful; 
giving youth gangs material help in 
building clubhouses and the like has also 
proven to be a good idea. 

Dr. Fraser's study should be a great 
interest to child psychologists, coun- 
selors, teachers and parents. ‘Children 
In Conflict” is available for reading at the 
Newton Main Library and at any of the 10 
branches of the Library system upon 
request.

in nature, and the votes on March 22 to 
close the two schools due to declining 
enrollment were executive in nature. 

Rosenberg argues that the guidelines 
were not the final legislative action, since 
the votes to close schools were separate 
acts, not merely implementing a pre- 
existing policy. 

He also states in the brief that the 
consideration of social costs and 
economic costs of the decision make it 
legislative in nature. 

The third question deals with the 
definition of the ‘‘the final passage. . . of 
the measure,” language used in the City 
Charter. Any question on a referendum 
must be a final measure passed by the 
School Committee or Board of Aldermen, 

Rosenberg argues that the vote to close 
Hamilton School was the final decision of 
the School Committee on the matter. The 
vote five days later to eliminate the 
money for Hamilton from the budget 
“can be likened to an executive action 
implementing a legislative decision,” 
Rosenberg's brief states. 


Ms. Apgar claims that the later action 
of the Committee to delete the money for 
Hamilton School proves that the vote to 
close the school was not the final action 
on the matter by the School Committee. 

With Emerson Schooi, Rosenberg 
argues that the vote to close it was a final 
action since the motion also instructed 
the superintendent to begin to implement 
the decision. Ms. Apgar states the 
Emerson action is not complete, since the

money for the school will not be taken out 
of the fiscal year 1980 budget until March 
1979. 

The final question before the Supreme 
Judicial Court is whether or not the 
decision to close a school can be con- 
sidered part of the School Committee 
budget. 

The school budget is one of the nine 
specific items in the charter exempt from 
the referendum procedure. 

Rosenberg claims that the "the School 
Committee budget” phrase in the charter 
means the budget as a whole, and notes 
that “the Schoo] Committee budget as a 
whole’ was the wording for this exemp- 
tion in an earlier draft of the charter. 

Ms. Apgar, who was assisted by Doug 
Riley in the drafting of the brief, claims 
that “the votes of the School Committee 
may not be protested by referendum 
since they are merely prelimiary to 
passage of the budget, and the budget is 
exempt from referendum. 

If the five Spupreme Judicial Court 
justices decide there should not be a 
referendum, Hamilton School will be 
closed this fall, and plans will for closing 
Emerson by September 1979. 

If the court decides that there can be a 
referendum, a date will be set by the 
Board of Aldermen. The School Com- 
mittee made an agreement with the 
plaintiffs that if the referendum results 
call for the schools to remain open, the 
School Committee will request a sup- 
plementary budget from the aldermen to 
keep Hamilton School open.

To see a whale is no smull thing. 
But don't misunderstand. I’m not 
talking about seeing one in some 
aquarium tank where it's pampered 
and dependent. I'm talking about 
seeing a whale in its natural habitat 
— the open sea. Whales in the 
ocean are playful and independent, 
tantalizing and magnificent. They 
are, in short, a sight to behold. 

All very well and good you might 
say, but where on earth do you see 
such a thing? After all, not every- 
one is like Ishmael in Moby Dick 
who had the spare time and the 
inclination to take to the high seas. 
Well, there's good news on the 
horizon. You don’t need either. Not 
only are there whales to be seen 
right off our shores this time of 
year, but Massachusetts also boasts 
the only whale watch expedition on 
the East Coast. It’s a relatively 
tame experience, requiring little 
time. It’s also fairly cheap and lots 
of fun. 

The expedition is conducted by 
Captain Al Avellar aboard his 
Dolphin [11. During May and June, 
the boat leaves Provincetown 
Harbor on the tip Lape Cod each 
day, making several short trips in 
search of the great whale. This is 
Avellar's fourth season in the 
booming whale watch business. 
His excursions have been so 
popular that they are booked far in 
advance, and this year he's sched- 
uled additional trips into June. 
They're also very successful. Last 
year Avellar batted a thousand, 
spotting whales on every single 
trip. 

The ship's first venture this 
season was at 6 am on the clear, 
cold morning of April 15. Province 
town, once a great whaling port, 
seems like the perfect place to 
embark. Here man once hunted the 
whale mercilessly and now it feels 
somehow fitting to be going forth 
unarmed, hoping only to sight the 
whale’s majestic spouts of water 
rise from the Atlantic. 

The beachside homes of the 
town recede, resembling hotels on a 
Monopoly board, as the Dolphin 
III passes Long Point Light and 
enters the waters of Cape Cod Bay. 
A stiff ocean breeze snaps the

shatters the silence. There, in the distance, ts the outline of a giant finback whale. 





Dolphin III's flag. Dr. Stormy 
Mayo, a marine biologist who 
works with Avellar, whets the 
appetite with a lecture on the 
whale's rich, varied history and 
uncertain future. 

Whales were originally small, 
land based animals. Their fossil 
record traces back 80 million years, 
and at some point they were forced 
into the sea by predators. Mayo 
says the first whales looked like 
large crocodiles and eventually 
grew to be larger than dinosaurs. 

Whales are mammals. Like man, 
they nurse their young and need to 
breathe air to survive. Supported 
by water and free from the force of 
gravity, whales grow to incredible 
proportions: the great whales 
weigh as much as 150 tons. Their 
bulk is well suited to their environ- 
ment, and they flourished until 
man started slaughtering them 
about 200 years ago. 

Man discovered many uses for 
the whale, and did his level best to 
wipe them out. Whale by-products 
have been used for fertilizers, pet 
food, shoe polish, lipstick, and 
many other items that could easily 
be made with other materials. Ir 
the old days, when a whale washed 
up on the shore the'first person to 
carve his initials on the whale’s 
hide would claim the carcass and 
reap a bonanza from selling whale 
oil and meat. Nowadays, whales in 
United States waters are protected 
by the Marine Mammal Protection 

Act. On the other hand, Japanese 
and Russian ships still hunt them. 

Whales have a language all their 
own, a language scientists have yet 
to decode. It’s an eerie blend of 


clicks, growls and guttural screams. 


The high pitched sounds are 
thought to be part of the whale’s 
sonar system, which helps it navi- 
gate the seas. The lower pitched 
sounds traverse great distances. 
Having finished his talk, Mayo 
cautions the crowd. There are no 
guarantees that any whales will 
be spotted. It’s the first day 
of the season and it may 


While the ship's loud speaker plays 
“whale songs,” coffee, hot choco- 
late and sandwiches are served in 
the enclosed galley. 

Sometimes a lookout will spot a 
whale right away, but today a 
nervous hour and a half passes in 
silence. A few skeptics begin to 
play cribbage and do crossword 
puzzles when Avellar’s cry of 
“Thar she blows!” shatters the 
inactivity. One of the men, aided 
by field glasses, has spotted a 
plume of water far in the distance. 
Avellar guns his engines and 
changes course in the hopes of 
bringing the whale within range of 
the naked eye. 

When he’s close enough, Avellar 
cuts the engines completely and 
lets the Dolphin IIT drift. The 
whale is in a dive. It may not 
surface for 15 minutes or more 
Silence reigns again. It’s almost 
deafening as the spectators grip the 
railing, wondering when and where 
the whale will surface. 

Then there's another cry. this 
time off the starboard bow. A spray 
of salt water jets straight up in the 
air a hundred yards away. When 
the mist clears, a huge finback 
whale is visible. It surfaces, 
breathes some air, shows its fin and 
its tail and is gone again. The 
crowd is awestruck. Mayo says the 
whale is about 65 feet long. The 
finback, which is the largest whale 
seen off the Cape Cod coast, some- 
times grows to a length of 90 feet. 

Several minutes Sater, there's 
another “blow.” Spray fills the air, 
and the finback is seem coming 
towards the boat. It would have 
made for an inviting target for 
harpoonists years ago. The whale 
cuts a majestic, rolling course 
through the sea. Mayo estimates 
his speed at 15 miles per hour. 











Before reaching the Dolphin II], 
the finback disappears in a deep 
dive, leaving a rippling wake and a 
lasting impression. 

Before the spectators can relax 
from their encounter, a lookout 
spots yet another whale. It's the 
“tiny” minke whale (pronounced 
minky). The minke is a meager 18 
feet long. A frisky fellow, the minke 
can sometimes be coaxed to come 
right alongside the ship. This one 
doesn’t cooperate, however, and 
dives shortly after surfacing. Only 
time enough for a quick glimpse. 

After a short lull, the air is filled 
with mist again. Another finback is 
surfacing. This one is even larger 
than the first. His size dwarfs man 
and his contraptions. Ignoring the 
boat, it cuts a dignified path 
straight across the horizon. 

Two more finbacks surface, one 
on port and the other on star 
board. The crowd is divided, 
unsure of which whale to follow. 
The boat drifts noiselessly as the 
giant black finbacks do their stuff. 
We are in their midst now. There 
seem to be so many of them and 
one wonders how many more are in 
these waters going about their 
merry way. But Mayo tells us that 
man’s harpoons have already taken 
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tion is only one-fifth of what it 
used to be. And even if there were 
no more killed, it would take at 
least 50 years for the finback to 
fully recover. 

After some uneventful drifting, 
it's time to head home. Spectators 
on the Dolphin III are sometimes 
treated to seeing humpback whales 
and right whales (so called because 
their bounty was especially 
valuable), but this time just the 
finback and the minke are spotted. 
Sometimes too, the crew will see 
the finback — all 60 or 90 feet of it 

- jump clear out of the water in a 
memorable bellyflop. No such 
sights today, but the crowd seems 
far from being disappointed as the 
boat begins its trek home. 

On the way back, a lookout spots 
a 10 foot basking shark with its fin 
jutting just above the water. Mayo 
explains that it’s a gentle shark 
which feeds on plankton, not flesh. 
Mayo asserts that he would not be 
afraid to swim with it. Far in the 
distance, the Pilgrim Monument 
can be seen in the sky. A few 
minutes later the rest of Province- 
town comes into view. Entering the 
sheltered waters of the harbor, the 
four hour excursion leaves one with 
a renewed res for the whale 
and a hope to see the whale some 
time again.

vessel is its pride and glory 
— a great white swan.

Today we made the acquaintance 
of the great, great grandchildren of 
Jack, Kack, Lack, Mack, Nack and 
Ouach, Pack and Quack, them 
selves born to their proud parents 
Mr. and Mrs. Mallard back in 1941. 
That was the year that Robert 
McClosky first published his now 
classic Make Way for Ducklings, 
the heartwarming saga of a duck 

- couple out to find a proper Boston 
neighborhood in which to raise 
their family. And find it they did, 
right in the middle of Boston's very 
own Public Garden. 

Now, the reason that we 
happened to visit Mr. and Mrs. 
Mallard’s descendants today is that 
the spot they made famous has just 
undergone its annual meta- 
morphosis. Some people think the 
Garden comes to life gradually, 
shedding its winter solemnity bit 
by bit as first one and then another 
hardy soul carries his brown bag 
lunch out to its benches. But we 
know the Garden really comes to 
life at a particular moment — the 
moment when the swan boats 
come out of storage. If you have 
never taken your children to ride 
the swan boats, this is the perfect 


time of year to do it. 

All around the maintenance 
crews are painting the elaborate 
iron fences, repairing benches, 
teuding the fecund tulip beds and 
generally sprucing up. The trees — 
goldenleaf elm, the common linden, 
a dogwood, a cherry — are coming 
into bud and the willows weep 
gracefully over the edges of the 
pond. You have to beware of the 
skateboarders, cyclists and kick- 
the-can enthusiasts down the 
paths. The jump ropers and frisbee 
throwers are less hazardous. 

What is especially nice about the 
Public Garden in early spring is 
that no one is sweating. This is 
more significant than it might first 
sound. It means that the kids aren't 
whining about being too hot or too 
thirsty to survive a minute longer. 
Adults are in good temper too, and 
the emphasis is on activity. The 
atmosphere at the Public Garden 
was festive today, 80 we savored it 
a bit before getting down to the 
business at hand: the swan boats. 

The swan boats have been 
cruising the waters of the Public 
Garden for just over 100 years and 
they haven't changed much. Each 
boat is painted bright green and 
consists of two pontoon like 
structures. They are gracefully 
curved so that the pointed tips tilt 
upwards at both ends. Attached to 


the pontoons is a platform bearing 
six varnished benches. The other 
woodwork on the boats is red. 

Perched on the rear of each 
vessel is its pride and glory — a 
great white swan made of metal. 
‘The captain sits between her wings 
propelling the boat through the 
water by use of pedals. She glides 
through the pond, past the willows 
and under the Public Garden foot- 
bridge (constructed in 1867, it 
holds the distinction of being the 
smallest suspension bridge in the 
world). Then the boat swings 
around the island where the 
Mallard couple nested, and there is 
evidence that their great-greats 
find it a protective environment 
even today. The adults on the boat 
admire the clumps of daffodils on 
its rocky banks and the kids specu- 
late on the size of the rodents that 
probably inhabit those holes in its 
lower parts. 

The ride takes ten to fifteen 
minutes and each boat holds about 
thirty-five people. The best seats 
are on the outer edges because they 
provide easy access to the birds 
that follow the boats in search of 
goodies. In addition to the ducks, 
we saw grackles, rock doves, 
starlings, and a herring gull who 
seemed a mite out of place. For 
duck feeding you can either bring 
stale bread from home or purchase 


popcom and peanuts from the 
vendor stationed at the Garden 
entrance nearest to the Boston 
Common. If your children are big 
on duck feeding, try to come early 
in the day. By noon most of the 
waterfowl are stuffed to the gills 
and the only critters who show any 
enthusiasm are the squirrels and 
pigeons. 

It is a good idea not to throw 
bread randomly about if the birds 
aren’t eating it. This makes for an 
unsightly mess. There is a small 
gazebo like structure ut one end of 
the pond and we asked the 
attendant if it was a nesting 
shelter. Well, he explained, actually 
that's where the plug is. The plug? 
Yes, the drain, the place where it 
all goes out. The pond, you see, is a 
manmade structure — not very 
deep and with little natural motion. 
To keep it attractive, the city 
drains the whole caboodle twice a 
year, scrapes up the paper and 
gunk from the bottom, and refills it 
fresh and clean. 

The revelation about the plug 
caused considerable tension in one 
young man, himself barely past the 
age where one worries about being 
sucked down the bathtub drain 
along with the water. So if your 
children are still of a vulnerable 
age, don’t tell them about the drain. 
You might, however, like to store it 


away as a really original threat 

for one of those sweaty summer 
days when everyone is in a bad 
mood. 

The Public Garden on a spring 
day is just right for being friendly, 
smiling at strangers, cooing at 
babies, patting the satiny police 
horses, and riding the swan boats. 
I's also just right for carrying a 
par:.so! but you have to have a lot 
of seli confidence to carry that off. 
Notes: 

The swan boats run every day 
from 10 am to 4 pm. After the 
public schools close at the end 

of Fune, summer hours of 10 to 6 
pm will take effect. Rides cost 50¢ 
for adults and 30¢ for children 12 
years and under. If you want to 
take another ride but haven't 
purchased an extra ticket, just 
remain on the boat after your first 
ride and the attendant will collect 
the fare, allowing you to avoid the 
line that sometimes forms on a good 
day. The boats don't operate in 
poor weather so if you have any 
doubts, call City Hall at 725-4000 
and ask for the parks department 
general information service. 

The Public Garden is boxed in 
on four sides by Beacon, Arlington, 
Boylston and Charles Streets in 
Boston. Parking can be found off 
Charles Street at the Boston 
Common underground garage.

F.LS.T. . 


Directed by Norman Jewison, from 
a screenplay by Foe Eszterhas and 
Sylvester Stallone.

There's no doubt that F./.S.T., 
Sylvester Stallone’s first movie 
since Rocky, will pack a lot of 
punch at the box-office. The film is 
being sold as if it were Rocky on a 
grander scale: another story of an 
underdog, a worker instead of a 
club fighter, who challenges the 
Establishment and comes out a 
winner. The ad campaign doesn’t 
mention that this hero is also as 
crooked as any of his enemies, but 
the movie is so confusing that the 
ads are only partially misleading. 
F.1.S.T. tries to be all things to all 
people. Fortunately, you can’t fool 
all the people all the time. 

F.1.S.T. was originally the idea 
of an independent producer who 
wanted to make a celluloid epic 
about the rise and fall of a labor 
leader — a Gone with the Wind of 
the union movement. He took it to 
a major studio, where an executive 
recommended a writer: Joe Eszter- 
has, a Rolling Stone reporter who'd 
never penned a screenplay or a 
novel and was now asked to do 
both. Several directors, with points 
of view ranging from existentialist 
to Marxist, became interested in 
the project; Norman Jewison 





finally took it on and with Eszter- 
has hammered the script into 
shape. The final setback: an exor- 
bitant budget. The final solution: 
“hot” Sylvester Stallone agreed to 
star if he could re-tailor the role to 
suit his personality. Naturally, this 
meant more hammering. (The 
credit for this information goes to 
Jean Vallely of Esquire Fort- 
nightly.) 

The result of this complicated 
genesis is an exercise in Holly- 
wood schizophrenia: a movie that 
seems dynamic and straightfor- 
ward on the surface but is muddled 
and inert underneath. Stallone's 
character, Johnny Kovak, is a child 
of the Depression and of the Cleve- 
land slums. He may be a “hunky” 
laborer but he's also a take-charge 
guy who sticks up for his rights as 
a worker when everyone else backs 
down. At first ‘he's like Marion 
Brando was in On the Waterfront, 
except that Stallone is organizing a 
union — “F.I.S.T.,” the Federa- 
tion of Interstate Truckers — 
instead of cleaning one up. But 
then he becomes more like Brando 
in The Godfather, fighting his way 
to the top only to become as 
crooked as anyone else who ever 
sat there. 

Holding F.1.S.T. up against the 
Brando classics is like comparing 
near-beer to draft. Those earlier 
movies were rich enough in theme 
and texture both to engross you _ 
and to make you think. F./.S.T.’s 
story is too thin to sink your tecth 
into, and too sinv le to engage your 
mind. As soo : as Kovak is accused 
of being a mo \ster front man, he 
protests that h 's really Robin

Hood. Because he's so much 
smarter, sexier, funnier and 
tougher than anyone else in the 
movie, you have to believe him 
when he says he only worked with 
the Mafia when he had to — that 
deep inside he’s as good as ever. 
Much of the blame for this pussy- 
footing may belong to Stallone, 








who didn’t want to play the Johnny 
Kovak of the original script: “a 
dastardly guy, the most rotten 
human being to walk the earth.” 
He thus defused the role that could 
have made his reputation as an 
electrifying actor, the way Michael 
Corleone established Al Pacino. 
But even without Stallone’s influ- 
ence, what survives of Eszterhas’s 
script seems too ramshackle to 
support a complex moral scaf- 





folding; writing a socially 
conscious, morally ambitious epic 
with only one real character is as 
absurd as composing a sonata for 
one finger. But that’s what 
Eszterhas has done. 

At least some of Stallone's acting 
gives the film a comic hot-foot: he 
has the same cock-eyed humor

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have to play dumb. But he does 
nothing in his rabble-rousing 
scenes that a young Burt Lan- 
caster wouldn’t have done better. 
And by the movie's end, when he's 
a graying hulk called to testify 
before a Senate committee, his 
make-up and padding make him 
look like a cross between Mitchum 
and the Godfather Brando; he 
relies too much on his sculptured 
look. The man's hand-prints are 
barely dry in the Hollywood 
‘PPGiment, and already he's turning 
himself into a monument! 

Even though the movie starts in 
the Depression, it fails to convey 
the shared desperation of the time; 
we are meant to revile strike- 
breakers and scabs as if they were 
Nazis, though they're probably just 
as hungry and bitter as the strikers. 
The analysis of why the union 
means 80 much to the men spins 
out as the movie stretches on. At 
first F.1.S.T.'s purpose is clear: to 
better working conditions for team 
sters. But as soon as the Depres 
sion ends, so does the discussion of 
working conditions. Johnny nego 
tiates only for better wages and 
benefits. F.1.S.T. becomes a solid 
middle-class union with fancy 
offices in Washington and cushy 
conventions in Miami, but. we can 
only guess whether the movie sees 
this as the betrayal or the culmina- 
tion of Kovak’s original goals. 

Because the script’s long Depres 
sion section echoes Thirties gang. 
ster films and message movies, it 
may be inevitable that the per- 
formers act more like Thirties 
movie stars than Thirties people. 
At least their melodramatic, arti- 
ficially snappy delivery punches up 
the movie's pace. (The acting 
hardly improves in the film's later 
years, though Rod Steiger has a 
hammy bit as a moralistic Senate 
investigator.) It’s a feat that one- 
time trucker Norman Jewison 
keeps such a rickety vehicle rolling, 
even if he relies on hard-hitting 
cliches and inflated, stylized 
violence. There's splendidly moody 
photography by Laszlo Kovacs, 
and too much mood music by Bill 
Conti. But the vacuum of the story 
siphons off your attention. The one 
union tenet the movie pounds out 
is, “We won't be takin’ no more 
punches! Nobody ever won a fight 
takin’ punches.” Unfortunately, the 
audience at F.J.S.T. takes a 
beating.

State high court 
weighs arguments 


in school case

Supreme Judicial Court Justice Paul 
Liacos likened part of the School Com- 
mittee's argument to a Catch 22 situation 
during the hearing in the high court last 
Thursday on the question of whether 
there should be a referendum on the votes 
to close Hamilton and Emerson schools. 

William Cloran, first assistant clerk to 
the court, said Wednesday that the court 
gives little notice of when it might make a 
decision, but noted the justices listened 
closely to the hopes of both lawyers that 
the decision come by the end of May or 
early June. 


Assistant City Solicitor Kristen Apgar, 
who claimed that the School Committee's 
action was not subject to a referendum, 
was asked several questions about her 
arguments by the justices. 

Ms. Apgar argued that the appropriate 
time for the residents of the Hamilton and 
Emerson school districts to have a 
referendum on school closings would 
have been after the guidelines for con- 
solidation were passed in February. 

That was the last legislative action the 
Schoo! Committee took on the matter, she 
argued, and the vote to close the two 
schools was an executive action im- 
plementing those guidelines.

Nobody but owner wants 
townhouses on Watertown St. 


A proposal for tearing down an 1850 
house and replacing it with eight modern 
townhouses seemed destined to defeat at 
a public hearing last week before the 
aldermanic Land Use Committee. 

The plan for two sets of four 
townhouses to be built at 892 Watertown 
St. was incorrect in several respects’ as 
noted by the Planning Board, which voted 
later in the evening to deny the proposal. 

Some 40 persons interested in the 
proposal were kept waiting for the 
meeting, scheduled for 7:45, to begin. At 
7:50, not one member of the committee 
was present; the meeting was convened 
with four members at 8:05, with some 
members arriving at 9:30 and 9:45. 


Neighborhood residents have mar- 
shalled themselves into a unified group to 
oppose the plan and gathered 400 
signatures on a petition against the 
townhouses. 

Robert Keating, lawyer for the 
property's owner, David Bagley, said he 
would be ‘‘happy”’ to adjust various 
things to comply with the zoning or- 
dinances, but that will not satisfy the 
neighborhood. 

Although the house is a single-family 
dwelling, it is in Private Residence 
district, which allows for two-family 
houses, and by special permission of the 
Board of Aldermen townhouses. 

Under zoning laws the owner could 


Justice Robert Braucher asked Ms. 
Apgar, “If the citizens challenged the 
guidelines and the guidelines were 
defeated, the School Committee could 
still vote to close schools, couldn't it?” 

“Yes, presumably,’ Apgar said 

Justice Liacos said, “What you're 
saying is it’s either too late now or too late 
ever.

Jason Rosenberg, lawyer for the 
parents of children at the two schools 
slated to close due to declining 
enrollment, argued that the plaintiffs 
were correct in seeking a referendum 
now.

Newton’s houses are its

From the overdone Victorian houses 
sitting regally on thelr 
areas of land to the simple, earlier far- 
mbhouses crowded by later buildings, 
Newton's old houses are its history. 

Bland, brick-faced condominiums or 
ostentatious ranch-style (in New 
England?) houses tell only what Newton 
is becoming, not a word about what it has 
been. 

Several endeavors are under way to try 
to keep some of the flavor of Newton by 
saving worthy old buildings, not to be 
enclosed by keep-away fences but te 
continue their former use or take on new 


uses. 

The first preservation group, the 
Newton _ Historic Preservation 
Association, was conceived and born 
during the time when the city’s building 
commissioner wanted to destroy an Oak 
Hill house designed by famed architect H. 
H. Richardson. 

The house, part of thu old Peabody 
School property at Brookline and 
Dedham streets, has almost become the 
property of the NHPA, which will convert 
it to four apartments. 


When that happens, the proceeds from 
the house will go into a revolving fund for 
acquisition of other historic or old houses, 
and so on. 

Another group is the Allen School and 
House Preservation Corporation, which 
was helped by the NHPA to acquire the 
home of 19th-century educator and 
human rights advocate Nathaniel Allen. 

The shabby, yellow house on Webster 
Street, West Newton’ was saved from 
demolition by a $25,000 grant from a 
fcundation set up by the will of a well-to- 
do Newton resident, Mabel Louise Riley. 
With this money as a down payment and 
the balance of the $52,000 purchase price 
made up by interest-free loans from two 
Newton residents who feel strongly about 
historic preservation, the house was 
bought. 

Now that the Allen School and House 
Preservation Corp. is a full-fledged, 
recognized, tax-exempt organization, it is 
going after whatever grants there are 
around, 

A $25,000 carrot at the end of the stick is 
another grant promised by the Mabel 
Louis Riley Foundation if the Allen House 
can raise $100,000 on its own. The Allen 
House has raised $54,000 of that so far.

What makes this house worth all this 
attention? 

The house alone would be worthy of 
preservation. Some of it was built in 1770, 
according to project director Helen Levy. 
More was added over the years, until 
finally there were 32 rooms, twisting and 
angling around the property. 

The exterior is greatly in need of 
repair, but inside, the high-ceilinged 
rooms and ceiling-to-floor windows in the 
main part of the house, built around 1840, 
hint of its bygone elegance. 

The Greek Revival portico facing 
Webster Street dominates the other, 
relatively modest architectural styles on 
the street.

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Mofenson advocates increasing 
funds for elderly, foster children 


State Rep. David J. Mofenson (D- 
Newton), house chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Human Services and Elderly 
Affairs, said that increased funding for 
the elderly and for adoption placements 
are two of his priorities in this year's 
budget debate on Beacon Hill. 

He said he plans to move on the floor of 
the House amendments to increase the 
elderly home care budget by $1 million. 
He also intends to work to add at least 
$300,000 to the Welfare Department's 
adoption unit. 

“The home care program is grossly 
underfunded,” Mofenson said. “If we 
don't act positively now, we will repeat 
the problems of this year in which long 
lists of eligible elderly were unserved and 
nearly a third of Home Care Corporations 
were forced to close intake for services 
before half the fiscal year was over.” 

Mofenson explained that the Dukakis 
Administration has been reluctant to 
establish a sliding fee scale program for 
elderly eligibility to a variety of

The Hot Lunch Transportation 
Program is coordinated by the Depart- 
ment of Human Services-Council on 
Aging in cooperation with the Recreation 
Department, with funding provided the 
West Suburban Elder Services Home 
Care Corporation. 
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homemaker and home care services. 
Currently, Massachusetts holds to a rigid 
standard: any individual whose income 
exceeds $400 per month (or $800 per 
couple) is ineligible for home care ser- 
vices. He said that if his proposal to in- 
crease home care by $1 million is adopted 
“it can go a long way toward establishing 
a meaningful sliding fee scale program.” 

Under the current Elder Affairs 
recommendation, the department can 
spend up to two percent of its budget on a 
sliding fee program. Mofenson's 
amendment would change the wording to 
require that “not less than two percent, 
nor more than 4.5 percent" must be spent 
on sliding fees. 

“What this would mean,” said 
Mofenson, “‘is that instead of being ex- 
cluded from eligibility because of making 
more than $4800 per year, people earning

Miriam Schwartz, associate director 
for management of EdCo, said Tuesday 
that EdCo's internal plans call for 
deciding by mid-June on a site for 
relocating programs that are now in 
Natick, Belmont, and Foxboro 


If the Supreme Judicial Court allows a 
referendum on the vote to close 
Hamilton’ the results would be known too 
late for the EdCo deadline, since the 
tentative election date is June 27, 


Ms. Schwartz said several other sites 
are being considered by EdCo that could 
be easily converted to provide easy ac- 
cess for the handicapped persons ages 16 
to 22. 


EdCo has been providing services for 
these students for 2 % years under a 
contract with the Bureau of Institutional 
Schools, Division of Occupational 
Education, in the state Department of 
Education.

On the matter of adoptions, Mofenson 
sald “about 2300 children currently 
languishing in expensive and emotionally 
insecure foster and group care could be 
living in permanent homes at no expense 
to taxpayers if we increased the number 
of adoption placement staff members in 
the Department of Public Welfare. By 
increasing the adoption placement 
budget by at least $300,000 we can both 
save money and help build permanent 
homes for the children. The excellent but 
severely understaffed state adoption 
placement unit has already identified 300 
children who are adoptable but are not 
being moved toward adoptions as quickly 
as they should.” 


Ms. Schwartz noted that the letter to 
the superintendent made clear that 
EdCo's funding for a lease of the building 
could only be on a year-to-year basis 
because of their dependence on state 
funding 


If EdCo does use the school for 
vocational assessment and training of the

Out-of-city students 
pay $2600 for 


high school learning 


The School Committee set tuition rates 
for state wards and out-of-city students 
that attend school here. 


The rates for the current school year 
for state wards, of which there are about 
20, are based on the actual school costs in 
parts of last year’s budget. 


For the state wards Newton will 
receive $1771 for elementary students, 
$2171 for junior high students, and $2382 
for senior high students. 


Out-of-city students pay a slightly 
higher rate based on the current year’s 
budget, which is up 4.9 percent for the 
categories in the budget the students are 
assessed for, 


There are three out-of-city students in 
Newton schools this year. Elementary 
students pay $1950, junior high students 
eae and senior high students pay 


State law spells out how the state ward 
rate is set. For the current school year, 
about $335,000 is deducted from the total 
budget of $33.6 million, and that total is 
separated into elementary, junior high, 
and senior high costs. The number of 
pupils in each of the three divisions is 
then divided by the division total for the 
tuition charge.

When Sally Ann Theran began kin- 
dergarten last fall, her mother, Susan 
Theran, accompanied her to the Peirce 
School the first day and quickly deter- 
mined the short walk was dangerous. 

Sally Ann would have to cross Chestnut 
and Berkeley Streets with only the aid of 
a light, said Mrs. Theran. She explained 
the traffic is fast on Chestnut Street 
because cars use the road as an access 
route to Route 9 and the Massachusetts 
Turnpike. The intersection is hazardous 
enough, she said,’to warrant a crossing 
guard. 

Obtaining a guard is not easy as Mrs. 
Theran was to discover. Although she is 
still working on the problem, her efforts 
may well be a guide to others trying to 
receive special services from the city. 

Mrs. Theran began by asking Peirce 
School Principal Herb Callahan what 
could be done. He referred her to 
Lieutenant Charles Feeley, director of 
Community Services. 

Feeley said people in the area have 
been complaining about the crossing for a 
long time. The solution, he added, was to 
put a light there. . 

The signalized light was placed at 
Chestnut and Berkeley Streets in 1973. 
According to City Traffic Planner David 
L. Tannozzini, there was a flashing green 
light prior to that time. 

The light there now, Tannozzini ex- 
plained, is semi-actuated, which means it 
detects cars only on the side streets 
(Berkeley and Hampshire Streets), but 
not on the main road (Chestnut Street). 
Cars on Hampshire and Berkeley trigger 
the red light. 

Pedestrians activate the walk light by 
pushing a button. But do elementary 
school children use that button? 

No. On a Wednesday afternoon, 17 
children were observed crossing the 
street. Only two of them, estimated to be 
first or second graders, pushed the 
button. 

One fifth or sixth grader on a bike 
observed the red light on Berkeley Street. 
All other bikers either walked or rode 
across without any regard for the lights 
and with little regard for the traffic. 

Tannuzzzini was not surprised. He said 
aa study has shown 60 to 70 per cent of the 
pedestrians in the city pay no attention to 
crossing signals. 

He suggested bikers at Berkeley and 
Chestnut Streets would be better off 
acting as pedestrians and walking their 
bikes across. There is a heavy amount of 
traffic there, especially at commuting 
times, he explained. 

When the signals are first tuned, 
Tannozzini said, they will detect a bike on

the side streets. They are reset every six 
months and a shovel being the smallest 
piece of metal able to trigger a signal. 
With time, he added, the tuning wears 
downs, possibly allowing bicycles to go 
through the side streets unnoticed. 

The traffic planner feels the walk light 
is adequate. He noted there is a crossing 
guard a couple of blocks down at the 
fountain at Highland and Chestnut 
Streets. 

Mrs. Theran said it is unreasonable to 
believe children in the area would walk 
down the hill to the fountain and then 
back up. 

She did think, however, it might help to 
lengthen the walk light phase. She 
suggested the idea to Tannozzini who 
rejected it. 

The city traffic planner feels the 
pedestrian phase is long enough—17 
seconds. He believes the complaints, such 
as Mrs. Theran’s, are caused by people 
misunderstanding the pedestrian phase 
Tannozzini said it includes 10 seconds 
after the ‘‘walk” sign goes on and the 
“don't walk” begins to flash. 

Last year a resident suggested using a 
flashing “don't start" immediately after 
the walk phase’ Tannozzini said. This new 
signal, he added, would eliminate some of 
the confusion. The city feels ‘don't start” 
is such a good idea, the traffic planner 
said, it is proposing the new signal to the 
state. For Mrs. Theran the new signal 
will not solve the problem. She said 17 
seconds is not long enough for young 
school children. By the time children look 
both ways, she said, the “don’t start” 
would be beginnning. The two children 
who used the signal on the Wednesday 
afternoon did make it across in the 17 
seconds allowed. 

As an experiment a kindergartner who 
was unfamiliar with the crossing was 
asked to use the light. As instructed, he 
pushed the button. However, by the time 
he felt secure enough to cross the ‘‘don’t 
walk" flasher had begun. The cars, 
nevertheless, waited for him. 

Feeley said all school children, even 
kindergartners, can be instructed to use a 
pedestrian light. He blames the parents 
for allowing their children to cross 
without using the signals. 

While a crossing guard might be nice at 
this location, Feeley said the problem is 
money.

Going nowhere

Is a city archive going the way of a new 
main library? That is, nowhere? 

An appropriation for $77,000 for the first 
level of an archive building, approved by 
Mayor Theodore Mann, is now before three 
committees of the Board of Aldermen, two 
years or more after the Newton Historical 
Commission first recognized the need for 
proper storage and classification of New- 
ton's historic records, 

Historic Newton, Inc., an outgrowth of the 
commission, has obtained grants that would 
pay for an archivist for three years. Friends 
of the Jackson Homestead have taken on the 
burden of raising the rest of the construction 
cost of the building, planned as an annex to 
the Jackson Homestead, Newton's historical 
museum. 

Of course having its house put in order, 
and kept in order, eventually will cost the 
city something. But very little, in exchange 
for services received. 

The city gets a terrific deal now from the 
people who work at the Jackson Homestead 
The budget for the whole operation is under 
$37,000 this year. 

With the aid and dedication of a number of 
people, the Homestead provides research 
service to city departments and outsiders, 
considerable pleasure to casual visitors, and 
instruction and fun to countless Newton 
schoolchildren. 

An archivist has been at work at City Hall 
for several months, paid for by Historic 
Newton. She is a thoroughly trained 
professional, who knows what must be done 
to preserve old papers. When her job is done 
— the cataloguing, indexing. preservation — 
if the archive is built, a present member of 
the Homestead staff will take over’ and in- 
crease her work week by one day to a full- 
time job. 

Again, the city will save money over 
having to hire a new archivist. 

Some members of the Human Services 
Committee, which heard the archive 
proposal this week, have called for a 
“feasibility study,” including a survey of all 
surplus city buildings for possible use as an 
archive, future capacity, and the like. 

One member asked for architectural 
drawings of the proposed addition, even 
though the building would be subject to close 
scrutiny by the Design Review Committee. 
The DRC, not the aldermen, is charged with 
overseeing the design of all new city 
buildings and alterations to existing 
buildings. 

All the questions raised this week have 
been thought of and answered by Historic 
Newton, Inc. 

Even if the Board of Aldermen votes not 
to grant the Homestead the $77,000, the 
building sooner or later will proceed for the 
exclusive use of the Homestead. 

Where that will leave the city records is 
uncertain. Those aldermen who say the 
archive should be in the nebulous new main 
library are using the need for an archive as 
a tool to cause pressure for a library . They 
will have a long wait, and are doing a disser- 
vice to the city meanwhile. 

If the archive were to be established in 
the Jackson Homestead and later removed 
to a library, City Hall, or wherever, nothing 
would have been lost by the city. 

To the contrary, the city's records would 
have been properly maintained, at almost no 
cost. 

The matter may be brought to a head next 
month. ; 

Instead of having the archive appropria- 
tion passed from committee to committee, 
there may a request for the Board of 
Aldermen to meet and act on the appropria- 
tion request once and for all. 

Instead of delaying the archive to death, it 
is time for the aldermen to familiarize 
themselves thoroughly with the proposal 
and the work done by Historic Newton and 
its project director. Elsie Husher, then vote 
the money.

EASTON, Md. — Are you a “redneck Wallaceite”? You 
Say you aren't, or that you don't know, you're not sure? 
Well, agonize over this question no more, because Rep. 
John Anderson, R.-IIl., has devised a rather simple litmus 
test that will allow you (in the privacy of your own home) 
to determine just exactly how much of a problem you 
have with crimson-around-the-collar, 


The unveiling of Anderson's test occurred over dinner 
here at the Tidewater Inn the first night of a day-and-a- 
half Republican issues conference organized by Sen. 
Robert Packwood, R.-Ore. Sitting at the table with 
Anderson and his wife, Keke, were: myself; columnist 
William Safire and his wife; Laurence Silberman, former 
U.S. ambassador to Yugoslavia, and his wife; and a 
representative from the British embassy in Washington. 


What prompted Anderson's remarks was a question 
from the British gentleman who asked him about his 
tough primary contest with an outspokenly conservative 
opponent, the Rev. Don Lyon, a fundamentalist minister 
from the Open Bible Church. On March 22, Anderson beat 
Lyon by a vote margin of 43,055 to 31,326. Lyon received 
support from, among others, the National Conservative 
Political Action Committee, the Committee for the Sur- 
vival of a Free Congress, and conservative direct-mail 
fund-raiser Richard Viguerie. 


Blasting his opponent and his supporters in general for 
lying and distorting his position on the issues, Anderson 
said that this ‘‘New Right” cabal had been very good at 
injecting “redneck” issues into the campaign. Feeling my 
own neck begin to blush a little, I asked Anderson for 
some examples of redneck issues. He named three: op- 
position to gun control and abortion, and advocacy of 
voluntary prayer in the public schools. Noting that these 
three positions are all contained in the 1976 Republican 
Party platform, | asked Anderson if he considered Lyon to 
be a redneck. He said he did. 


Following a momentary, stunned silence, I criticized 
Anderson for his gross over-gencralization, as did Safire 
and Silberman, Seeing that he was going to get no support, 
(aside from his wife), the congressman tried to explain 
away what he had said.

The next day, in an interview, I pressed Anderson for an 
elaboration on his redneck remarks. Well, he said, when 
he used the word “redneck” he meant a person who has 
an “irrational or emotional approach to issues,” a 
“Wallaceite’’-type individual who appeals to ‘passion 
apart from the facts" — a person who has come to ‘play 
on the so-called social issues.” 


Fine, | say — then I'm a redneck, since I'm against gun 
control and abortion and for prayer in the schools? No, 
you're not, he says, Puzzled, I ask: Then how do you tell a 
real redneck from a non-redneck who simply holds red- 
neck positions? Anderson replies that I'm not a redneck. 
because he's sure I wouldn't appeal to “fear and un- 
bridled passion." At least he doesn't think I would, he 
says. (See? I just might be a crypto-redneck.) 





Expanding on the subject, Anderson explains that 
certain positions on only three issues do not a fedneck 
make. He says that his opponent, Lyon, raised 20 issues in 
the campaign. And when taken together, these positions 
constitute the essence of redneckism. 


And what are these positions? I quote from the issue 
sheet which Lyon circulated during his primary cam- 
paign against Anderson. 


He criticized Anderson for having voted for: 

A $9,000 congressional pay raise; negotiations that 
would surrender the Panama Canal; free legal aid for 
homosexuals; federal registration of, guns; increasing 
the National Debt limit; $1.7 billion in foreign aid; an 
additional $3.2 billion for more foreign aid; $5 billion for 
food stamps; food stamps for sigijyges: federal land-use 
planning: forced busing of school children; the teaching 
of secular humanism in the public schools; the pardon of 
draft evaders: aid to New York City, and $288 million for 
research and development for the Environmental 
Protection Agency. 


Furthermore, Lyon criticized Anderson for voting 
against: 

Protecting small businessmen from OSHA; funding the 
B-1 bomber; a proposal to balance the budget; allowing 
prayer in the public schools; and cutting OSHA's budget 
by $6 million. 


The accusation that he voted for free legal aid for 
homosexuals is one charge that particularly angered 
Anderson. He says it's a distortion of the truth. But he did 
it. When Rep. Larry McDonald, D.-Ga., offered an 
amendment to the Legal Services Corporation bill barring 
legal groups from taking part in lawsuits involving 
“homosexuality or gay rights’, Anderson voted agains| 
it. The amendment was defeated. 


The morning after Anderson's remarks the night 
before, Mrs. Anderson told me that she, too, was sur- 
prised by what her husband had said. She said that never 
before had he made the redneck charges.

Now who's watching the FBI ?????

WASHINGTON — The good news is 
that a hunger for justice still exists at 
some level in the Justice Department. 
The bad news is that four young whistle 
blowers have told a Senate subcommittee 
that the attorney general undermined 
their investigation of the FBI cases. 

What the four young men who quit the 
Department's FBI task force in protest 
last December have done to Griffin 
Bell remains to be seen. What they did to 
Sen. Fritz Hollings, D-S.C., a Bell fan, 
was lividly on display. 

The senator went so far in defense of 
the allorney general that he heatedly 
threatened the whistle blowers’ 
spokesman, William L. Gardner, with 
contempt. He accused his Senate 
colleagues of hypocrisy about the Nixon 
pardon, and about FBI blackbag jobs. 
and was so carried away that he 
mistakenly charged the FBI with the 
Ellsberg break-in and placed Lt. William 
Calley in Korea. 

“Democrats ranted and raved about 
the Nixon pardon," Hollings stormed. ‘If 
we hadn't had the pardon for President

ficials the whistle blowers suspected of 
lying. Bell's reason: “It would be a 
disgrace to the FBI.” 

Nor were they permitted to find out who 
at the top had made up the cover-up 
stories fed to General Accounting Office 
investigators and the Church committee - 
- which was told there had been no bag 
jobs since 1968. The investigators 
discovered that as late as 1972, a class on 
break-ins was conducted at the FBI 
schoo! at Quantico, the one fact they 
presented which shocked Hollings. 

Weicker said the testimony called into 
question “the suitability of Griffin Bell to 
continue as attorney general.” 

Leahy, a former prosecutor. said that 
the singing of the quartet had left him 
witha “very disquieting feeling” because 
‘indictments had been recommended 
against people who still hold positions of 
significant power within the FBI.” 

“That bothers the hell out of me," he 
said. 

Hollings erupted again 

The attorney general is a distinguished 
circuit Judge, who didn't want the job, 
and “has been working right hard at it.” 
As for the inherited FBI scandal, ‘he’s 


Nixon, how many courts would he have 
been in and out of? Where would the 
country be taeda?” 

The presence of Paul Hoeber, a 
member of the Watergate team, who is 
perhaps luckily leaving to become a law 
professor at Berkeley, particularly in- 
flamed him. 

“We got no way in the world to try all 
those Nixon cases, all those blackbag 
cases. No one in America believes that 
they just did blackbag jobs on the 
Weathermen. They did them on our 
friend Martin Luther King and everybody 
else." 

Hollings’ incoherent wrath may have 
been sufficient measure of the 
devastating testimony. Two of Bell's 
subordinates, Stephen Horn and Richard 
F. Johnson, escaped threats, although 
presumably they were included in 


Hollings’ charge that “you folks are 
demonstrating.” eA hal 

“Under fire, they remained 
professional and composed. They had 
held their tongues, they pointed out, until 
after the indictments and were speaking 
only on request of Sen. Lowell Weicker, 
R-Conn., a friend of L. Patrick Gray, one 
of the three ‘‘higher-ups” finally in- 
dicated. 

The attorney general has winced and 
cried aloud from the first about the 
hideous burden of prosecuting the FBI. 
The whistle blowers detailed his mat- 
ching behind-the-scenes efforts to provide 
what Sen. Patrick Leahy, D-Vt., termed 
the “tender, loving care” which lawless 
agents enjoyed from the nation’s No. 1 
law enforcement officer. 

A year ago, Bell reluctantfy indicted 
John J. Kearney, a former New York 


agent. Kearney's lawyer, the fiendishly 
resourceful Edward Bennett Williams, 
had embarked on an exercise in 
discovery that kept some 20 agents busy 
supplying material. The joke around 
town has been that Williams’ paper chase 
started with Nathan Hale and had 
probably not gotten beyond 1923 when Bell 
dropped the indictment. 

The former task force had recom- 
mended prosecution for four present and 
four former FBI officials - not, as 
Bell had testified before the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, ‘‘low-level 
people.” 

They had also recommended a 
Washington grand jury to look at more 
headquarters cases. This was rejected by 
Judge Bell. But the most important 
roadblock was his refusal to allow 
potential perjury charges against of- 


just trying to get rid of the blooming 
thing.’” 

“It's not just a purity situation,” 
Hollings fumed. ‘It's a difference in 
judgment. You folks are demonstrating.” 

The young men were indeed demon- 
strating - that the handling of the FBI 
cases has been so abysmal that. by 
contrast. Bell's management of the 
Marston affair looks like a miracle of 
finesse and fairness. 

The whistle blowers had borne out 
Weicker's contention that Bell has “put 
the morale of the FBI above the morale of 
the country."’ The country may share 
Leahy's unease that the bureau is still 
being run by people regarded as 
prosecutable by four young men who 
obviously had nothing to gain by saying 
so —uniess, of course, you count it a treat 
to be bullied by a U. S. senator. 





Political problems invade everyday life

Political events continue to dominate our daily lives. 

On the national level Watergate and Tongsun Park- 
Korean Case, taxes and inflation and the remoteness and 
bigness of the federal bureaucracy are shaking con- 
fidence in the Carter administration. 

What started with trust and hope is now being bogged 
down in a morass of indecision and incompetence. 
Granted the complexities of living in today’s world, 
leadership, or what peope perceive to be leadership, is the 
ingredient necessary to stabilize our lives. 

In all too many cases, what should be done is know but is 
sacrificed on the altar of expediency. 

Itis clear to federal experts that taxes must be reduced 
and loopholes closed to eliminate or reduce gross 
inequities. Yet a recent article in a national publication 
indicates that in fiscal 1977 alone, tax breaks of $136 billion 
were granted administratively. Congress never voted 
them, but it was aware of them. 

The gubernatorial race in Massachusetts is starting to 
heat up. 

The Republicans held their convention in Springfield 
and came up with a couple of indicators. One, that the 
conservative element in their party rose to leadership 
positions, that Senator Brooke might have a race after all 
if one in three Republicans is not so enchanted with his 
positions, and John Sears could make a race out of the 
secretary of state's campaign. 


In light of the convention's feelings, I wonder whether 
Secretary of State Paul Guzzi will reconsider running 
against Sen. Brooke. 

On the Democratic side, the House, the Senate and the 
Dukakis administration have a three-way fight going that 
will affect all Massachusetts citizens.

The widening and deepening MBM probe, the bottle bill 
debacle, the Bonin case and the Charlestown court clerk 
case, a8 examples, cast most political figures in the role of 
grasping, arrogant and insensitive people who are out 
only for themselves. 

But most people conversant with the political picture 
know this ts not true across the board. 

Last week, the Legislature passed a circuit-breaker bill 
that caught everybody by surprise. Massachusetts Fair 


Share sponsored a bill that would aid the elderly at a cost 
of $10 million. What passed the House was a $130 million 
bill that would rebate $500 to any citizen whose tax bite 
was over 8 percent and who earned less than $30,000 a 
year, 

It will now go to the Senate and probably a conference 
committee, and whatever survives there will be presented 
to the governor to accept or veto. 

The governor's problem is that while he might accept 
the concept of circuit-breaker legislation, he wants the 
relief to taxpayers to come in another form. 

Tax relief in the form of local aid to schools is the 
vehicle the Dukakis administration wishes to use. 

To Newton, that would mean almost $800,000 less in tax 

relief because we are an ‘affluent’’ community in the 
school aid formulas. 
_ Another aspect of the circuit-breaker legislation is that 
it goes directly to the taxpayer. (It will not require ap- 
proval by @ mayor, council, selectmen or board of 
aldermen.) 

The $500 million tax bill (at 9 percent) in the first year of 
this governor's administration, which ran ona platform of 
“no new taxes,” will come back in the form of tax relief in 
an election year. more 

One good thing about an election year is that the 
politicians are aware and listening.

Every independent analysis done on the 
impact of a national bottle bill indicates 
that such legislation would result in a 
substantial net gain in employment. In 
fact, the most recent report, prepared for 
the U.S. Senate by the U.S. General 
Accounting Office, indicates that as 
many as 102,000 net new jobs would be 
created by a national bottle bill.

Man pleads innocent to charges 
in murder of Tewksbury family 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (UPI) A 
former Lynn antique dealer pleaded 
innocent Monday in Middlesex Superior 
Court to five indictments in connection 
with the 1975 New Year's Eve murders of 
a Tewksbury doctor and his family. 


Robert T. Sparks, 35, was indicted last 
month on charges of being an accessory 
before the fact to murder, armed assault 
with intent to rob, armed assault in a 
dwelling, breaking and entering, and 
conspiracy to commit larceny. 

Sparks was arrested about noon 
Monday on a Revere street by two state 
police lieutenant detectives assigned to 
the Middlesex County district attorney's 
office, George McGarrity and Thomas 
Spartichinos, 

The defendant had been a fugitive since 


Jan. 7, when he failed to return from a 
one-day furlough from Essex County 
House of Correction in Salem. Sparks was 
serving a 2'2-year term on an unrelated 
charge of receiving stolen property. 

Last may Robert E. Smith, 27, and 
Robert S. Wilson, 28, both of Keene, N.H., 
were convicted in the same court of 
murder and attempted robbery of Dr. 
Hugh F. Mahoney, 60, his wife Ruth, 49, 
and their son John, 14

pected to testify that Sparks helped plan 
the attempted burglary at the Mahoneys" 
home. 

Wilson and Smith are serving life terms 
at Walpole state prison. A third defen- 
dant, Terrance D. Milan of Keene, N.H., 
testified against the two men. He has not 
yet been tried.

Change in date proposed for 
Highlands Council election 


The date of the Newton Highlands 
Service Area Council election will be 
changed from December to May if the 
Board of Aldermen approves a recom- 
mendation of one of its committees. 

The Legislation & Rules Committee, 
which is also considering a petition from 
an area of Newton Highlands which 
wants to be included in the service area, 
agreed with Ald, Rodney Barker that the 
poor turnout for the Highlands Council 
election is due at least in part to the cold 
and dark of early December. 

Council elections are held between 4 
and 8 p.m. 

Barker has proposed moving the 
election date to the first Tuesday after the 
first Monday in May. 

The Newton Highlands Area Council 
has been the only one in the city formed 
under a provision of the city charter 
encouraging the quasigoverninental 
organizations. 

A change of date will extend the current 


terms of the nine members of the council 
five months. Without the change, there 
would be an election in December. 

The Newton Highlands Area Council 
was formed in 1974 by petition of at least 
20 percent of the registered voters of a 
delineated area. 

A new area — Beaconwood Road and 
Hargrave Circle — has petitioned to join 
the service area. The original boundaries 
of the service area were drawn more or 
less to coincide with the Hyde School 
district. Beaconwood Road and Hargrave 
Circle are in the Zervas (Beethoven) 
School district. 

The area council provides a monthly 
newsletter to all houses in the area, 
lobbies at City Hall for Newton Highiands 
interests, is the channel of com- 
munication for City Hall to get in- 
formation to Newton Highlands residents 
and has been in the forefront in getting 
community development funds for the 
business area. 


No lawyer for Board, 
committee decides 


A proposal to establish by ordinance a 
new position of special legal counsel to 
the Buard of Aldermen was shot down 
Monday night by the Board’s Legislation 
& Rules Committee. 

The new position was offered by Ald. 
Edward Richmond in the wake of several 
opinions issued by City Solicitor Daniel 
Funk with which the Board disagreed. 

The opinion causing the most 
dissatisfaction is that the Newton- 
Waltham Bank's new drive-in teller 
window in Waban does not constitute a 
“drive-in business” and therefore does 
not need permissive use from the Board. 

Earlier Funk had given an opinion that 
a fuel-oil depot planned for West Newton 
did not need permissive use, only a 
license. The license was denied by the 
Board, which disggreed with Funk's 
opinion. 

The Board voted last week to try to get 
an opinion from an outside lawyer on the 
drive-in window. ‘, 

Ald. Terry Morris spoke against the 
Board's trying to obtain its own legal 
counsel. 

“The city solicitor hus to be in- 
dependent, not looking over his shoulder 
every time he writes an opinion,” Morris 
said. ‘The effect of this action would be to 
undercut his authority.” 


Morris went on to say that in his opinion 
the city solicitor is a ‘victim of the power 
struggle between the Board and the 
mayor.” 

“If we pursue this much further, we 
may be jeopardizing the integrity of the 
office and of the man'"' he said. 

He and Ald. Susan Schur are in favor, 
euch time an outside legal consultation is 


Necessary, of going to the mayor, ex- 
plaining the problem and asking for 
money for a lawyer. 


Such a situation should occur very 
rarely, the committee believes, For 
example, the need would arise when the 
city solicitor is called on to defend one 
part of the city government against the 
action of another. 


Ald. Mark White, who has been a strong 
critic of recent opinions from the city 
solicitor, disagreed. 


“Ed Richmond's way is the only way to 
do it without the mayor,” he said. 
“Depending on the mayor is not so good 
when the mayor has a vested interest in 
the outcome.” 


Morris pointed out that members of the 
Board who disagreed on the two cases 
mentioned did not exercise their 
prerogative to appeal as individuals to 
the Zoning Board of Appeals. 


The measure was denied by the L&R 
Committee 7-0.

Jason Rosenberg was the first of the 
two Newton lawyers to present his case 
before the high court. 

He outlined the history of declining 
enrollment in Newton and the studies that 
have been done on closing options. 

Rosenberg, a former Newton assistant 
city solicitor, argued that the right to 
referendum supersedes the other rights 

f the School Committee established in 
state laws. 

He also took time during his oral 
argument to clear up what he called “an 
unsubstantiated fear running through 
this case that the parents are not able to 
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decide whether a school should be kept 
open.” 

He argued that the question of savings 
to the taxpayers in closing the school 
versus the social benefit to the com- 
Mmunity in keeping the school open is 
within the understanding of the elec- 
torate. 

The citizens of Beverly voted on May 2 
to close three elementary schools due to 
declining enrollment, Rosenberg noted in 
court. 

Rosenberg noted Ms. Apgar's 
argument used the 1956 case of Dowd vs. 
Dover to substantiate her argument that 
the School Committee “unquestionably” 
has the power to close schools. 

Rosenberg said this case was not ap- 
plicable, since it involved the closing of 
the high school in a community, and state 
law requires there to be a high school in 
each town over a certain population. 

Rosenberg tried to prove that the action 
to close the two schools had a “broad and 
sweeping effect,'' a definition fora 
legislative act, the type of measure that

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even, over his muttered protests, 
“restored” an antiquated chain-flush 
toilet’ besides doing some other needed 
plumbing work.

Money, however, remains the biggest 
and ever-present problem.

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may be challenged by a referendum 

Chief Justice Hennessey asked if 
Rosenberg thought a cut of 10 teachers in 
a certain school would be considered 
legislative. 

Rosenberg said no, because that would 
be a management or executive decision, 
not like one that would affect the number 
of teachers in the whole system or a 
particular citywide program in the 
schools. 

Rosenberg pointed out there were 
arguments about community impact and 
property values in neighborhoods when 
the decision to close was made, wh there 
was no discussion of benefits to programs 
in the schools or benefits of shifting 
students to other schools. 

Rosenberg's final point was that the 
language in the Newton City Charter 
forbidding a referendum on “the School 
Committee budget" is made to protect 
the final budget figure from being 
challenged, not any small segment of it 

Ms. Apgar argued that if the plaintiffs 
win, there is the possibility that each 
school closing in the future will be 
challenged by a referendum. 

In response to a question by Chief 
Justice Hennessey, Ms. Apgar said that 
case law clearly sets the limits of what 
may be challenged by referendum, and 
such things must be measures “finally 
passed.” 

Ms. Apgar argued that the final 
legislative act by the Committee was the 
passage of the guidelines, and although 
they are “not absolute criteria, they do 
make clear indications of when a school 
might be closed,” she said. 

Rosenberg said the guidelines werc not 
hard-and-fast policy, and thus not 
legislative, Apgar noted, but she referred 
to cases for the definition of legislative 
acts as those having ‘‘broad ad- 
ministrative impact." 

In response to a guestion by Justice 
Robert Braucher, Ms. Apgar said that if 
the guidelines were the final legislative 
action, that would be the measure for the 
citizens to challenge in a referendum. 

Ms. Apgar made the comparison 
between the passage of a zoning law 
allowing the granting of permissive use 
by the aldermen. The time for citizens to 
challenge the law by referendum is after 
the initial passage of the ordinance, not 
after the fjeei granting of permissive use. 

The deletion of the money from the 
school budget for next year, Ms. Apgar 
said, was the ‘final action” by the School 
Committee, and thus meets the definition 
for a legislative act, but since it was part 
of whole budget that cannot be challenged 
by a referendum’ she urged that the court 
find in her favor.

Watertown St., built in 1841, and another 
1850s house at 939 Watertown St. — ac- 
cording to Barbara Lombardi, who lives 
at 905. 

Jack White of Adella Avenue, which 
intersects with Watertown Street near the 
property, said neighbors are concerned 
not only with the visual impact of 
townhouses but also with the increase in 
density, increase in traffic and an in- 
crease in “transient population.” 

The house is now occupied by ‘at least 
four unrelated individuals,” according to 
a Planning Department memorandum, 
Mrs. Lombardi said there are seven 
occupants. 

The Planning Department has 
recommended denial of permissive use, 
as has the Urban Beautification Com- 
mission. 

The UBC suggested rehabilitation of 
the existing house, including an addition 
if necessary. 

The UBC also pointed out that the plan 
as presented does not try to preserve 
some ‘‘superior quality” trees, including 
a 24-inch-diameter beech tree, at least 30 
y8ears old. 

The Land Use Committee will discuss 
the petition on May 17, 

Other action al the Land Use com- 
mittee meeting included final touches on 
the revised cluster zoning amendment. 
As amended, the cluster zoning 
regulations will apply to parcels up to 35 
acres in size, will allow the Board of 
Aldermen to reduce side lot lines and 
setback lines drastically if necessary to 
preserve certain natural features, which 
must be described, and cannot include 
the construction of attached dwellings. 

The amended cluster zoning ordinance 
will go to the Board of Aldermen May 15.

Fraser and the mayor's assistant, Jane 
Pitt, both said if the full Board does not 
override the unfavorable action by the 
Finance Committee, the program will not 
be workable and the budget cuts made by 
Ms. Pitt for fuel and electricity in city 
buildings will have to be restored, 

Fraser said he had “put his job on the 
line" in promising at least $100,000 saving 
in energy cost during the next fiscal year. 
In subsequent years the saving was ex- 
pected to increase. 

The program would need constant 
monitoring, Fraser said, and he has no 
personnel to spare for the job. 

The energy division was recommended 
by a committee appointed by the mayor, 
consisting of representatives of elec- 
tricity and gas companies’ fuel com-

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Many parents of special education 
children told the School Committee 
during its budget deliberations that they 
were not satisfied with the original 
treatment their children received in the 
schools before being placed in the lear- 
ning disabilities program. 

This program provides tutors for 
children, and the School Committee put 
back into the budget for next year tutorial 
time that the superintendent had 
recommended reducing. 

The results of the Words in Color study 
were obtained by comparing the per- 
centages of learning disabled students in 
the upper grades who were in the 
program compared to those who were not 
in the program. 

The report states the program at 
Horace Mann is “highly effective in 
developing reading skills even with 
students who probably would have been 
diagnosed as learning disabled if they 
had been in some other program." 

The report notes than only one out of 164 
Horace Mann graduates has required 
tutorial asssistance in grades seven to 10, 
compared to an average of one out of 15 
from other schools. 

Horace Mann Principal Phyllis Cotti 
told the School Committee that she has 
three teacher aides assigned to the 
school, in addition to one 20-hour tutor, 
one special needs aide, and a kin- 
dergarten teacher who works half-time 
as a reading specialist 

Ms. Cotti said Tuesday that she did not 
know if the number of aides she had in the 
school was more or less than other 
schools of that size. 

One of the studies that the Committee 
questioned looked at the progress of 357 
students in grades four through seven 
that were receiving special education

The committee report, submitted after 
more than six months of study by the 
committee, meeting twice a month, 
recommended that the energy division 
should be a clearinghouse for information 
for the public regarding energy con- 
servation, and noted, ‘The general public 
does not realize the nature or extent of 
our energy problem, much less the direct 
saving available to them by pursuing 
simple habit changes or modest capital 
improvements."

expected, . 

The conclusion drawn by Silluzio in the 
report was that the placements of special 
needs students into programs were ap- 
propriate. 

At the. School Committee meeting, 
Silluzio explained that one problem with 
this study was that there could be no 
control group of students who did not 
receive services, since that would be 
illegal under state law. 

Committee Chairwoman Honora 
Kaplan reworded the conclusion with the 
remark that, ‘‘All you are is that that 
there is no evidence that the placements 
were inappropriate.” 

There was disagreement between 
parents of LD students and the 
superintendent during the budget 
hearings about whether the services for 
students were appropriate. 

The third study was a preliminary 
evaluation of an early prevention 
program for learning disabled students 
that involved a strong commitment from 
classroOm teachers. 

The early detection and correction 
program was started three years ago 
with two schools involved, and two 
schools with regular special ed services 
were to serve as control groups. 

Burr School and Franklin School were 
the original pilot schools, but Burr 
dropped out in the second year’ which left 
the study comparing five students in 
Davis School, one of the control schools, 
with 13 students at Franklin. 

Over the course of three years, the 
students who received the classroom help 
improved more than the control group, 
but Siliuzio admits the findings are 
limited. 

Robert Zeeb, coordinator of English, 
and Henry Atkins, assistant superin- 
tendent for program, explained that Burr 
School was chosen as pilot school during 
one summer and the staff could not be 
consulted to find out if they would be 
receptive to the new method.

Backman explores 


Discussing his recent vote to set up an 
independent political ehtics commission, 
State Senator Jach H. Backman (D- 
Brookline-Newton) praised the watchdog 
organization Common Cause for 
“marshalling the public support that 
forced us to pass a strong ethics bill.” 


Backman, who voted to redraft the 
Common Cause bill, stated that “Without 
the initiative petition brought before us 
by Common Cause, it is unlikely that any 
effective ethics legislation would have 
passed. Unfortunately, the Common 
Cause petition contained several con- 
ceptual flaws and drafting errors which 
would have hampered the performance of 
the commission." 

“In an advisory opinion, the 
Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court 
declared unconstitutional a provision 
which would empower the Ethics Com- 
mission to bar the seating of a legislator. 
The Supreme Court also questioned the 
requirement that professional persons 
such as lawyers would have to disclose 
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ethics 


identities of clients unrelated to state 
business. Since the State Constitution 
prohibits the Legislature from amending 
initiative petition in any manner, the 
Senate had to rewrite the bill to avoid 
having to choose between flawed reform 
and no reform at all.”’ 


“The legislation which I voted for 
creates an independent state ethics 
commission to enforce a beefed-up 
conflict-of-interest law and to supervise 
financial disclosure requirements for key 
public officials. The new commission will 
have subpoena power and all the other 
tools needed to investigate alleged 
wrongdoing in all three branches of state 
government and at the county and local 
levels. 


The commission will administer 
requirements which will make all major 
policy-making public officials disclose 
their financial interests. These would 
include the identity of any business or 
profession from which $1000 or more was 
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the concert last Monday. All 22 Newton

received in income, the identity of 
securities and investments held by the 
public officials and all gifts over $50 from 
persons the official regulates. The Senate 
bill goes even further than the Common 
Cause proposals by requiring financial 
disclosure from key administrators such 
as those who work for the Turnpike and 
Port Authority and by providing the 
commission with enforceable subpoena 
powers. 


“The legislation passed by the Senate is 
an important step in restoring integrity to 
government in  Massachusetts,"” 
Backman said. 


For the first time, we will have an 
agency whose major function is en- 
forcement of the conflict-of-interest law. 
Financial disclosure will provide voters 
with the information they need to 
determine for themselves if a candidate 
for office faces a conflict-of-interest. If 
the House acts quickly, the independent 
ethics commission will begin its work this 
July.

“The RSVP program enlists thousands 
of senior citizens in Massachusetts and 
elsewhere to provide a variety of useful 
services, including school tutoring, help 
with health insurance forms, home visits, 
and nutrition services,"’ Drinan said. 

“It makes absolutely no sense to deny 
funds for a program working as well as 
RSVP. I am very pleased that the Aging 
Committee was able to convince ACTION 
and OMB of the fallacy of cutting this 
program,” he said. 

Cong. Drinan learned of the OMB 
decision recently in a telephone call from 
ACTION Director Sam Brown, in which 
Brown cited Drinan as the major force 
for restoring the RSVP funds. The OMB 
reversal means that the Administration 
is recommending §20.1 million for RSVP 
for the next fiscal year.

90-year-old veteran

Innocente F. Fraini, a 90-year-old 
World War I veteran, has been appointed

Fraini recently received his 50-year 
membership award from American 
Legion Pst 440, and fronf the American 
Legion Department of Massachusetts. 

The Honorary Marshal resides at 108

from West Newton on June 25, 1918, and 
served until Aug. 13, 1919. While a 
member of the armed services he 
became a naturalized citizen of the 
United States. 

Fraini went to work for the City of 
Newton in 1926 and continued as a 
member of the Department of Public 
Works until he retired in 1952 after 26 
years of service to his city, 

For many years both Mr. and Mrs. 
Fraini have been interested and active in 
many civic and fraternal activities in 
Nonantum, Even now, despite his ad- 
vanced years, this 90-year-old 
“‘youngster”’ still maintains a keen in- 
terest in veterans’ affairs and civie and 
church affairs. 


Speaking for the Newton Community 
Memorial Day Parade Committee, 
Carleton P. Merrill, veterans’ agent for 
the City of Newton, said, ‘We are very 
proud to be able to honor Comrade Fraini 
by having him serve the 1978 parade in 
the capacity as Honorary Marshal. He 
follows several other outstanding Newton 
veterans who have served in past years in 
this same position. While we fully un- 
derstand that Mr. Fraini may not be able 
to be actively involved in the Memorial 
Day Parade and memorial observances 
on Sunday afternoon, May 28, we do not 
wish to overlook the contribution which 
he made in the service of his country nor 
his many years of active interest as a 
member of the American Legion.

Pines bills would protect 
privacy of bank records 


The Massachusetts Legislature's Joint 
Committee on Banks and Banking has 
givena favorable report to legislation 
designed to protect the privacy of in= 
dividual bank records, The legislation’ 
coauthored by Rep. Pines, is expected to 
be taken up by the full House shortly. 

The bill is one of several proposals 
introduced by Rep. Pines aimed at 
strictly limiting the access of third 
parties to bank customer information, 
The legislation is in response to what she 
believes is an “ever-increasing threat to 
privacy created both by new 
technological advances and a Supreme 
Court decision holding that the privacy of 
bank records was a legislative rather 
than a constitutional matter.” 

Under the Federal Bank Secrecy Act of 
1970, banks are required to keep banks 
and credit card information for five to 
seven years. The U.S. Supreme Court in 
1974 ruled that those records belong to the 
bank, not the individual. There is 
currently no state law which prohibits a 
bank from disclosing an individual's bank 
records to any third party. The legislation 
would prohibit access by a third party 
except when the customer has given his 
consent, legal process has been served on 
the bank, and the bank is required or 
permitted to disclose the information by 
statute. Any information collected in 
relation to a credit card issued by a bank

would also be covered. Any bank 
violating the statute would be subject to a 
fine, 

“While I am pleased that the com- 
mittee has approved this legislation, I am 
disappointed that my original proposal 
was somewhat weakened. I am par- 
ticularly concerned that this bill still 
provides the banks with more discretion 
than is needed, al the expense of the in- 
dividual’s privacy. It is, nevertheless, a 
significant first step,"” Pines stated. 

Rep. Pines also introduced proposed 
legislation designed to establish con- 
sumer safeguards in the operation of 
electronic funds transfer systems 
(EFTS). 

When fully developed, EFTS are in- 
tended to allow . consumers to conduct a 
variety of monetary transactions such as 
bill paying and check cashing through 
terminals located at convenient spots 
such as supermarkets. ‘‘While such a 
system would ideally eliminate sub- 
stantial paperwork and save consumers 
time and effort, there are, at present, no 
safeguards to protect the rights of 
privacy of those using the systems," said 
Pines. 

The EFTS bill, filed by Pines with the 
Boston College Law Seminar and B.C. 
Professor William Willier, former head of 
the Mass. Consumers Council, sets up a 
statutory framework for the operation of 
the system.

They define vacation as service

“Kids here don't appreciate what they have," says Amy 
Wey, an 18 year old student at Connecticut College who 
has seen a “whole different side of people's lives.'’ For 
Ms. Wey and a group of people from Needham, the 
definition of a vacation is service. Since 1973, groups of 
men and women from junior high school age to senior 
citizens have been participating in Work Missions. 

The trips, which until now have been led by Jean and 
Jim Morehead of Needham, have taken the group to 
Guatemala, Haiti, El Salvador, Appalachia, Northern 
Maine and New Hampshire. They have seen firsthand a 
part of life others only read about many times not 
believing such conditions exist. 

‘Many kids think you can just send money, but that is 
superficial. I went with that idea until I saw people with 
nothing...no running water, no sanitary conditions and yet 
they were happy with what they had" continued Ms. Wey. 

One of the trips was to Haiti, one hour and forty five 
minutes from Miami. One of the poorest nations . in the 
Western Hemisphere, the per capita income averages $80 
a year. The average family in Haiti eats protein once a 
month and it is not uncommon for people in their 40's to 
have lost half their children. 

In a hospital for terminally ill, lepers and patients with 
tuberculosis, the group found adults “grateful for dry 
bread." The people would “‘hide the biscuits under their 
mattress and hold out their hands for more.” 

For Bill Turner, formerly of Needham and a freshman 
at the University of Arizona, it was disturbing, and he 
questioned “who am I to hand over their life?” At first he 
was angry that they had no one to ‘‘care for them," and 
then his anger melted when he realized that how “awfully 
hungry they had to be to hide old biscuits.” “We had only 
so much to give,"’ added Amy’ “‘but we wanted to give it 
all away.” 

Those who go on a work mission make three promises 
as part of a covenant. They promise to earn money to pay 
for the trip, and some women worked in wealthy Boston 
homes vacuuming. They also agree that as part of their 
baggage they will take supplies and medical equipment. 
The third part of the agreement is to be available for 
public speaking engagements during which they show 
slides and artifacts from the country they have visited. 

They bring more than supplies. In Haiti, for example, 
the group brought much needed relief to hospital per- 
sonnel and “gave tender, loving care to as many of the 200 
children in the hospital as we could."" They worked hard, 
painting, giving baths, sorting drugs and filing. 

In Guatemala, they helped with demolition work 
resulting from the 1976 earthquake. Repairs from that 
earthquake are still ongoing. Bill and Mary Waye of 
Needham were on that trip and Bill Waye explained “we 
tore down a part of a building, the Methodist Hospital, 
which was weakened from the earthquake... it has to be 
rebuilt on the same location, so we tore down a section and 
rebuilt it...we also put up a temporary roof.” 

Waye said that the heavy tiles typically used on 
Guatemalan roofs caused much of the damage during the 
earthquake. In poor areas, there are no attics underneath 
the tiles and ‘‘an average roof weighs several tons."’ The 
earthquake occurred at 3 a.m. when most people were 
sleeping accounting for the extraordinary number of 
victims. . 

In Massachusetts, eight area hospitals donate to the 
Needham group and “‘whatever they throw out, we take,” 
said Mrs. Morehead. In Appalachia, “we sent over $11,000 
worth of supplies.”’ Before their trip to Central America, 
one person's attic was filled ‘12 feet high and five feet 
deep with supplies.” 


The trip to Appglaghia was made with the Carter 
Memorial United Methodist Church's Dawn Greeter's 
Handbell Choir which Jim Morehead directs. There they 
found the people “so reserved...they wouldn't clap or 
smile until Russ and Beth Harrington's infant son, after 
observing the singing razzed the group, softening the 
people,"’ The Harrington's are from Needham and will be 
leading this year’s trip 

Through the Work Missions, they have come to un- 
derstand and admire the missionaries they meet who 
make this their life's work. When they were in El 
Salvador, they met a nurse whom Mrs. Morehead 
described as “a lovely individual who didn’t seem to have 
a care in the world.” 

What the group discovered was that this woman's 
family “two sons, whom she loved dearly were dead and 
her husband, a New York City policeman was shot and 
killed." She was devoting her life to missionary work in a 
malarious area where she had no screens. 

Recently, the Moreheads sent a donation for screens 
and received a letter from the nurse. She wrote, “I would 
like to start a series of conferences on preventive 
medicine but really I do not know where to begin. I do 
have loads of books, but how can I teach hygiene in the 
home when these people live with their dogs and pigs and 
chickens in their homes? How can I teach about personal 
hygiene when some do not even have soap or even clothes 
to change often. They do not have indoor or outdoor 
toilets; what does one do in this case, Diet! Very little 
vegetables grow in this area because it is very arid; some 
do not have the means to buy the vegetables. They prefer 
to sell their hogs and chickens than to eat them because 
they need the money. Well, I am still thinking where to 
begin." 

When the group was in El Salvador, they were over- 
whelmed by the serious water shortage in a city larger 
than Boston, said Mrs. Beulah DiPoli. 

On these trips, said Mrs. DiPoli, “you live as a family 
and you learn what people are like...we keep in contact for 
we have shared one part of life.” At first she said the 
young leenagers were “scared of me," but they con- 
firmed they came to regard her with a great deal of af- 
fection. 

Some of their moments have been touching, even sad, 
and some tinged with comedy. On one trip, Turner said 
they carried extra paint which they stored with the 
crutches and musical instruments. Because of a rough 
landing, the baggage compartment doors above the seats 
flew open. Out came the paint cans covering the 
stewardess. They retrieved the remaining paint cans and 
put them on dollys which they dragged through the ter- 
minal. However, some shook free and rolled down the 
steps. 

Al that point, a man whom Turner described as “a hard 
core New Yorker asked what we were doing and passed 
around a hat for money to replace the paint.” 

Once they are in a country, the group has time for 
“learning and devotion...to discuss how God could let this 
be...lo talk about culture shock and feelings.” As a result 
of these missions, some in the group have found career 
choices as physical therapists or nurses. “You can't go 
and be unmoved," said waye, 

At then the end of the forthcoming sixth trip, over 140 
people will have participated in these Work Missions. 
Many of these have been young people and to the 
Moreheads that is extremely important. 

Mrs. Morehead summed up noting “I have long felt 
young people are not challenged and need a way of seeing 
they are physically gifted, affluent and that the world 
needs them desparately—they can't cop out on it.”

At the age of 65. Catlin 

founded Fertl, Inc., a 
unique nursery business 
that today has a sales of 
$600.000 per year. The 
average age of the 16 em- 
ployees in the thriving 
venture is 68. 
“age tome is a blessing, not 
a handicap,” said Catlin. 
“I'm having a wonderful 
time. The point is I'm doing 
something useful. I’m not 
retarded and I never plan to 
be.”

Taking an Active Part 

Fred Noble of Jackson- 
ville, Fla., another Senior 
Citizen of the Month award 
winner, is modest about his 
achievements. “I haven't 
made any great ac- 
complishments,” he said. 

I just keep on doing the 
things I have always done.” 
That, for Noble means an 
active law practice and 
almost continuous 
education which has earned 
him four college degrees, 
with a degree in French in 
the works. 

At 92, Noble isn't exactly 
the typical college student 
but he feels that it is im- 
portant for older Americans 
to take an active part in 
society. “It may be a hobby 
or it may be going to school, 
but above all we must keep 
our minds and bodies ac- 
tive,"’ he said. 

The secret to longevity 
for Marshall Cheney is hard 
work. Following retirement 
from the sales profession, 
Cheney began a second 
career matching other 
senior citizens with jobs in 
Santa Cruz County, Calif. 

“We must use each day to 
advantage by being useful 
to ourselves, the com- 
munity and the world,” said 
the 78-year-old placement 
expert.

Cheney, who was recently 
named ‘Man of the Year’’ 
by the Santa Cruz County 
Chamber of Commerce and 
January, 1976, Senior 
Citizen of the Month award 
recipient, has located jobs 
for more than 4,000 senior 
citizens. 

Developing Interests 

Dr, James MacKay, the 
most recent ‘‘Senior Citizen 
of the Month," dedicated 
his pretirement career to 
the psychology of children. 
And today he uses his ex- 
pertise in the counceling 
field to aid his fellow senior 
citizens. 

“There are 22 million

A new way to keep busy 
while you're hospitalized — 


Hospitalized patients often have a lot of 
free time’ but keeping busy is difficult 
when you are bedridden. 

At Newton-Wellesley Hospital, patients 
are filling their free time with a new 
program called diversional therapy. 

“Diversional therapy diverts the 
patient's mind from his problems for a 
while,’ says Jan Bodholdt, the oc- 
cupational therapist who initiated the 
program. 

‘I was getting calls from doctors and 
nurses saying that some patients were 
bored and anxious, especially those faced 
with long-term hospitalization. They 
wanted something to do.” 

Through diversional therapy, patients 
do leatherwork, needlework, crocheting, 
knitting, and make stuffed animals. Some 
patients play games, write letters or 





merely sit and talk. 

“The projects must be small since the 
patients are bedridden, and they must be 
easily done. The idea is to give the patient 
a preat deal of satisfaction in a short 
period of time,” says Mrs. Bodholdt 

Ten volunteers were recruited by the 
volunteer office to implement the 
program. They work with patients 
Monday through Friday. 

“The program benefits the patients 
because they can see a friendly face they 
don't have to pay for and it's a release 
from their problems,’ says Mrs. 
Bodholdt. 

It's also an ego booster for the 

lunteers," says Ileen Heller, director of 
volunteer services. “Nobody can provide 
the service they do

May 21 will be a day for browsing for 
bargains among the works of craftsmen 
from all over New England, Sliversmiths, 
macrame makers, puppeteers, plant 
sellers, all will be on hand for 
Springfest 


For those curious as to whose running 
for election in the fall, Springfest is often 


a good place to meet political hopefuls 
too. 

Care to indulge your yen for ethnic 
foods? All manner and variety of alien 
delicacies will be for sale. 

Springfest, of course, also means the 
traditional art show and appearances by 
performing groups to suit every taste in 
music or theater 

Entertainment is a showcase for local 
school musical talents, with choruses, 
bands and orchestras from Newton's 
elementary, junior and senior high 
schvols performing throughout the day. 

The Newton Country Players, 
Freelance Players, and other theater 
#roups are usually on hand with excerpts 
from shows they have given during the 
theater season, 


A special children's area includes 
games, demonstrations, races, en- 
tertainment and food for the younger 
echelon.

sometimes we don't get to the patients 
soon enough. They either don't make 
their needs known, or they don’t know 
there is such a program available to 
them," says Mrs, Heller. ‘ 

“Diversional therapy is an excellent 
program for those not attuned to daytime 
television, or those who cannot read ali 
day,” 

“Some patients are simply not in- 
terested in making something,” says 
Mrs. Bodholdt. ‘'They just need someone 
to ‘unload’ on and occupy all that time 
they usually spend being bored.” 

Patients occasionally get depressed 
and withdrawn after being in bed for a 
period of time. Diversional therapy gives 
them something to do. “We had a blind 
patient who was extremely bored waiting 
for her foot to heal. We set her to work 


making stuffed animals, and she made 
seven of them!" says Mrs. Bodholdt. 

Diversional therapy is a free service 
provided to NWH patients. All craft 
materials are donated and volunteers 
donate their time. 

Always needed are scrap fabrics, yarn, 
puzzles, games, cards, clean hoisery for 
stuffing animals, macrame cord, beads, 
buttons, sewing notions, plastic models, 
model paint, acrylic and oll paints, and 
arts and crafts kits. . 

Volunteers must have a skill and be 
able to teach it with confidence, says Mrs 
Heller. They are trained to work with 
patients and the nursing staff.

Three Newton men, associate 
professors at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, have been promoted to the 
rank of full professor effective July 1. 
Announcement of the promotions was 
made by MIT Chancellor Paul E. Gray. 

Christopher T. Walsh of West Newton, 
was promoted to a joint appointment in 
Department of Chemistry and Depart- 
ment of Biology. 

An authority on the biochemistry of 
enzymes, Walsh received his A.B. in 
biology from Harvard College in 1965 and 
pursued his graduate studies at the 
Rockefeller University in New York City, 
receiving the Ph.D. degree there in 1970 
in the life sciences. He came to MIT in 
1972 as assistant professor of both 
chemistry and biology and was promoted 
to associate professor in those depart- 
ments jointly in 1976.

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Book review 


A compassionate look 
at Princess Margaret 


By PATRICIA MARVIN 
James Brough. “Margaret: The Tragic 
Princess." Putnam, 323 pp. $9.95. 

Petite, impish, beautiful, Princess 
Maryaret has lived in the shadow of her 
royal sister Elizabeth since birth. Often 
the victim of scandal in the press, yet 
held by tradition to many royal! duties, 
she has reached middle age and seen the 
dissolution of her marriage. The mystery 
of her life and behavior are examined by 
James Brough in this intimate life story. 

Brough has gathered most of the facts 
and fictions of Margaret's life, and is not 
above gossip and conjecture as well. He 
traces her beginnings from birth in the 
Georgina mansion known as the 
Strathmores, birth place of Elizabeth 

‘Lilibet"’), four years her senior. Their 
Nanny Alah and governess Marion 
Crawford (‘‘Crawfie") are dutifully 
examined and given roles in their early 
lives 

The Fleet Street newspapers delignted 
in photographs of the princesses as the 
world delighted in pictures of the Dionne 
quintuplets and Shirley Temple 
Sheltered and protected, their education 
was not a duplication of their father's 
stern Victorian upbringing; swimming, 
horses and Girl Scouting played their 
parts 

The scandal of the Duke of Windsor and 
Wallis Simpson brought their family into 
the real limelight. David, as he was 
known, the heir-apparent, then king for a 
brief period, abdicated to marry Mrs. 
Simpson and Bertie, the princesses’ 
father, became George VI. Elizabeth was 
now heir to the throne, and Margaret 
was, as she put it, “nothing.” 

A sheltered existence kept the young 
princesses busy during the seige of 
Britain. After the war, Margaret became 
the leader of the madcap. young 
aristocratic set of London, dancing until 
dawn’ partying incessantly. In her early 
twenties Margaret fell in love with Peter 
Townsend, former war hero and divor- 
ced. It was several years before the 
matter was settled; she gave up her right 
to marry him for the sake of her religion 
and royal duty.

Tony was often 
away on photographic assignments. 
While Tony was conveniently away, it 
became necessary to announce in 1976 
their legal separation, with no plans for 
divorce. 

Before their separation, Margaret had 
become the constant companion of 28- 
year-old Roddy Llewellyn, and spent 
much time with him on a small island in 
the Caribbean, Mustique. 

Brough’s last chapter is entitled “A 
Royal Malady" and describes a medical 
theory with a tenuous foundation. The 
malady is porphyria, a hereditary 
disease which many doctors believe 
George III] was victim.

Can Security Leaks 
Be Stopped? 


By W. DONALD STEWART

WASHINGTON — We caught red handed leakers and 
serious security risks but many were let off scot-free 
because of ‘Catch 9” in existing procedures. 

Catch 9 is the ninth of 11 questions the Justice Depart- 
ment asks of agencies which have had security leaks 
before an FBI investigation leading towards prosecution 
can be started. 

The question involves the ability of the agency to 
declassify material pertinent to the leak. If it is unable to 
declassify, Justice routinely refuses to investigate. 

Actually, past practice shows that the whole process is 
rubber stamped because the agency is usually reluctant 
to declassify the material in question, Justice is more 
than glad to get rid of it and the FBI is not begging for 
more work. So the culprits go unpunished — and often go 
on to promotions. 

Leaks to the media and leaks by members of Congress 
have always frustrated prosecution because the Justice 
Department must show the data provided was tran- 
smitted “with the intent or with reason to believe that it 
will be used to the injury of the United States or to the 
advantage of a foreign nation." 

Here is where the law might be changed: the person 
leaking the material must be aware that enemy agents 
will obtain such information from newspapers, Magazines 
or television. 

Many of the problems relative to press leaks could be 
solved by more expert and aggressive investigation of the 
leaker. Investigations should be followed through to the 
end and not killed in midstream or even before started. If 
an immediate prosecution can not be expected because of 
the nature of the material involved, often it is sufficient to 
identify the culprit responsible for the leak and remove 
that person from whatever he or she has access to. 
Punitive administrative action may pose problems, but 
most certainly sume form of corrective action could be

The subcommittee has failed to bite the bullet in 
recognizing that members of Congress and their staffs are 
quite often the source of the most disastrous leaks to the 
press. Sen. Garry Hart, D-Colo., quoted a 1971 CIA study 
which reflects that less than 5 percent of leaks have been 
attributed to members of Congress. I don’t know how the 
CIA got that figure. 

But even if members of Congress leaked only 1 percent, 
that 1 percent constituted the most devastating 
disclosures of the past decade. Other congressional leaks 
do more to weaken confidence in members of Congress 
than harm to our defenses — such as the leaks from the

The New American Way of Life

NEW YORK (UPI) — America is changing. Through 
the end of the century the nation will experience a 
renaissance or, in the view of some pessimists, the end of 
the American Dream. 

The United States and the world have been slow to 
recover from the recession of 1974-75. 

But as confidence returns and the economy revives, 
Americans are finding that changes in lifestyle imposed 


by the slowdown have become permanent. 

Housing, education and medical costs are soaring out of 
reach; cars are getting smaller, more married women 
are working, there are fewer jobs for graduates; the 
hopes and aspirations of the middle class have been 
eroded; unemployment is so persistent there are 30-year- 
olds who have never been employed. 

Economists are predicting the United States is moving 


into a no-growth economy; that could mean even more 
drastic changes in lifestyle in the coming decades, The 
experts hope that with foreknowledge, planning, and 
preparation the nation will be ready to adjust to a NF'W 
American Way of Life. 

Inthe meantime Americans are bending their efforts to 
simply maintaining what they have. 

Major studies indicate the American family no longer 
expects constant upward mobility, an improvement in its 
standard of living each year.

Summer is no time to 

be stuck at home. With 
warm weather comes 

the urge to escape — it 
doesn’t matter where, 

as long as it’s away from 
heated sidewalks, ex- 
haust-filled air, noise and 
crowds and traffic. 

If you're in dire need 
of a change of scene but 
don’t have the funds for a 
plush hotel in the Berk- 
shires, consider the 
advar tage of camping: it’s 
cheap (you can rent 
equipment, or buy a set of 
your own which will last 
years); you can stay in one 
spot for as long as you 
like, then move on when 
the urge hits you: and 
instead of four motel 
walls, a bed and a TV set, 
you wake up to trees, 
rivers and mountains, 

If you have never 
camped before, don’t let 
your inexperience dis- 
courage you. You don’t 
need to “rough it” unless 
you feel like it. Most 
campgrounds are 


equipped with every ima- 
ginable convenience, and 
luxuries as well, from 
flush toilets and showers 
to tennis courts and 
heated pools. Modern 
camping gear has come a 
long way from primitive 
canvas sleeping bags and’ 
sterno cans for heating 
your beans. If you know 
what you want and where 
to go for it, your camping 
vacation will be exciting 
yet comfortable, far away 
from noise and concrete, 
yet within easy range of 
your favorite seashore, 
beauty spot. or historical 
landmark. Or you can 
pick a campground close 
to a music festival, craft 
fair, regatta or other 
special summer event. 

With all this in mind, 
we offer the following 
guide to camping in 
Massachusetts in the 
hopes that you and your 
family or friends might 
like to spend some of the 
upcoming summer nights 
sleeping underneath the 
stars. We'll give you 
some basic advice about 
buying camping equip- 
ment, plus a list of stores 
that rent out gear. And 
we'll give you the run- 
down on all the public and 
private campgrounds in 
the state.

What follows is a directory to 
Massachusetts campgrounds, It 
includes what each campground 
offers in the way of basic conven- 
iences (flush toilets), scenic 
features, trails, recreation (swim- 
ming, fishing. hunting, etc.), 
scheduled events (movies, 
hayrides), and so on. It also tells 
you what major city or other area 
worth visiting is nearest: such as 
Sturbridge, Boston, or the Berk- 
shires. A phone number is 
provided for further information. 
We strongly suggest that you do 
call ahead for reservations, even if 
the campground doesn’t specifi- 
cally recommend it. Many places 
are booked up weeks in advance, 
especially if located in a popular 
area like the Cape. You should 
also find out about prices; we 
didn't list them because they fluc- 
tuate from season to season. Other 
features that a campground lists 
for one year may disappear the 
next; so you should ask about the 
ones that are important to you. If 
you like to swim, call up to find 
out what kind of swimming there is 
— it could be a lake, a pool, or an 
oversized mudpuddle. 

State and privately-owned 
campgrounds have different 
advantages and disadvantages. 
State campgrounds are open on an 
unreserved basis — you-take your 
chances about one being full. 
Maximum camping period is two 
weeks, State grounds are cheaper 
than private ones, and usually less 
crowded. According to Division of 
Forests and Park staff-member 
Bob McClean, state campgrounds 
are of a more uniform standard 
than private on We try to have 
trees between all sites, and keep 
the grounds maintained — 
whereus, if the private owner is out 
for bucks, he may crowd a lot of 
sites into a small area and cut 
other corners.” 

Private campgrounds cover a 
much broader range of quality in 
terms of facilities and luxuries 
available; and in terms of the cour- 
tesy and helpfulness of staff, clean- 
liness, spaciousness, privacy of 
sites, and attractiveness of scenery. 
Most state-owned grounds main- 
tain about the same standard of 
staff service and general upkeep of 
sites, although they vary in terms 
of what kind of recreational and 
comfort facilities are available. A 
private campground, on the other 
hand, may offer the bare minimum 
of conveniences (flush toilets, ice, 
and a bare patch of earth) or 
resemble a country club with 
everything from a teen club to 
“water skiing, on a two-mile 
lake”.

Some campers like to stuff their 
cars with all the comforts of home 
everything from an outdoor grill to 
a battery-operated tape deck 
What you decide to take depends 
on how much money you want to 
spend and the kind of camping 
experience you want, Unlike back- 
packers who have to carry what 
they bring, car campers don't have 
to worry too much about what 
their equipment weighs. On the 
other hand, one of the main 
reasons why most people enjoy 
camping is the sense of freedom 
from sophisticated, over-gadgeted 
modern living: cooking over an 
open fire, sleeping in a tent, in 
close contact with nature and the 
outdoors. If you bring along your 
stereo, you'll drown out the birds 
and the crickets; you may even- 
tually forget you're camping. 
College students were among 
the first to be smitten with the 
camping bug, back in the 60s; now 
everybody from business execu- 
tives to truck drivers is discover- 
ing the joys of tenting in the 
wilderness. Equipment manufac- 
turers are doing their best to keep 
up with demand — which means 
there is a greater and greater 
variety of sophisticated and stylish 
camping gear on the market each 
year. You can get more for your 
dollar, but watch out for unneces- 
sary frills and fancy designs that 


| hike up the price without doing 


anything practical. 

The basics of a car camping trip 
are a sleeping bag, a tent, and 
usually a stove. If you plan on 
doing any hiking you should add a 
trusty pair of hiking boots and a 
backpack. A sleeping pad is ulso a 
good idea, for protection against 
the cold, hard ground

Recently, the traditional A- 
frame tent has been joined by other 
shapes: domes, tunnels, and 
exoskeletons are three of the most 
popular. Each has its good and bad 
points. A lot depends on where you 


are planning to camp, how long, 
and under what conditions. 


A-frame and I-Pole: 

Most tents use these. A-frame 
tents are supported at each end by 
two poles joined at the top to form 
an inverted V, They are very 
stable. 1-poles are easier to put up 
but less stable: just one vertical 


pole at cach end. They should be 
guyed in three directions, at least 
Both designs are good at shedding 
wind, and comparatively cheap. 


Domes and Tunnels: 


Spaciousness is the main 
advantage here. They have nearly 
50 percent more volume than an 





A-frame with the same floor area. 
They are often hard to set up, 
however, and ventilation can 

be a problem 

Straight Poie 
Exoskeletons: 

The skeleton consists of three or 
more straight aluminum poles and 
a central frame work from which 
the canopy is hung. They are very 
wind stable. They are pretty 
difficult to set up. 


Gore-Tex Tents: 


Gore-Tex is a very porous 
synthetic, with pores 20,000 times 
smaller than a water droplet, so 
rain and dew can't get through, but 
water molecules can. Gore-Tex 
tents provide ventilation and 
waterproofing without vents or 
flies. They are very expensive. 
Tents range in price from $30 
for a simple one-person tent to 
deluxe models which a family can 
live in all summer (about $650). 


Tent 


Function i 





The basic criteria for choosing a 
tent are roominess, strength, dura- 
bility and weatherproofing. Unless 
you go to a big store like Eastern 
Mountain Sports, you're not likely 
to see your tent assembled before 





you buy it. You'll have to depend 
on photographs and manufac- 
turer's specifics — which can be 
misleading. 


Forest Tent: 

If you're camping in a forest, you 
don't need to worry about the 
wind, but you do about bugs and 
rain, Mosquito netting should be 
all over, well attached, and 
ventilation should be good 


Rain Tent: 


If you expect a lot of rain, get the 
biggest. roomiest, most com- 
fortable tent you can. You'll need 
extra room to store your gear. and 
more importantly, you'll be living 
in this tent, not just sleeping in it 
You'll also want good rain protec- 
tion; a bathtub floor, generous rain 
fly, vents and entrances that seal 
completely 


Wind Tents: 
If you're going to be above 
timberline or on an unsheltered 
shore, you'll want a tent that you 
know can stand up to a gale. Don't 
trust the manufacturer's claims — 
find one a friend has used before 
If your tent blows down, you won't 
have a spare. Good wind tents are 
generally low to ground, rein- 
forced at all major stress points, 
and fairly rigid. A-frames and 
tents with sturdy aluminum 
exoskeletons are the best, 
Ventilation is probably the 
most important criterion lor a 
tent. All tents should provide 
cross-ventilation, with a vent at 
each end, fully protected from 





weather, Watch out for water- 
proofed tents which don't have 4 
proper ventilation — when it's 
damp outside, you're likely to be 
damp inside, too. Flies help solve 
this problem, keeping the rain off 
without causing condensation 
inside. They also trap a layer of air 
above the canopy for added 
insulation. 


The big question you have to ask 
when buying a sleeping hag is 
with what should it be stuffed, 
synthetics or down? The biggest 
advantage of synthetic sleeping 
bags is their price. Down costs 
$15-$40 a pound, while Polar- 
guard polyester, the most popular 
synthetic, is only $1.50 a pound. 
Another major advantage of polar- 
guard is that it won't shift inside 
the baffles of your sleeping bag, 
causing lumps. It is also a lot 
easier to wash — just put it in the 
washer, then the drier. Down bags 
have to be drycleaned. If your 
sleeping bag gets into rain or 
damp, the down gets wet; even if 
the weather is just humid it tends 
to clump and lose its insulating 
ability. It takes about two days to 
dry. Polarguard doesn't lose its 
insulation when wet

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On the other hand, Polarguard 
is much heavier and less 
compactible than down, so you 
need half again as much synthetic 
as down for the same amount of 
warmth, This is less of a 
consideration when you are car 
camping, and don’t have to carry 
the bag on your back. 

In general. down is good for 
camping in dry conditions. Unfor- 
tunately, the Boston area is known 
for its humidity. You may not 
want to spend the extra money on 
down, anyway 


Criteria: 
Loft means how high a bag stands 
off the ground. The higher the loft, 


| the better the insulation. A good 





polyester bag has a loft of about 
two and a half inches, and is com- 


| fortable down to 20 to 30 degrees 


F. A one and three-quarters inch 
loft in a down bag is warm down to 
40 degrees, and a three and three- 
quarters inch loft, down to 10 
degrees. (This is measured from 
the inside of the top layer of the 


j bag to the outside.) 





Stitching is a good way to 
evaluate a bag's overall quality, It 
should be straight and evenly 
spaced, and there should be cight 
stitches to the inch. Ten to 12 is 
acceptable; five stitches per inch is 
poor 
Shape: 

Bugs come in three basic shapes. 
The barrel is square at the top, 
bulges in the middle, and tapers at 
the foot. The mummy is contoured 
to the body and tapered at the foot. 
It is most efficient in terms of 
insulation, but some people don't 
like the cramped foot area. Rec- 
tangular bags are squared off 
across top and bottom. There are 
also semi-munimies, which are like 
mummies, with larger foot areas. 

A polyester bag costs between 
$35 and $90. A down bag ranges 
from $90 to $300. 


Sleeping 
Pads 


Sleeping pads are useful on 
camping trips for two reasons: 
they smooth out the lumps you're 
lying on, and they are insulation 
between you and the cold, damp 
earth, Choose your pad for water- 
Proofness, weight, firmness and 
softness, 
























There are two basic kinds of 
pad: foam and air mattress, Foam 
pads are either open or closed cell 
A one-quarter inch closed cell pad 
is enough insulation down to 20 
degrees; a one-half inch pad, down 
to minus 20. A one inch thick open 
cell pad is all right down to 20 
degrees; two inches are enough 
insulation for minus 20. An air 
mattress keeps you warm only if 
the temperature doesn’t drop 
below 45 degrees. 

Open cell pads are springy. 
much more comfortable, and less 
compressible than closed cell pads, 


| but they absorb moisture like the 


sponges they are, so they are no 
good for damp camping. To water- 
proof them, manufacturers use an 
expensive cover. Closed cell pads 
are completely waterproof and 
generally less expensive than open 
cell pads. 








Air mattresses tend to be 
heavier and more compressible 
than foam pads. Today’ 
mattresses are pretty puncture- 
proof, 

foam pads range in price from 
$3,25 (no cover) to deluxe models 
for $18. Air mattresses range from 
about $24 to about $30 for self- 
inflating foam or down-filled air 
mattresses 
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There are three main categories of 
backpack: soft, or “daypacks,”” 
external framepacks and packs 
with internal frames. Soft packs 
have no frame at all. In shape, they 
resemble a paper bag with straps 
and a lid. A slightly modified 
design is the “teardrop” shape, 
wider at the bottom than at the 
top, so it conforms more closely to 
the shape of the body. The day- 
pack is fine for light backpacking. 
picnicking and doing your laundry. 
If you're carrying much weight or 
traveling far, you need a pack that 
provides more distribution of 
weight, 
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External framepacks have 
rigid frames to which the bag is 
attached. They are suitable for 
serious hiking and long trips. 
Internal framepacks are a 
comparatively recent inveniion, 

a compromise between soft and 
external framepacks. The frame 
incorporated into the pack, and 
is lighter and less stiff than an 
external frame. Internal frame 
packs are becoming popular for all 

id hiking. They are as com 

rtable as daypacks, but provide

Try 
various packs on to see how they 
fit before you buy one: check 
padding and adjustability of 
straps; quality of stitching; and 
make sure your pack has a 
generous top flap to protect your 
gear and clothing 


























If you are hiking in warm weather, 
yau don’t need to lug more than 
five pounds at the ends of your 
legs. Middle weight hiking boots 
are from three to five pounds. 
Unless you are mountaineering or 
carrying a heavy load, you don't 
need a stiff, heavy boot. Light, 
flexible boots are easier to break 
in, and will provide you enough 
support for must hiking. 

Hiking boots are different from 
street shoes. They don’t fit as 
snugly, for one thing, When you 


hike, your foot stretches about half | 


an inch and broadens the same 
amount every time you put weight 
on it. After hiking it swells. So 
hiking shoes may vary as much as 
two sizes from street shoes. 

A hiking boot has an “upper” 
made out of tanned cowhide. “Top 
grain” leather is ideal for uppers: 
it's tough, flexible, with an oili- 
ness that resists water. “Split” 
leather is inferior: it tends to 
stretch, and is difficult to water 








proof. 

Boots come with different types 
of soles. For most purposes, we 
recommend a lug or waffle sole, 
for sure footing. The boot sole can 
be cemented, which is inexpensive 
and inferior; inside-stitched, found 
on many rock-climbing boots: 
outside-stitched or “welted,”

Stoves 


Whea you choose and use you 
stove, keep in mind that it’s a 
delicate, temperamental piece of 
equipment which can be danger- 
ous, Test it out at home first, and 
lake proper precautions when you 
use it, Be sure there is adequate 
ventilation in your tent if you use it 
inside; outside is safest. Place the 
stove on a level surface where it 
won't be knocked over; and away 
from burnable materials like dry 
leaves, tent walls, and sleeping 
bags. Read instructions on how to 
use your stove and make sure yoy 
understand them. In general, treat 





,| it with respect. 


Stoves can be as cheap as $2, or 
they can be complicated affairs 
that heat several pots at once. The 
bigger the stove, the more effi- 
ciently it heats things, in general. 
Butane and propane stoves cost 
between $9 and $28. White gas 
stoves, which are presently most 
popular, start at $19 and average 
about $35. You should also 
consider the price and availability 
of fuel, and how fast your stove 
consumes it. Coleman white gas is 
widely available and costs about 
seven to 12 cents an hour to use 
Coleman is a big, well-known 
manufacturer of white gas stoves, 
and makes other kinds as well. 
Bleuet is one of the earliest butane 
stoves, and is probably the most 
reliable and functional cartridge- 
type stove around, Butane fuel is 
also widely available and costs 
between 40 and 90 cents an hour to 
use, Kerosene is the cheapest fucl 
around; two to three cents an hour.

The Election Commission threw out all 
superfluous wording, and the simplified 
questions ask whether a measure passed 
by the School Committee to close the 
Hamilton School in September 1978 and 
consolidate it with the Angier and 
Williams schools should be repealed and 
whether a measure to close the Emerson 
School in September 1979 and consolidate 
it with the Countryside School should be 
repealed. 


‘The Board approved ‘he new date, June 
22, and $19,718 for the election, as well as 
the list of polling places (the usual ones) 
and the hours (7 a.m.-8 p.m.). 


Counselors won't get 
fresh air next year 


Work planned for the counselors’ rooms 
in Newton North High School to improve 
ventilation will not be done this summer 
as expected, school officials said this 
week. 

The ventilation in the 12 counselors’ 
rooms and improvements in some other 
ventilators in rooms in the core of the 
school will not be done because of 
inability of the current low bidder to 
finish the work during the summer. 

The major improvements in the 
heating’ ventilation, and air conditioning 
(HVAC) system planned for this summer 
have already begun, according to Roy 
Cornelius, director of school support 
services 

The major work that has started is part 
of the "Phase 2” of a three-phase plan 
that is expected to cost a total of $1.2 
million and revamp the HVAC system 
that was installed in the school when it 
was built in 1973. more . 

Phase 2 work includes ventilation of 
Main Street, (the main corridor on the 
second floor), ventilation of the third 
floor corridor, air conditioning in six 
front offices, and ventilation in teachers’ 
cubicles and in the locker rooms. 

Phase 2, which was bid at $579,000, 
according to Acting Public Works 
Commissioner Charles Thomas, will also 
include work in the metal shops which 


has already begun. 

The ventilating in the counselors’ 
rooms and the improvements in some 
room ventilators is referred to as the 
“Phase 2 alternate,” according to Cor- 
nelius, because it was an alternate bid in 
the Phase 2 package. 

The low bidder on alternate package 
was also the low bidder on the main 
package, Cornelius said, but the bids 
came in over the amount the city had 
allowed for this summer. more 

The contractor, J.F. McGlame of 
Boston, was awarded the bid on main 
Phase 2, and $430,000 more was requested 
for the alternate part. 

That request to the Board of Aldermen 
was not pursued by Public Works 
Director Thomas because the contractor 
will not have time this summer to com- 
plete both parts. It is essential that the 
school be closed while the work is going 
on because of the possibility of disturbing 
the asbestos fireproofing behind wall 
panels and above ceiling tiles. 

Newton North High School Principal 
Richard Mechem said Wednesday 
morning that he learned of the post- 
ponement of some of the work Tuesday 
afternoon, and there will be a general 
meeting next Wednesday at 8 a.m. in the 
school auditorium to explain the 
situation. 


North students plan

Students at Newton North High School 
who were friends of the late Bobby 
Donahue are proposing an outdoor im- 
provement project at the school to 
remember their slain classmate. 


The trustees of the Bobby Donahue 
Scholarship Fund 

agreed with students that awarding a 
scholarship would not be appropriate this 
year. 

School Committee member Alvin 
Mandell, a trustee fo the scholarship 
fund, announced that the fund has $6895, 
mostly in long-term accounts. 


More than §700 is available to spend 
this year, Mandell said. 

Mike Poplack, one of the students 
working closely with the trustees and the 
Donahue family, said the outside im- 
provements ‘seemed a better idea in 
keeping with the memory of the person”

Alderman wants recycling cut 


Recycling of cans and bottles should be 
done by willing residents taking the 
recyclables to central collection centers, 
not by curbside collection by city 
workers, Ald. Robert Stiller has 
proposed. 

Stiller would continue curbside 
collection of newspapers, which he says 
“is less of a problem.” 


During Public Facilities Committee 
review of the Public Works Department 
budget, Chairman Richard McGrath 
opposed a cutback in recycling. 

“We should be worrying about the end 
of the SCA contract (for the transfer-haul 
station, from which rubbish is taken 
away). You can be shortsighted about 
saving money now or you can develop the 
recycling program.” 

Stiller is concerned about the cost of the 
recycling program, which takes 11 men 
and two trucks to operate, versus the 
return to the city frem cans, glass, and 
paper sold. 

In the six months from July } through 
Dec. 31, 1977, the program cost §61,18) for 
labor, plus $12,512 for maintaining and 


Tunning two vehicles. 

Receipts during the six-month period 
were $9845 for paper and $1343 for glass 
and cans, 

Clearly the program costs more than it 
brings in, even after accounting for the 
cost of the8tonnage that is not recyclable 
disposed of through the transfer-haul 
station. In that same six months, 1168 
tons of recyclables were saved from the 
transfer-haul station. The cost per ton for 
dumping at the station is $14.83, so $17,324 
was saved. 

Ald. David Cohen, who worked hard 
several years ago to get recycling started 
in Newton, commented that recycling is 
“the only service that brings the city to 
the doorstep.” 

“Recycling is one of few services for 
which we get at least some money back. 
Weare not in recycling to make a profit’”’ 
he said, and pointed out that rubbish 
collection is a nonprofit enterprise. 

Cohen and several other members of 
the committee had suggestions for im- 
proving the recycling program, starting 
with continuous publicity and advertising 
to increase participation.

Cohen criticized certain aspects of 
collection, such as irregularity, throwing 
recyclables into the regular rubbish 
trucks, and failure to notify residents 
when coliection will be temporarily 
suspended because of snow or other 
conditions. 

Ald. Cynthia Creem wanted to allocate 
some of §5940 remainder from a con- 
sultant’s contract toward advertising and 
promotion of recycling in the schools, 

She said she was not in favor of one or 
more locations where people would have 
to lake their glass and cans. 

Another suggestion by Stiller — to mix 
glass instead of separating clear from 
colored -- would bring in even less money 
than selling the clear and colored 
separately, Thomas said, but it could be 
done. 

This week, however, the city of 
Waltham was notified that the recycler 
would no longer accept mixed glass. 

McGrath did not want to make any 
budge! cuts that would affect the 
recycling program. “To cut back now is 
incorrect. Newton has to start handling 
the problem of solid waste.” 


Prompt action due on archive 


The Historical Commission has asked 
Board of Aldermen President Matthew 
Jefferson to call an informal ‘committee 
of the whole" during recess of the June 19 
Board meeting to deliberate and vote on a 
$77,000 appropriation for an archive vault 
to house city records at the Jackson 
Homestead. 

At Monday night’s meeting the Board 
gave an indication that it is ready to move 
on the archive when it voted 19-3 against a 
$5000 appropriation for a ‘feasibility 
study,” which many regarded as another 
delaying tactic. 


The proponent of the feasibility study, 
Ald. Edward Richmond, said as chair- 
man of the Education Committee he had 
asked the Jackson Homestead people 
many times what the capacity of the 
proposed archive addition would be and 
how long it would be usable. He noted that 
there had never been any specifications 
for the building offered. 

“Tt would be like voting a bond issue for 
a school before you know how many 
children would be in it’” he said. 

Ald. Paul Coletti still wanted to use the 
Emerson School, if it is closed according 


lo schedule in 1979, to house the city ar- 
chive. He is against locating the archive 
at the Jackson Homestead, a city-owned 
museum and historic resource center, 
because he does not know how big the 
vault will be, he hasnt seen enough in- 
formation, and “there's no agreement 
that it will be our archives forever.” 
Elsie Husher, Historical Commission 
chairman, said the building proposed will 
house archive material for ‘50-60 years.” 
Ald. David Cohen remarked,” The 
reason there are no plans is that there's

Mann fights 
to retain 
energy plan

With deliberation by the full Board of 
Aldermen on the 1978-79 municipal 
budget due to be completed next week, 
Mayor Theodore Mann was scheduled to 
appear before the Finance Committee 
last night (Wednesday) to ask it to 
restore money cut from several 
programs. 

There may be a later bargaining 
session between the mayor and aldermen 
who disagreed with some human-services 
cults made by the mayor. 

The mayor is particularly disturbed by 
the Finance Committee action of cutting 
out the personnel to implement the new 
energy division of the Building Depart- 
ment. 

Building Commissioner Allan Fraser 
has said without reservation that he can 
save $100,000 the first year of the energy- 
conservation program if he can have two 
new positions at a cost of $33,000. Without 
the new personnel the energy program 
cannot be carried out, he said. 

Mann also is pushing for an increase in 
salary for the part-time city physician, 
Burt Hall, M.D., whose raise was denied 
by two committees. Hall has saved 
considerable money for the city ac- 
cording to Police Chief William Quinn, 
who said at one meeting that Hall has cut 
workmen's compensation claims and sick 
time. 

The job is supposed to require about 10 
hours a week but takes considerably 
more, according to Hall. He is paid 
$11,269, which the mayor wants to in- 
crease to $15,000 to make sure of keeping 
Dr. Hall.

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Haynes Lower Falls plan 
includes church demolition

Will the city's parking regulations 
necessitate razing the Greek church in 
Newton Lower Falls. 

Yes, according to the plans presented 
to the Community Development 
Authority last week by the prospective 
buyer of the Shipley Company's property. 
The buyer, G. Arthur Haynes, plans to 
convert Shipley's main building to office 
space. 

Haynes explained if the total main 
building is used, the city's regulations 
would require 251 parking spaces. This 
figure, he added, conforms to his ex- 
perience in developing other office 
buildings in the area 


The Greek Church belongs to Shipley. 
but is presently on the city's list of 
properties to be acquired. If it is 
acquired, the authority's plans call for 
razing it, according to Renewal Office 
Director Gerald Early. 


Planning Director Charles Thomas, the 
sole member of the authority, has 
previously said the authority and the 
Planning and Development (P&D) Board 
would prefer a plan which would save the 
church. 


Haynes’ plan squeezes every possible 
parking space into the Shipley property. 
According to the developer, the squeezing 
is necessary because it would be too 
costly for him to build parking decks. 


It would cost between $10 and $15 a 
square foot to build a deck, he said. 


“Nobody has convinced me that land in 
Lower Falls is worth $10 a sqaure foot,” 
Haynes said. He added, ‘I'd rather tear 
down a piece of the building than build a 
deck.” 

Haynes said he developed his plans 
with the latest city regualtions he could 
find. The authority's regualtions are even 
more stringent than the city's, he said. 

The authority's regulations may have 
to be reconsidered, Thomas said. If they 
are changed, it would possibly require the 
approval of the Board of Aldermen, he 
said. 


P&D Board member David Lurensky 
said he is concerned that the Haynes’ 
office development begin as soon as 
possible. 


It will take two years for Shipley to 
leave the property entirely Haynes said. 
However, work can begin before the last 
of their people leave, Haynes said. He 
added, ‘I don’t want to sit on it. I want to 
keep it moving.” 

According to the developer, the price he 
will eventually pay Shipley will be 
determined by what the building can be 
used for. He said, there is presently a 
shortage of office space in the area. ‘‘This 
is the hottest corner in Massachusetts,”” 
he added. 


Haynes’ plan calls for making Grove 
Street the major entrance and exit for the 
office project. Thomas had previously 
requested G this information so that the 
authority can build a median strip on 
Washington Street this summer. 


All efforts fail to stop 
bank addition, driveway 


A last resort to block construction of a 
drive-in teller window at the Waban 
branch of the Newton-Waltham Bank and 
aédriveway within two feet of a residence 
on abutting property fell through this 
week. 

Acting Public Works Commissioner 
Charles Thomas pulled off a crew early 
this week from completing curb cuts for 
the driveway, after he learned that a city 
ordinance forbids construction of a 
driveway entrance at any point on the 
curve forming the intersection of two 
streets without permission of the Board of 
Aldermen. 

The bank is on the turn of Woodward 
Street near Beacon Street. The in- 
tersection is actually an intersection of 
Woodward Street with itself. 

Aldermen who oppose the drive-in 
teller window and the new driveway, 
which will encircle the bank, thought the 
exit end of the driveway might be subject 
to Board approval, but Building Com- 
missioner Allan Fraser believes the 


City Engineer Cynthia McCarthy did 
not like the plan because the driveway is 
on a curve, but did not enter the in- 
tersection controversy. 


Thomas was expected to let the public 
works crew return to the job this week. 


The Board of Aldermen and the Waban 
neighborhood have been using every 
means possible to try to stop the bank’s 
expansion, but cannot find a legal way to 
do so. 


City Solicitor Daniel Funk caused 
controversy on the Board last month 
when he ruled that the drive-in teller 
window does not constitute a drive-in 
business, which would require per- 
mission from the Board of Aldermen.

A proposed position of ‘special legal 
counsel” to the Board of Aldermen was 
sent back for further study Monday night 
after the position was changed from one 
providing an alternative to the city 
solicitor when the Board did not agree 
with his opinion to one providing legal 
representation to the Board when the city 
solicitor cannot do so because of a conflict 
of interest. 


The Legislation & Rules Committee 
denied the proposal 7-0 last week, when 
its proponent, Ald. Edward Richmond,8- 
seemed to view the position as one which 
the aldermen could establish to coun- 
teract an unacceptable opinion given by 
the city solicitor. 


Richmond said he thought the Board 
could establish the position as a staff 
position allowed by the city charter to be 
added to the clerk of the Board's office. If 
this were true, the Board could also 
establish the pay rate, salary, or retainer 
fee. 

When the emphasis began to shift to a 
need for a lawyer in the rare cases when 
the city solicitor could not represent the 
Board because he was already 


government, the committee thought the 
position was unnecessary. 

At Monday night's Board meeting, 
Richmond said that as far he is concerned 
the ordinance establishing the position 
could be limited in use to “legitimate 
conflict of interest’ and could be called 
into play only when three-fourths of the 
Board favored its application. 

The matter was sent back to the 
Legislation & Rules Committee by a vote 
of 12 in favor, 10 opposed. 

Ald. Mark White disagreed with 
Richmond's views. If the position were 
not a “‘staff position” for the Board, he 
argued, then it would probably be 
classified as a consultant, which the 
aldermen could not put into their own 
budget without approval of the mayor. 

Ald. Ernest Dietz said of the proposal, 
“I can see the two-thirds or three- 
quarters who voted to hire a lawyer 
voting again for another one if they didn’t 
like the opinion of the first.” 

The Board voted 12-10 to send the 
matter back to the Legislation & Rules 
Committee and get an opinion from — 
guess who? — the city solicitor to see 
whether the Board can establish such a

HARVARD University, has recently 
determined to beef up its ‘‘core 
curriculum”. 


Such moves by liberal arts institutions 
around the country demonstrate a return to

Echoes from the broken Bottle Bill

BOSTON (UPI) — Supporters of legislation designed to 
reduce litter in Massachusetts by requiring cash deposits 
on beverage containers came close to victory this year at 
the Statehouse. But the bottle bill proponents still were 
defeated — even if only by the narrowest of all possible 
margins, three tie votes. 

The first loss came in the Senate this month when a bill 
lo require five and 10-cent deposits on beer and soft drink 
bottles and cans was killed on a 20-20 roll call. Senate 
President Kevin B. Harrington, D-Salem, delivered the 
coup de grace when his vote changed an apparent 20-19 
victory into a deadlock. Under legislative rules, a 
proposal is killed by a tie. 

The second attempt to pass bottle legislation was 
throttled last week on a tie vote in House. 

The second death blow came during a marathon, 20- 
hour session on the fiscal 1979 state budget. The all-night 
session was nearing its conclusion at about breakfast time 
Thursday morning when Rep. Alfred Almeida, D- 
Plymouth, introduced a proposed amendment to require 
nickle and dime deposits on all beverage containers sold 
in state buildings and parks. 

Almeida wrote his proposal out in long hand and sub- 
mitted it to House Speaker Thomas W. McGee, D-Lynn, 
for consideration by the weary legislators. 


The Almeida amendment called for a system already in 
use al federal institutions and agencies. After only about 
10 minutes debate, the proposal was killed in the 
Massachusetts House by a 105-105 roll call 

Almeida said his amendment was relevant to the budget 
since it could have saved the state money in cleanup costs. 
He also said it could have served as a test of bottle 
legislation in the state and would not have resulted in any 
drastic loss of bottling industry jobs or any major change 
in the lifestyles of Massachusetts residents. 


Opponents have based much of their attack on the 
argument that 1,000 or more industry jobs in 
Massachusetts could be lost if the statewide bottle bottle 
bill is enacted. 

In addition, they contend that returning the empty 
beverage containers to the stores and redemption centers 
would disrupt the lifestyles of consumers and the work 
schedules of merchants. 


Perhaps it was the weariness of the legislators or the 
intransigent opposition of the House leadership that killed 
the Almeida amendment. It certainly wasn't because the 
bill was too radical an approach to reducing the litter of 
throwaway bottles and cans. 


The death of the statewide bottle bill in the Senate was 
much more complicated. It was not a case of legislative 
weariness, but instead was an example of what some 
lawmakers like to think of as political shrewdness.

Historic Newton

When President Lincoln's call came in April 1861 for 
Volunteers to defend the country, Newton was among the 
first to respond. As quickly as possible the Selectmen 
Called a town meeting to see if the town would appropriate 
Money to defray the expense of uniforms and equipment 
and to provide for the families of those going into military 
service. 

At the meeting Hon. David H. Mason, Massachusetts 
public official and one of Newton's most prominent 
Citizens, rose to present the glowing resolution that set the 
tone of patriotism and principle that marked the town’s 
attitude throughvut the trying years of the Civil War that 
followed, 

This important document has been rediscovered in the 
vault at City Hall during the present program of opening 
and evaluating Newton's historic records. Its eloquence 
speaks for all the heroism of those terrible times. 

“Whereas, for the first time in the history of our 
Government. the Republic is placed in great peril by an 























tiemaking vote that rejected the proposal. The next day a 
motion to reconsider the proposal was also killed on a tie 
vole created by Harrington. 


However, it was a lot more confusing than that. It's 
unlikely that anyone will be able to unravel exactly what 
led to the bottle bill's death. A handful of the 40 senators 
appeared to have created a smokescreen that made it 
impossible to know for sure why they voted as they did. 


Some voted for a non-binding public referendum on the 
bottle bill in the fall election, but against the bill itself. 
Others voted for the bill, but against the proposed 
referendum. The vote seemed a Byzantine scheme. It 
appeared to be designed to be complicated enough to hide 
the motivations of the lawmakers and prepare the way for 
strangling a reconsideration attempt. 


The reconsideration hinged on what Sen. Mict® 
LoPresti, DBoston, a long-time supporter of the bottle bill. 
would do, What he did was kill the bill when he voted 
against the motion to reconsider.

Why shouldn't a wife be able to sue her 
husband for being an improper mate — 
for failure to keep his promise to provide 
a proper style of living, unflinching love, 
and sexual joy? 


And vice-versa, why shouldn't a 
husband be able to charge a wife with 
malpractice in the discharge of her 
uxorial obligations — cooking, cleaning, 
child rearing, ego massaging, and con- 
tributory earnings?

Recreation pay scale 


To the Editor; 

I wish to express my concern’ shared 
overwhelmingly by my fellow workers, 
with the proposed pay hike included in the 
Recreation Department budget for fiscal 
1979 for part-time workers. 

Prompted by the fact that the pay scale 
for part-time and seasonal workers has 
not changed for 12 years, coupled with the 
fact that mandatory qualifications for all 
positions have been upgraded, the 
Recreation Department conducted a very 
extensive survey of 15 local cities and 
towns and came to the conclusion that the 
pay scale within Newton was sub- 
stantially lower than the average. (In 
some cases, employees are making below 
the minimum wage). 

A large percentage of those affected 
rely solely on their earnings for support 
while attending college. Many others rely 
on their earnings to supplement their 
family incomes. Whatever the case, it is 
my feeling that the pay levels must be 


made more equitable to meet the rising 
costs of living. 

It is my concern, first as a citizen of 
Newton, and second as an employee of 
the Recreation Department, that if this 
situation is not rectified, many Newton 
Recreation Department employees will 
seek employment elsewhere. This will 
result in the hiring of underqualified and 
inexperienced employees to assume 
responsibilities for which they are not 
prepared. This, in turn, could have an 
adverse effect on the very fine indoor and 
outdoor programs presently available in 
Newton. 

Having followed the progression of the 
proposed recreation budget, I have en- 
tered a state of relative despair. I had felt 
confident that the Finance Committee 
would see the necessity of the proposed 
pay raises, as did the mayor's office and 
the Human Services Committee.

Lifeguard salaries 


To the Editor: 

Recently, the Finance Committee of 
the Newton Board of Aldermen chose to 
cut out a portion of the Recreation 
Department budget 

Some $5100 of this amount would have 
been used to provide for a much-needed 
increase in pay for the summer staff at 
Crystal Lake. Such a move is indeed 
pennywise and pound foolish, amounting 
to an insult to the personnel employed at 
this well-attended facility. 

As il stands, a first year lifeguard at 
Crystal Lake starts at $2.50 per hour. 
After the first year, the lifeguard remains 
at this level irrespective of the number of 
years experience so accumulated. 

A projected pay increase as originally 
approved by the Personnel Board would 
mean that a beginning lifeguard would be 
paid §3.15 per hour. Even that is a very 
small figure in light of the demands upon 
and responsibilities of the summer staff 

The lifeguard, in order to be considered 
for employment , must have passed 


course in advanced lifesaving, CPR and 
standard first aid, in addition to a 
qualifying practical exam in lifesaving 
skills. 

As virtually all of these people are in 
college, it has become increasingly 
difficult to begin to meet escalating 
educational costs. Without a pay in- 
crease, a number of these people may be 
forced to search for other jobs. Such a 
loss could be not only unfortunate, but 
potentially dangerous as well. 

The principal tenent of lifeguarding is 
prevention, that is the recognition and 
correction of potentially hazardous 
situations before they fully materialize. 

This sort of ability comes only with 
experience. We hope the full Board of 
Aldermen votes to restore the slated pay 
increase as to do otherwise might very 
well reduce the level of safety and ef- 
ficiency currently enjoyed at Crystal 
Lake.

Social studies teaching 
geared basic skills 


The teaching of social studies can go 
hand in hand with the learning of basic 
skills, Social Studies Coo-dinator Edward 
Lerner told the School Committee 
recently in an education report. 

Lerner has to compete with other 
coordinators for to get teachers to attend 
workshops to polish their techniques. 

He tries to entice them to attend by 
developing social studies programs that 
deal with the same level of basic skills as 
those being taught in each grade. 

Much of the coordinator's talk to the 
Committee centered around the revised 
K-9 guidelines, which include optional 
chapters on the American black culture. 

Lerner’ who has taught for eight years 
in Newton, said the three optional units on 
black history in elementary grades are 
usually taught by teachers who have 
attended an in-service training course on 
the subject. 

The elementary units have the students 
study the influences on change in a 
society, and how survival differs between 
our culture and others in the United 
States and abroad. 

Local units include the study of 
Newton, Boston and the harbor, and the 
buidling of the Quabbin Reservoir. 

Junior high courses call for study of 
world geography, early American history 
and government, and recent decades in 
America. The Constitution is studied in 
grade eight. 

High school social studies courses are 


directed by department heads in each 
school. 

A smooth transition between grades, 
especially from 6 to 7 and 9 to 10, is the 
main concern of Lerner this year. He said 
he is getting a lot more cooperation from 
the staff in this area to try to close gaps in 
what students from different schools 
have learned. more 

Lerner's department relies heavily on 
in-service training to keep teachers 
stimulated. A more tenured staff means 
fewer new teachers bringing in new 
ideas, and the training courses help 
leachers exchange ideas with teachers 
from other schools. 

Teachers who are familiar with one 
teaching unit, such as the one on the 
Quabbin Reservoir, help in running in- 
service courses’ he said. 

Large grants from foundations are part 
of the past as far as curriculum 
development goes, Lerner said, and 
although Newton is fortunate to receive 
20 hours of free instruction for teachers 
on the Middle East from Harvard 
University professors as part of grant to 
Harvard. 

Newton South High Schoo] student 
Caryn Broitman asked why there is not 
more study of Asian history and Western 
civilization in high school. 

Lerner said there used to courses like 
that, bul attempts to study such broad 
areas in high school consisted a lot of 
“memorizing trivia,” he said. 


More alternatives coming 
for Newton Corner plans

The grand plans for Newton Corner 
that have been proposed by the con- 
sultant firm of Skidmore, Owings, and 
Merrill are still in the works, project 
officials said this week, although it has 
been months since visible progess. 

Sterling Hale of the Planning Depart- 
ment said this week that his -department 
has been reviewing the work on the land 
use plan for the past few weeks to make 
sure it is what the city wants to go ahead 
with, 

Hale said that Skidmore, Owings’ and 
Merrill (SOM) is being asked to present 
more alternatives for the commercial 
urea that would not rely on a third bridge 
over the turnpike. 

Hale said that the Central Tran- 
sportation Planning Staff which works 
closely with the MBTA did a preliminary 
engineering study of the bridge and found 
it possible but very expensive. 

Part of the lack of action since the last 
public meeting on the plans in Feburary 
is attributed by Hale and the consulting 
firm to the reorganization of the Newton 
Corner Advisory Committee, which is the 
community group overseeing the use of 
federal Community Development funds. 


The firm is paid from these funds. 

Hale said the committee is now better 
organized to see the project through its 
implementation phase without deman- 
ding as much time from the volunteer 
members. 

Ralph Tolbert, a member of the 
Advisory Committee, said that a letter 
was sent about six weeks ago to the 
Planning Department for its review that 
asked SOM to present more alternatives. 

Hale said that the Planning Depart- 
ment is probably responsible for one or 
two weeks of the delay in getting the 
letter to the consultants. 

Peter McManmon of SOM said he now 
has the request for more alternative 
plans, but could not estimate when these 
will be presented to the community or the 
Advisory Committee.

The Massachusetts House of 
Repre tives last week adopted a 
proposal introduced by Rep. Lois G. 
Pines (D-Newton) aimed at reducing the 
amount of money the state spends an- 
nually for printing. It was adopted as an 
amendment to the state budget approved 
by the House and now under con- 
sideration in the Senate. 






State government last year spent over 
$10 million on printing and advertising 
costs alone. This year the governor has 
requested over $12.5 million. “Over the 
course of the year," Pines said, “‘literally 
thousands of reports, brochures, studies 
and analyses are published by the 
Commonwealth. Much of it is simply 
useless and unnecessary. While a great 
number of reports are required by state 
law. they need not be done on glossy 
paper with color pictures and expensive 
binding. Although this may be ap- 
propriate for brochures encouraging 
tourism or economic development, it is 


neither necessary nor appropriate for 
most other state documents.’ NOre 

The Pines amendment gives the state 
purchasing agent control over 
publications of the Department of 
Education and Board of Education, As 
submitted by the governor, next year's 
budget would provide these agencies with 
an advertising and printing budget of 
over $1 million, 

“All too often state reports serve 
purpose other than to aggrandize ad- 
ministrators and provide a superficial 
rverview of the subject matter. These 
publications are simply a luxury 
Massachusetts taxpayers cannot afford,” 
Pines stated. 

The amendment received the support 
of Speaker Thomas McGee and House 
Ways and Means Chairman John Fin- 
negan, Rep. Pines expressed optimism 
(hat the Senate would agree to the 
amendment and the final budget would 
contain the provision when signed into 
law next month.

WOLVERHAMPTON, England (UPI) — Two killers 
are free today despite their confession to beating an 64- 
year-old bedridden widow with bricks until she died. The 
reason: the killers are 4 and 6 years old. 

Mrs. Kate Willets was found dead on her bed Saturday, 
Investigating detectives soon learned the grim details. 

“There is no mystery. I have interviewed the persons 
responsible,” Det. Chief Inspector Bob Roberts said 
Monday. ‘The case is being treated as murder but I do nat 
anticipate charges being brought against those respon- 
sible because they are under the age of criminal 
responsibility.” 

In Britain, the age of criminal responsibility starts at 
10. No punishment was expected. 

As the boys played in the street Monday night, other 
children shouted “killers” and “murderers” at them. 

“I wish they would stop,”” the. older boy's mother told a 
reporter, ‘They are so young.” 

Roberts said Mrs. Willets was ‘a particularly kind old 
lady who left her door open in the hope passersby might 
call in. She didn't object to children going to see her. She 
used to buy them ice cream and candy and often gave 
them money.” 

Her kindness often was abused 

“These two kids gave her hell,” 4 neighbor recalled. 
is Their parents were spoken to, but they didn't seem to

Owner has pibn for removing fill

A business property owner presented a 
plan to the Conservation Commission last 
week for removing sidewalk demolition 
material from a portion of his land. 

Anthony Erbetta of Charlemont 
Management and Balco, Inc. told the 
commission he would pull back the fill 
from the wetland area. He then asked the 
commission for an extension to do the 
work. 

The commission complied moving its 
deadline from May 15 to May 31. The 
action began in November of 1977 when 
the commission issued a cease and desist 
order to Erbetta and gave him a deadline 
to remove the fill from the Winchester 
Street Swamp. The deadline was ex- 
tended several times thereafter. MORE 

At a previous meeting Erbetta said he 
had given Patenaude Brothers of Fall 
River permission to dump sidewalk 
material on his land. At that time, 
Erbetta said, he was unaware of the 
yetlands restriction on his property. 
Since he had no interest in that portion of 
his property, he readily gave his per- 
mission. 

According to commission Secretary 
Helen Heyn, Patenaude Brothers was a 
subcontractor of PDL who was hired to do 
the city's sidewalk work last year.

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Middlesex County DA to battle housebreaks 


Middlesex County District Attorney 
John J. Droney today announced the 
commencement of a concentrated attack 
on the widespread problem of 
housebreaks in the county. 

Droney announced the formation of a 
Breaking and Entering Task Force 
designed to coordinate a countywide law 
enforcement push to apprehend and 
prosecute burglars and the ‘fences’ who 
dispose of the stolen property at enor- 
mous profit 

“Burglary is the most pervasive crime 
in Massachusetts,” Droney said, “and 
this task force will meet the problem 


head-on.” In the first four weeks «f its 
existence, the task force has already 
resulted in indictments against 15 in- 
dividuals involved in various 
housebreaks. Tens of thousands of dollars 
worth of stolen antiques, rugs and 
jewelry have been recovered, he said. 

The Breaking and Entering Task Force 
is composed of a police officer from each 
of the 54 cities and towns in the county 
plus three state police officers assigned to 
Droney's office. Newton is represented on 
the task force by Capt. Walter Drew of 
the detective bureau. 

It is directed by Assistant District , 


Attorney Andrew P. Hier, who has had 
nearly three years of experience 
prosecuting white collar crime in Suffolk 
County. 

“By taking a countywide approach,” 
Hier said, ‘we are able to identify the 
repeal offender, bring him through the 
court system as rapidly as possible and 
secure convictions that will keep burglars 
behind bars for a long time." 

According to Droney, “The major 
advantage of the task force is that we can 
see trends developing and have the 
ability to deal with those caught ina swift 
and severe manner. In cases where the

goods stolen include silver, jewels’ an- 
tiques, or similar items, there will be a 
real effort to determine where the stolen 
merchandise is being sold.” 

Droney stressed that local police have 
been doing an excellent job but are 
hindered by not having better coor- 
dination between the communities. "The 
police recognize the need for this coun- 
tywide approach and have been ex- 
tremely cooperative,” stated Droney. 

The task force works on several levels. 
First, arrests for breaking and entering 
are screened by assistant district at- 
torneys in each of the district courts to 
identify target individuals and to seek 
tough sentences for housebreaks. 

Secondly, target individuals may be 
directly indicted by a grand jury to insure 
a speedy trial and quick sentencing. This 
will get criminals out of peoples’ homes 
and off the streets as soon after arrest as 
possible. 

Thirdly, through the cooperation of 
local police departments and the state 
police, intelligence information is being 
gathered on breaking-and-entering ac- 
tivity throughout the county. This, in 
turn, will lead to special investigations 
designed to capture professional 
burglary rings, including the individuals 
behind them who market the stolen

When trees grew 
on Washington Street

Sitting between the luxuriant Arnold Arboretum in 
Jamaica Plain and the lush Franklin Park is an area 
motorists ride through but rarely notice. It is Forest Hills. 

Many identify the area by the MTA station which was 
built roughly 65 years ago and was constructed as a 
temporary station. It got to be a standing joke at old 
Minton Hall rallies because each candidate for mayor 
would get before the people and promise that the first 
thing they would do, if elected, was tear down the station. 

Somehow, the stating survived, silently monitoring the 
area's deterioration.’ 

Once, Forest Hills was different. 

Frederick A. Davis, owner of Davis Monuments, Inc., 
remembers a Forest Hills of another era when there were 
beautiful, well kept homes. The Davis family has deep 
roots in Forest Hills and their monument business dates 
back to before the end of the Civil War—around 1862. 

Forest Hills, in the late 1800's was home for some 
wealthy and some famous people. There was Andrew J. 
Peters, former mayor, whose family had an estate in 
Forest Hills with “acres” of land. It was the home of 
Judge Cahill of the Superior Court and of a writer named 
Lincoln whose home Davis has been told ‘was a beautiful 
museum with a large lion made of pure jade in the living 
Toom."" 

Those were the days when Forest Hills was a thriving 
business community and Donnelly’s shoe store employed 
three clerks on a Saturday night John Jackson had a 
small department store and there was a bowling alley for 
recreation. There was a carpenter who made cabinets, 
carved with pride; a bakery which attracted people from 
all over the state, and a fish market where haddock sold 
for five cents and a whole fish could be purchased for 25 
cents. 

The plows, said Davis, were drawn by horses and cars 
weie open with running boards on which ‘youngsters 


Many "famous baseball players lived in the Arborway 
Court,” a resident apartment house built by Joe Lannon, 
owner of the Boston Red Sox. It was also in Forest Hills 
that Dr. Helms, a minister who founded the Morgan 
Memorial, lived. ‘He was a tall and powerful man who 
began by collecting clothes around Beacon Hill to care for 
the poor." 

Forest Hills was where Mayor Kevin White's father’ 
Joseph, got his start and made his first political speech, 

There was a time when that part of Washington Street 
was ‘‘covered with trees’ arched, green and beautiful." 
On the site of St. Andrew's church was a large farm 
Operated by a man named Clark-—and the rectory at St. 
Andrew's rectory is the original Clark home. 

There were no gasoline pumps and the Ramsdell gas 
Station sold gasoline in five-gallon cans and after a ride, 
said Davis, people would visit the ice cream parlor 
“where they would sit and have ice cream and can 
dy...sometimes the young boys would buy a five cent 
‘French mixture’ and walk through Franklin Park.” 

“Those were the days we had religion,” laughed Davis 
as he recalled that on Sundays boys from Forest Hills 
would would go to St. Thomas church at 8:30 a.m., return 
home for lunch and then head back for Sunday School. 

Tt was also a time, said Davis, when there was no 
vandalisra or destruction. ‘In those days we protected the 
police, and were taught to respect teachers—there was 
no fighting in the schools—we respected the teachers." 

There were no televisions and prime time attracted 300- 
400 parents at the Francis Parkman School's parent 
association meetings. 

That was Forest Hils Hills in the past. An area that 
Davis feels is succumbing to neglect on the part of 
Politicians and apathy on the part of its citizens, 

“It could be brought back" he asserted. “With a new 
MBTA, scme money, it could become a thriving com 
Munity again."’ It just needs some attention from the 
Politicians.

Breadmaking can be especially 
creative if you are using a dough which 
can be sculpted into a creative shape. 
You might also enjoy Danish Dark Rye or 
Herb flavored hard rolls. These breads 
are delicious and have cereal grains for 
added nutrition. 

PISCES BREAD 
Makes 2 large loaves 
or 24 rolls 

4-4). cups unsifted flour 

2 cups whole bran cereal 

1, cup wheat germ 

‘, cup sugar 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 packages active dry yeast 

‘s cup margarine 

2 cup water 

142 cups milk 

2 eggs (at room temperature) 

1 tablespoon water 

In a large bowl thoroughly mix 1 cup 
flour, bran cereal, wheat germ, sugar, 
salt and yeast. 

Combine margarine, water and milk in 
a saucepan. Heat over low heat until 
liquids are very warm (120 degrees F, - 
130 degrees F.). Margarine does not need 
to melt. Gradually add to dry incredients 
and beat at medium speed of electric 
mixer for 2 minutes, scraping bowl oc- 
casionally. Add 1 egg and '% cup flour. 
Beat al high speed for 2 minutes. Stir in 
enough additional flour to make a soft 
dough. Turn dough out onto a lightly 
floured surface. Knead until smooth and 
elastic, about 8-10 minutes. Place in a 
greased bowl, turning to grease top. 
Cover; let rise in warm place, free from 
draft, until doubled in bulk, about 50 
minutes. 

Punch dough down; turn out onto a 
lightly floured surface. Divide dough in 
half. 

To Make Fish Loaves: Shape dough 
into an oval 9-inches long and %+INCH 
THICK. With a sharp knife cut a 1-inch 
slash at one end of the oval for the mouth. 
For the tail make 2 slashes in the shape of 


a V (Do not cut out.) on the opposite end 
of the oval. Decorate tail with surface 
slashes. For the fins make angled slashes 
on the top and bottom of the oval half way 
through the dough. Make an indention for 
the eye. Prick body with fork tines for 
scales. 

To Make Fish Rolls: Divide each half 
into 12 pieces. Shape each piece into an 
oval 4-inches long and %-inch thick. 
Follow previous directions for mouth, 
tail, eye and scales. For the fins flatten 
the top and bottom of the oval with fork 
tines. 

Place on greased baking sheets. Cover; 
let rise in a warm place, free from draft, 
until doubled in bulk, about 45 minutes. 
Combine remaining egg and water. 
Gently brush rolls or bread before 
baking. 

Bake rolls at 425 degrees F. for 12-15 
minutes and bread for 15-20 minutes, or 
until done. Cool on wire racks. 

DANISH DARK RYE 

The most important ingredient for a 
sandwich is bread. It must slice thinly 
without breaking or crumbs. It must be 
firm enough to support generous filling. 
This Danish Dark Rye is used as the 
foundation for Danish open-face sand- 
wiches called Smorrebrod. 

Makes 2 loaves 

4 cups uusifted rye flour 

3 cups unsifted white flour 

2 cups whole bran cereal 

2 tablespoons caraway seed 

1 tablespoon salt 

2 teaspoons onion powder 

1 teaspoon sugar 

¥z teaspoon fennel seed 

2 packages active dry yeast 

2% cups water 

“ cup vinegar 

Y% cup dark molasses 

1 square (l-ounce) unsweetened 
chocolate 

“% cup (4% stick) wargarine 

1 teaspoon cornstarch 

% cup cold water 


Combine rye and white flours. In a re 


large bowl thoroughly mix 2 and one-third 
cups flour mixture, cereal, caraway seed, 
salt, onion powder, sugar, fennel seed and 
undissolved yeast 

Combine water, vinegar, molasses, 
chocolate and margarine in a saucepan. 
Heat over low heat until liquids are very 
warm (120 degrees F. - 130 degrees F.). 
Margarine and chocolate do not need to 
melt. Gradually add to dry ingredients 
and beat for 2 minutes at medium speed 
of electric mixer, scraping bowl oc- 
casionally. Add % cup flour mixture. 
Beat at high speed for two minutes, 
scraping bowl occasionally. Stir in 
enough additional flour mixture to make 
a soft dough. Turn out onto lightly floured 
board. Cover dough with bow! and let rise 
15 minutes. Then knead until smooth and 
elastic, about 10 to 15 minutes (dough 
may be sticky). Place in greased bowl, 
turning to grease top. Cover; let rise in 
warm place, free from draft, until 
doubled in bulk, about 1 hour and 15 
minutes. 

Punch dough down and turn out onto 
lightly floured board. Divide dough in 
half. Roll each half into a 12 x 8 inch 
rectangle. Shape into loaves. Place in 
greased 8% x 4% x 2% inch loaf pans. 
Press top of each loaf with palm of hands 
so loaf is flat. Cover; let rise in warm 
place, free from draft, until doubled in 
bulk, about 1 hour. 

Bake at 375 degrees F. about 50 to 55 
minutes, or until done. Meanwhile, 
combine the cornstarch and cold water. 
Cook over medium heat, stirring con- 
stantly, until mixture starts to boil; 
continue to cook, stirring constantly, for 1 
minute. As soon as bread is baked brush 
cornstarch mixture over top of loaves. 
Return bread to oven and bake two to 
three minutes longer, or until glaze is set. 
Remove from pans and place on wire 
racks to cool. When completely cooled, 
wrap in foil. Store overnight before 
slicing.

Dear Diane: I am having dinner guests and would like 
to make a different kind of fondue. I have made them in 
the past and found them easy and inexpensive. Please 
help.

Dear Ms. Bennett: Lamb Fondue is an easy and elegant 
and inexpensive dinner for guests. 

One reason fondue cooking has become popular isit gets 
the hostess out of the kitchen since the gests do the 
cooking—at the table. A pot of hot oil is placed on an 
alcohol burner in the center of the table and each guest is 
furnished with a long-handled fork, a supply of lean, 
meaty chunks of lamb and an assortment of sauces. Then 
simply turn your guests loose to do their own thing. They 
spear a cube of lamb and put it in the hot oil to cook—rare, 
medium or well done, according to taste, The cooked lamb 
is dipped in one of the sauces and then savored. All the 
hostess has to do is prepare the meat and the sauces 
ahead of time. Accompany the Lamb Fondue with chunks 
of French bread and follow it with a green salad and a 
dessert to complete the menu. 

Lamb makes a particularly good meat for fondue 
cooking. It's young, tender and lean. Most of the fat is on 
the surface and easy to trim. Also, lamb is less expensive 
than some other meats used for fondue cooking. 

The number and kind of sauces is up to you—these light 
recipes are particularly nice with lamb, but you may have 
your own favorite. A minimum of three sauces should be 
served for the sake of variety. 

LAMB FONDUE 
b servings 

2 pounds boneless leg of lamb or lamb shoulder, trim- 
med of fat and cut into I-inch cubes 

Cooking ofl 

Sauces for dipping (select 3, 4, or more from recipes 
below) 

Remove meat from refrigerator about 15 to 20 minutes 
before serving time, Pour cooking oil to a depth of 2 to 3 
inches in a fondue pot. Heat to just below the smoking 
point (about 425 degrees). Place on table over alcohol 
burner. Provide fondue forks on which to spear lamb 
cubes. Cook cubes of lamb in the hot oil about 2 minutes, 
or until desired doneness. Push lamb off onto plate. (Don't 
eat from hot fork.) Dip into desired sauce. 

BERNAISE SAUCE: (Makes about 1 cup) Combine 2 
tablespoons dry white wine, 1 tablespoon vineagr, 2 
teaspoons chopped onion and ‘s teaspoon tarragon leaves 
in saucepan. Simmer until liquid is reduced to 1 
tablespoon. Add ' cup butter and heat until melted. Blend 
three egg yolks, two tablespoons water, ' teaspoon salt 
and dash cayenne in electric blender until thick. 
Gradually add hot butter mixture through hole in top of 
blender cover, blending on low speed. Pour sauce into 
heat-proof dish. Keep warm over hot water, stirring oc- 
casionally. 

GARLIC CRUMBS; (Makes about 1 cup) Saute 1 cup 
fine fresh bread crumbs and 1 finely chopped clove of 
garlic in two tablespoons butter in skillet until lightly 
browned. Stir in two tablespoons chopped parsley. 

TOASTED SESAME SEEDS: (Makes ‘4 cup) Saute 's 
cup sesame seeds in | tablespoon butter until lightly 

browned. Stir in dash salt. 

SWEET AND PUNGENT SAUCE: (Makes % cup) 
Combine ‘s cup apricot preserves, %« cup Dijon mustard 
and small clove crushed garlic. 

ROQUEFORT BUTTER; (Makes *% cup) Blend 
together “« cup softened butter, ‘2 cup crumbled bleu or 
Roquefort cheese, ‘2 teaspoon Worcestershire and 1 
tablespoon chopped parsley. 

CURRY BUTTER: (Makes '; cup) Combine % cup 
softened butter, ‘2 teaspoon curry powder, dash pepper 
and dash paprika. 

CHIVE BUTTER: (Makes ' cup) Combine % cup 
softened butter, 2 teaspoons lemon juice, 2 tablespoons 
chopped chives, ¥« teaspoon salt and fash pepper. 

HORSERADISH SOUR CREAM: (Makes ‘s cup) 
Combine % cup dairy sour cream, 2 teaspoons prepared 
horseradish, % teaspoon salt and dash pepper.

Thoughts on abor

Linda Bird Francke. “The Ambivalence 
of Abortion,” Random House, 1978, 261 
pp. $10 

In generations past, divorce was not 
spoken about and was considered a 
shame in families. Today it is so 
prevalent it is ubiquitous, Abortion prior 
to 1973 was illegal in this country 
although illegal practitioners flourished. 
Now, officially or unofficially, more than 
1 million abortions are performed an- 
nually in the United States. 

Right To Life advocates and some 
church groups oppose abortion 
vigorously and campaign against it. 
Politics enters the scene with recent 
court decisions to disallow poor women to 
have abortions paid for from federal 
funds. Candidates for public office take a 
stand either pro or con 

The one point overlooked in this 
scramble for the rights of women to 
control their own bodies and functions 
has been the effects, both emotional and 
intellectual, of the experience itself.

In 1977 President Carter appointed

After receiving a bachelor's degree in 
chemistry from Cornell University and a 
master's degree in science from 
Columbia University, Rubin worked as a 
research chemist. She also taught in the 
New York City Public Schools and at 
Mary cliff Academy in Winchester. 

She currently serves on the Suffolk 
University Public Management and 
Administration Advisory Council.

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CONCORD, N.H. (UPI) — A New

ning down the thermostat to save heat 
and money literally can kill some elderly 
people whose bodies no longer warn them 
how cold they are getting. 

The culprit is accidental hypothermia, 
a marked and unnoticed lowering of the 
body temperature, which when it reaches 
a certain level usually is irreversible and 
fatal, says Richard O'Donnell, founder 
and head of the Northern New England 
Center for Appropriate Technology. 

“It's been well documented in Great 
Britain that thousands of deaths have 
occurred from accidental hypothermia. 
Apparently in this country physicians 
have not learned how to diagnose it,” 
O'Donnell said. 

He said hypothermia can strike in a 
home where the temperature is 60 to 65 
degrees.

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Patriarca’s 
lawyer wants 
no release 
of taped talks 


PROVIDENCE, R.I. (UPI) — A lawyer for reputed 
New England crime boss Raymond L.S. Patriarca says he 
will continue to fight the release of conversations the FBI 
illegally taped at his client's office. 

Chief Judge Raymond J. Pettine of U.S. District Court 
Monday ordered the FBI to prepare an index of its notes 
on the now-destroyed tapes made at the National 
Cigarette Service Co. in Providence. 

Although Pettine postponed a final decision on whether 
to order the FBI wiretap records released, le refused to 
throw out a suit filed by the Providence Journal-Bulletin. 

‘This court has the deepest conviction that a vigorous 
and free press, acting on the basis of the maximum access 
to governmental information, serves as a constant check 
on the excesses, mistakes and wrongdoing of all branches 
of government," Pettine said 

He gave the Justice Department and lawyers for 
Patriarca until May 25 to appeal his ruling, if they desire. 

Patriarca's attorney, Harris L. Berson, said his client 
will use “whatever legal means are required” to fight the 
order. 

“Naturally any time this kind of government intrusion 
is allowed upon a private citizen, it is a setback,” Berson 
said 

The conversations were monitored by the FBI between 
March 1962 and July 1965. The FBI later admitted the 
taping was illegal. The newspaper sued for the records 
under the Freedom of Information Act.

Do you have enough insurance? Homeowners’ in- 
surance is based on a percentage of ‘‘value."’ This is not 
what you think you can sell your house for. Nor is it what 
the tax assessor thinks it's worth. Rather, it is the current 
cost of rebuilding your home should it be totally 
destroyed. In general, you must carry 80 percent of this 

“value” to qualify for brand new construction. Have your 
house appraised by a reputable contractor or figure it this 
way: calculate square-foot replacement at $30 - $40 for 
living space ; $10 - $12 for the garage; and $5 - $10 for the 
basement, based on the quality of construction. 

Suppose your home would cost $100,000 to rebuild, but 
can be sold for only half that? This situation typically 
applies to persons living in older houses. You can still 
insure your home for its higher replacement value. In 
general, however, you must rebuild on the same location. 

What coverage can you expect on personal possessions? 
Most policies cover such items up to 50 percent of the 
value of the dwelling portion of the policy. Insurance 
companies will not, however, provide the replacement 
costs. Rather their payments will be made according to 
“actual cash value” tables. For instance, a new suit may 
cost $)50 and last three years.

A husky trailer hitch 
behind a car indicates 
an owner who gets 
double use from his 
vehicle.

Double 
the pleasure bu! in some 
cases, double trouble if 
that car or truck is not 
properly serviced for 
the added burden, 

Most vulnerable part 
of the trailer towing car 
is the automatic tran- 
smission, Car Care 
Council reminds 
trailering motorists to 


have automatic tran- 
smission fluid and filter 
changed before setting 
out for a summer's fun. 
Be sure necessary 
adjustments are made, 
too. 

Routine transmission 
service costs less than 
$30 on most cars, a 
small fraction of tne 
cost of an overhaul, says 
the Council. 

And if the load you're 
pulling is anything 
greater than a light- 
weight boat or camper, 
consider installing a 


transmission cooler, an 
accessory thal can pay 
for itself many times 
over. 

Number one enemy of 
the automatic tran- 
smission is heat, much 
of which is developed 
inside the  tran- 
smission's torque 
converter where all of 
the engine's power is 
delivered to the rear 
wheels through oil. 

Like two fans facing 
each other, one turned 
on and the other spin- 
ning free, the driving 


blades or vanes in the 
torque converter direct 
the oil against the 
driven blades. 

The “shearing” ac-

Electronics firms 
have a hot selling item 
in automobile  ac- 
cessories that warn 
drivers if they are 
moving into range of a 
police radar trap. But 
the devices are against 
the law in at least two 
states, and police are 
getting tougher about 
cracking down on those 
who use them. 

The divices are not 
citizen band radios, 
over which motorists 
talk band and forth and 
often warn of highway 
patrols lurking ahead. 
Much simpler devices, 
the Fuzz Busters, or 
Snoopers, or Whistlers, 
or Road Patrols plug 
into a car cigarette 
lighter socket and set off 
an alarm when the car 
enters a radar field 
They do not work 
against _helicopter-m- 
ounted patrols, and can 
be set off by home 
burglar devices that use 
frequencies like police 
radar. 

“It's a piece of 
equipment that has only 
one purpose—to avoid 
apprehension," insists 
Major C.M. Boldin of 
the Virginia State 
Police. William Clarke, 
official spokesman for 
the Maryland State 
Police, agrees. “A 
person concerned with 
safe driving doesn't 


one of those 
things,’ he told the 
Washington Post. “If 
you're concerned with 
safely, you can get a 
good cruise control 
device for $100, set it on 
55, and just sit back and 
enjoy the drive.”

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Lilac Sunday At The Arnold Arboretum 











Frankly, we've got to tell you that one of the best places to fulfill your longing 








to take a silent walk among the flora and to sniff the lilacs is ... in the city.

This is the time of year that some 
of us get a hankering to find our 
own private spring haven. A place 
to take long and lonely walks 
through the surrounding greenery. 
A place to calmly sniff the lilacs, so 
lovely at this time of year, to quell 
spring fever, to contemplate, to 
commune on a higher plane with 
nature. In a word, paradise. 

Trouble is, there usually isn’t a 
place to take a silent walk among 
the flora, even in the suburbs. With 
the coming of warm weather, out- 
door activity hits a new peak. Kids 
with screeching skateboards are 
traversing the asphalt, or yelling 
encouragement to the’guf who's 
stepped up to bat in the backyard 
baseball game. And how about the 
fanatic with the power mower half 
a block down? The reality is that 
the odds are against your finding 
an endless, deserted path or a quict 
second to smell and savor that 
gorgeous clump of azaleas you've 
seen sitting a few strects away. 
Frankly, we've got to tell you that 
one of the best places to fulfill your 
longing is... in the city. 

Now before you turn the page, 
take a moment to look at the 
statistics. For starters, you've got 
265 lush acres where bicycles, 
games, those noisy skateboards and 
even unleashed doge are not per- 
mitted. Add three ponds, a brook to 
that stretch of land and over 6,000 
varieties of woody plants and trees, 
all surrounded by fences and stone 


walls, Still further, the place is 
expressly designed for contem- 
plating clouds of roses, mountain 
ashes, and plant from all over the 
world, with infinite paths to 
wander along. Rt all adds up the the 
Amold Arboretum, a vast dream- 
land thrust smack in the middle of 
Boston's Jamaica Plain area. And 
as a dreamland should be, it’s abso- 
lutely free for you to enjoy. 

An arboretum is technically a 
botanical garden, a living museum 
if you will. That is precisely the 
Arboretum's official function — to 
house Harvard University’s great 
collection of woody shrubs and 
trees. Clearly, it’s not a recreation 
facility (though it is considered 
part of the Boston parks system), 
and not a flower garden. Botanists 
from all over come to study this 
amazing collection, which is inter- 
nationally famous. What's most 
important for those of us who 
aren't botanists, however, is that 
this particular Sunday is Lilac Sun- 
day at the Arboretum, the time 
when the flowers which all but 
symbolize May are expected to be 
in full bloom, 

These aren't, of course, just any 
lilacs. The Arboretum's collection 
is one of the largest in the world, 
with over 700 varieties ranging 
from pure white to deep reddish 
purple. Keep in mind, too, that this 
is also the height of the season for 
mock oranges, some species of 
rosea, small pink trumpets of torch 
azaleas, rhododendrons, mulberries 
and perhaps some late crab apple 





trees as well. 

The thing not to expect, this 
Sunday, is a big fanfare. The 
understanding here is that nature, 
in itself, is festive enough. This 
day, like every other at the 
Arboretum, is set aside simply to 
enjoy a ramble through the hills, 
spiked with the flashes of color that 
characterize the brief and brilliant 
New England spring. 

It's a tradition that would 
probably have pleascd Charles 
Sprague Sargent, the staunch Har- 
vard Yankee who, back in the 
nineteenth century, masterminded 
the entire Arboretum operation. 
When he assumed the title of 
Curator of the Amold Arboretum 
back in 1872, the Arboretum was 
very much disorganized, There was 
the land from the bequest of Har- 
vard’s Benjamin Bussey (who has a 
hill and a stream named after him) 
and money from the estate of 
another Harvardite, James Amold. 
Sargent got the two together, and 
also demonstrated his eminent 
practicality by transacting what 
must be one of the more fantastic 
deals in Boston's history. He per- 
suaded Harvard to deed much of 
the Arboretum to the city of 
Boston, which then leased the 
property back to Harvard. The 
lease was for 1000 years; the rent 
$1 annually; the basic deal, that 
the city would take care of the 
fences, benches, paths and other 
maintenance chores while Harvard 
tended the greenery. The agree- 





ment is in effect today, as it will be 
for the next 900 years or so. 

Through this arrangement, 
Sargent was also able to get his 
hands on the great landscape 
architect and pioneer Frederick 
Law Olmstead, who was then 
designing the park system for the 
city of Boston. A former journalist 
turned design visionary, Olmstead 
saw landscape architecture as not 
merely decorative, but as a means 
of contributing to the health, con- 
venience and general well-being of 
everyone —— in short, as a necessity 
for America’s future. To his credit 
(and that of his partner, Calvert 
Vaux) are New York City's Central 
Park, Niagara Falls, park systems 
in cities nationwide, and the 
grounds of countless public 
buildings, expositions, institutions 
and railroad stations. 

It was this Renaissance man 
who contributed the elegant layout 
of the Arboretum; in fact, it is con- 
sidered one of the finest existing 
examples of his work. With its 
winding paths, brook and ponds, 
the design is one to get very quietly 
and happily lost in for as long as 
you'd like. 

Down The Garden Paths 

‘There are six gates leading into the 
Arboretum The main one is right 
where the Arborway, U.S. Route 1 
and Centre Street meet in Jamaica 
Plain. On entering through the 
plain and austere iron gates, a 
visitor can still hear the hissing of 
traffic from behind the stone walls. 
The small brick administration 


building, which stands to the right, 
houses a library, a collection of 
Indian artifacts found on the 
grounds, and a herbarium, which is 
another “library” of pressed dried 
plants, all carefully identified for 
reference. The building is guarded 
by magnolia trees. 

To the left are a few marshes 
and a meadow. Straight ahead it's 
all trees and green as far as the eye 
can Bee. 

One of Olmstead’s wide paths 
leads the way into the massive 
Arboretum. During the week, it 
serves as a driveway; on weekends, 
cars are expressly forbidden, and 
the asphalt lane takes on the look of 
a emall, solitary country road. 
Lined with branches, it curves 
gracefully through the shrubs, 
grass and myriad trees, not 
detracting one bit from its sur- 
roundings. Small dirt paths trickle 
out from it, the inventions of 
curious passersby and staff 
members looking for a short cut. 

Idyllic, yes. You may even be 
tempted to think yourself on the 
grounds of an old and regal country 
estate. The reminders that this is a 
live catalogue, though, are all 
around, in the form of little plastic 
and metal plates attached to each 
tree and woody shrub. The plates 
bear the plant's common name, its

and a number, 

The name plates bring home the 
point that this is no ordinary

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Food! |Le Bellecour 





Le Bellecour’s good points, 
of which there are many, 
include a menu that has 


something to offer every- 
one and at reasonable 
prices.

Far from the city and the madding 
crowd, one sometimes finds a first 
rate eating establishment. Such 
was our hope, at least, as we 
ventured to Lexington to try a much 
touted French auberge called Le 
Bellecour. Our reactions were 
ambivalent, at best. 

Le Bellecour belongs to a tradi- 
tion the French call /a cuisine bour- 
geoise — solid home cooking. A 
French mother-son team run the 
restaurant; the fare they offer is 
hardy and flavorful rather than 
flashy, exquisite, or refined. That's 
Not to say that there aren't some 
pretty highbrow dishes on Le 
Bellecour's menu, such as Beef 
Wellington or Quenelles de 
Brochet, delicate mousselines of 
pike. But overall, the mood is one 
of a country inn. And in its 2 
conformity to the fine French tradi- 
tion, Le Bellecour offers some of 
the best food in the area. 

Unfortunately, good restaurants 
consist of more than their bills of 
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fare, and the setting, and espe- 
cially the service, fall hopelessly 
short of the fine food at Le Belle 
cour. We came the most enthusi- 
astic of dinner guests, but left 
sorely discouraged. 

‘The restaurant occupies a low- 
slung house in downtown Lexing- 
ton. At a glance, the weathered 
plank paneling, green plants, and 
Gallic embellishments inside bode 
well. But the sense of comfort 
departs quickly once one is seated. 
Thegingle dining room séats over 
100 people and feels like it. The 
chairs are hard-backed and 
wobbly; the table had one of those 
stout center posts which left us 
kicking one another all evening. 
The plastic-handled steak knives 
seemed utterly unworthy of the 
house Beef Wellington. 

To make matters worse, the 
service was catastrophic. We 
couldn't decide whether our 
waitress was diffident and surly, or 
grossly inept. The best that could 
be said is that she toppled no wine 
glasses. 

One last complaint: the care- 
lesaness with which many of Le 
Bellecour's offerings are named. 
The French have developed the 
most precise language in the world 
for describing their cuisine, and the 
names on a French menu should 
correspond to those in the cook- 
books. For example, when we 








ordered Escargots d la Forestitre, 
we expected a dish of snails with 
wild, or at very least, domestic 
mushrooms — the fruits of the 
forest, 80 to speak. So we were dis 
appointed, to receive the usual 
Exscargots d la Bourguignonne, in 
garlic-parsley butter. Our advice 
would be to ask the server for a 
rundown on Le Bellecour's version 
before ordering a particular dish. 

Now on to Le Bellecour's good 
points, of which there are many. 
‘The menu has something to offer 
everyone and at reasonable prices, 
The food is several cuts above the 
average Franco- American 
restaurant. 

For starters we tried the mis- 
labeled snails mentioned above and 
Soupe a I’Oignon Gratiné. The 
soup was superlative, thickly 
covered with a bubbling crust of 
French bread and imported 
Gruyére cheese. There are two 
styles of onion soup: oniony and 
not-so-oniony. Le Bellecour's goes 
light on the onions, and we wel- 
comed the opportunity to savor the 
superbly flavored beef broth. 
Judging from the broth, the house 
Consommé should also be well 
worth trying. 

We did consistently well with 
the main courses we sampled. The 
day's special, Crevettes au Pernod, 


proved absolutely splendid. The 
shrimp came bathed in a rich, 
licoricy cream sauce, flecked with 
aniseed for extra flavor. True, the 
“jffmbo" shrimp were petite and 
frozen, but the sauce was more 
than ample consolation. 

We were also impressed by the 
Filet Mignon Wellington. Probably 
the most enterprising dish on the 
menu, it consists of a butter-soft 
filet mignon, spread with foie gras 
and mushroom puree, all wrapped 
in pastry. Le Bellecour rose deftly 
to the challenge of the dish: suffi 
ciently cooking the pastry dough 
without overdoing the meat. The 
filet came rare as ordered, the 
pastry puffed and flaky, 

‘The third entree we sampled was 
Faisan en Cocotte, pheasant 
roasted in a sealed cast iron kettle; 
it proved a solid, toothsome dish, if 
not the kind about which one 
waxes grandiloquent. It haan’t any 
of the fancy trappings or exotic 
flavors of, say, Duckling a l'Orange 
(which appears on Le Bellecour’s 
menu as Caneton Martiniguais), 
but probably a Frenchman would 
like it, One must remember that 
Pheasant tastes a great deal like 
chicken, and that it is the texture 

a little tough and stringy — 
that distinguishes the wild from the 
bamyard bird. Both the pheasant 
and the Wellington were served 
with a well-flavored, meaty 


Madiera sauce. 

Dinners include a vegetable 
(savory creamed spinach this par 
ticular evening) and green salad. 
‘The salad, in keeping with the 
French custom, follows the main 
course, but the sad pile of iceburg 
lettuce did little to rejuvenate our 
appetites as salad’s supposed to. 
To the restaurant's credit, though, 
the salad came embellished with 
fresh tarragon, probably home 
grown, 

The one dessert we sampled — 
there wasn't much of a selection by 
11 pm — was outstanding: an siry 
chocolate mousse, richly spiked 
with Grand Marnier. Espresso 
came in individual pots and with 
six-ounce, rather than demitasse, 
cups. 


Notes: 

Le Bellecour is located at 10 
Muaay Street in Lexington. It is 
open for lunch Monday through 
Friday from 11 am to 2 pm and 
Saturday from noon to 3 pm; for 
dinner Monday through Friday 6 
to 10 pm, Saturday 6 to 10:30 pm, 
and Sunday 6 to 9 pm. The tele- 
phone number is 861-9400. With 
appetizers from $1 to $3.50 and 
entrees starting at $6.75, Le Belle- 
cour is not unreasonably priced.

assortment of flora. An every day 
maple, for example, might be found 
sharing a plot with ite Japanese 
counterpart; a tree from China 
could be shading a cluster of very 
American pussy willows. It's an 
international community, and they 
all seem to get along just fine. 

Further on down the path are 
three small ponds and a fork in the 
road. The left hand path will lead 
you past the crab-apples and 
dogwoods to another entrance 
gate. The right wends gently up a 
hill to the Arboretum’s Charles S. 
Dana greenhouses and nursery. 
‘This is the lilac path, with huge 
bushes cloaking the entire left side 
in a purple and white haze. On 
Sunday, it's bound to be one of the 
most beautiful sections in the 
whole Arboretum. Walk slowly, or 
sit for a while on one of the 
benches. ‘The lilacs bloom only 
once a year, and there is no rush, 
no sense of time here. 

When you've reached capacity 
with the lilacs, you might take the 
short walk to the greenhouses. 





Right outside them, in 2 gazebo-like | 


structure, sits the Larz Anderson 
collection of bonzais. They're 
proud, twisted little trees, botanical 
relatives to bound feet. None of 
them stands taller than a yard or 
so, and yet they range in age up to 
175 years old. 

Much younger plants reside in 
the greenhouses. Though the 
houses are open to the public only 
on Wednesday afternoons, they are 
well worth a return visit. Within 
the squat glass walls are a large 
group of plants, trees and seedlings 
which aren't yet ready to face the 
outdoors. There are Japanese 
plants which, unlike the bonzais, 
are too delicate for wildly varying 
New England temperatures; a little 
mahogany tree; a cyperus papyrus, 


* the plant from which the ancient 


Egyptians made their form of 
paper; and Spanish moss, hanging 
like a thin skeleton among its 
robust housemates. Here, too, are 
plants from the Massachusetts 
Horticultural Society's Flower 
Show. Forced to bud too soon, they 
must remain in the greenhouses 
until their crazed timeclocks coin- 
cide with the weather. 

‘The nurseries right outside sport 
young trees and shrubs. Some will 
stay at the Arboretum; others will 
go to the Case Estates, the 
Arboretum’s nurseries and 
experimental grounds in Weston. 

‘The path breaks again after the 
greenhouses — and from here on 
in, it's your choice. The left runs to 
the top of Bussey Hill. The altitude 
is 190 feet, and an accompanying 
delight is the Chinese path area, 
leading down from the top into the 
asiatic oaks. The right will guide 
you past azaleas, heathers and

The show is scary, and so 
it should be, considering 
the subject. But all in 
all, this type of scary is 
the kind that children 
relish, not the kind that 
terrifies them.

“Do you believe in witches?” 
asks the disembodied voice from 
somewhere in the darkened 
chamber. “Millions of your 
ancestors did.” So begins the half 
hour presentation at the Salem 
Witch Museum, a sound and light 
program which brings to life the 
infi.nous Salem witch trials and 
executions of the 17th century. 
Visitors enter the semi-dark, 
circular carpeted room, and gather 
around the Sabbath Circle, an 
illuminated red and black witch- 
craft symbol inset into the floor. It 
bears ominous words like 
Beelzebub, Azazel, Baphomet and 
Lucifer Rex. A real life guide 
instructs us to circle the circle, 
as it were. Dutifully, we follow 
directions. He explains that the 
show will take place all around and 
above us. Suddenly his voice is 
replaced by the disembodied voice, 
the taped narration that pierces the 
darkness. Forceful and macabre, 
the new voice begins to explain the 
source of the terrible hysteria 


which afflicted the women of 
Salem in 1692. A scene illuminates; 
it is a grotesque mannequin of the 
devil, the symbol of all that is evil 
and ungodly. 

Soon we meet young Ann 
Putnam, a girl as directly 
responsible for the unsavory events 
to follow as any other single 
person. We learn of the tedious 
lives led by young women three 
hundred years ago, routines of 
drudgery with little or no space for 
personal pleasures. Sure, the boys 
had to work hard too, but it was 
acceptable for them to tu=n to sport 
when their chores were done. Not 
‘so for the girls, of whom the 
disembodied voice proclaims, 
“They were not encouraged to run 
and play, to meet boys, to become 
frivolous.” In fact, there was 
almost nothing in the way of 
amusement that was considered 
appropriate for the ladies. This lack 
of acceptable outlet, we are told, 
led them to turn to their imagina- 
tions as a source of release for their 
frustration. 

Young Ann and her friends 
Abigail Williams and Betty Paris, 
whiled away many a long winter 
afternoon listening to the tales, 
tricks and charms of Tituba, the 
Paris family’s maid from the West 
Indies. Soon they became so 
involved with the exotic stories 
that they began to lose the distinc- 
tion between superstition and 


reality. Little did the poor Tituba 
imagine that the tales she told to 
pass a long winter's afternoon 
would eventually be used against 
her in a court of law. 

The story unfolds. The girls 
have fits of hysteria. They make 
accusations. Abigail even runs on 
all fours and barks like a dog, a sure 
sign of witchcraft according to one 
young man in the audience. They 
begin to point the finger at inno- 
cent women like Rebecca Nurse, 
Elizabeth Proctor and many others. 
In one particularly poignant 
tableau, we see the jail cells where 
the accused were caged like 
animals, atoning for crimes they 
never committed. The disembodied 
voice tells us that the prisoners not 
only had to pay for the meager food 
they consumed in prison, but also 
for the chains that were used to 
restrain them. We hear the sad 
story of Sarah, a woman who was 
accused and acquitted but who had 
to spend years in prison because 
she could not pay the costs 
required for her release. 

Over in the corner a striking 
diorama is lit up, this one showing 
the brave Giles Corey. He preferred 
submitting to an insidious form of 
medieval torture — pressing 
instead of making accusations or 
admissions concerning witchcraft. 
Pressing involves layering heavy 
rocks on the chest of the accused 
until he either confesses or dies — 


after his rib cage has been crushed. 
‘The moans and groans of this Giles 
Corey would impress even the most 
clever young hypochondriac well 
versed in the art of getting out of a 
day of school. “More weight! More 
weight!" grunts our hero, refusing 
to succumb. 

‘There is also an interesting 
hanging scene, when the “guilty” 
are strung up once and for all. This 
was no simple matter in Salem, this 
business of witchcraft. Before the 
hysteria was to pass into history, 
19 people needlessly lost their lives 
and hundreds of others were jailed, 
humiliated and otherwise ruined. 
One large mannequin is hung 
before our very eyes, and shadows 
against a backdrop form a row of 
bodies gracefully strung across the 
sky. 

You probably have the idea by 
now. As the voice tells the story, 
the mannequins (life size) light up 
titrate particular incidents. 
The mannequins do not move, but 
the narration is so effective that it 
sometimes seems as if they do. 
‘Throughout the performance, 
visitors stand, while turning and 
craning their necks to get a better 
view as the area of concentration 
switches. This is a mite hard on 
small children who are likely to find 
themselves peering up Ann’s skirt 
rather than looking her straight in 
the eye. If the performance is not 
crowded, the kids can run from one 





part of the room to anther to get a 
good view. 

‘The show is scary, and so it 
should be considering the subject. 
‘There are screams and wails, 
moans and sighs. At times it 
becomes downright melodramatic, 
and we can’t help but laugh a little. 
Also, the mannequins have a 
slightly seedy look, as though they 
could do with a bit of sprucing up. 
But all in all, this type of scary is 
the kind that children relish, not 
the kind that terrifies them. It's 
important to remember than an 
awful lot of children enjoy being 
scared. It's sort of thrilling when 
it’s handled right. We would not 
advise, however, bringing children 
under five years of age. 

‘The program does end on a 
conciliatory note as Ann Putnam, 
older and wiser now, admits that it 
was all done for sport and then 
begs forgiveness. 

The disembodied voice parts 
with a forgiving touch, noting that 
the young women in 17th century 
Salem “were simply struck down 
by the dimensions of their time.” 
Notes: 

The Salem Witch Museum is open 
daily except Thanksgiving, Christ- 
mas and Net. Year's from 10 am ta 
5 pm in the spring and fall, 10 am 
to7 pm in July and August. 
Admission is $2 for adults, $1.50

If you're thinking of taking up a 
healthy hobby this spring — some- 
thing that includes fresh air, and 
exercise, and a lot more excite- 
ment than jogging — why not try 
rock climbing? 

More and more people are dis- 
covering that rock climbing is not 
only a safe sport, but a uniquely 
satisfying one. When you climb, 
you enjoy a sense of freedom and 
self-respect: you are depending 
almost entirely on your own hands 
and feet, your own strength, wits 
and ability to get where you want 
to go. One of the popular miscon- 
ceptions about rock climbing is 
that the purpose of the rope is to 
help the climber ascend. The rope 
is a safety device. Progress is made 
by finding holes with your hands 
and feet on the rock face. You have 
to plan your route up step by step, 
deciding where to place “protec- 
tion,” how to cover precarious 
spots quickly and smoothly. “You 
have to make a lot of quick 
decisions, and you find out at once 
whether you made the right ones or

scaled rocks all over the country 
and taught rock climbing for a 
number of years. “It’s like painting 
the same picture a hundred times 
— the same rock face is a different 
experience each time you climb it.” 

Rock climbing is also a very 
personal sport. You literally have 
your climbing partner's life in your 
hands. You learn to know his or her 
abilities and limitations, and a very 
special kind of trust and intimacy 
developa between you. 

Most of us are afraid of falling, 
so one of the first things a neophyte 
rock climber needs to do is fall a 
few times, You really can't begin to 
learn and enjoy the sport until you 
trust the safety system and realize 
that even if you do happen to slip, 
you won't hit bottom. 


Equipment 

Rock climbing equipment is 
expensive, but you should start out 
by taking a lesson or two with an 
experienced friend or instructor, 
who can lend you what you need. 
When you are sure that rock climb- 
ing is your sport, you can think 
about buying your own equipment. 
Boots: You can't climb in sneakers: 
they cling to rock, but don’t give 
enough support. Climbing boots 
are made to “smear” onto a rock 
face, and also support the foot 
when it is jammed into a crack. 
They cost about $45.

mountain ashes to Bussey Brook, 
gurgling amidst rhododendrons, 
umbrella pines and the ominous 
sounding Hemlock Hill. 

If you're faithful to the road — 
and it’s hard to be when you're 
stricken with the ramble fever — 
a trip through more crab-apple 
groves will eventually culminate in 
Peter's Hill, at 237 feet the highest 
point in the Arboretum. Much of 
the civilized forest that is in the 
Arboretum, as well as the towers of 
downtown Boston, can be scanned 
from here. The view of Boston is 
epectacular. The sight of traffic and 
offices is also an odd reminder that, 
even though you feel as if you're in 
the country, you are actually 
perched right in the city. 

Since the Arboretum is enor- 
mous, it’s possible to make a retum 
trip that, by and large, is very 
much different from your initial 
excursion. One of the best bets is to 
cut directly left from Peter's Hill, 
right to the Walter Street gate. 
Here lies a long gravel path, 
meandering through pines, firs and 
dwarf conifers. It will bring you, 
after a time, to the main 
path/driveway. Or ignore the paths 
altogether, and plot your own 
route. Chances are that you'll 
stumble across some urieXpected 
and perfectly lovely patch of shady 
trees or blossoms, 

If curiousity gets the better of 
you, and you'd like to know more 
about any particular growth — any 
in the entire place — the staff is on 
hand this weekend, as well as all 
weekdays. They'll either be on the 
grounds, or in the administration 
building. Don’t forget the library at 
the building, too. It’s not a cir- 
culating one, but can probably 
provide you with the information 
you need. 

So come for a day in the country, 
to cure that spring rambling fever. 
Right in town. 

Notes: 

The Arnold Arboretum is open 
sunrise to sunset, every day of the 
year. It is free to the public. 

The administration building 
hours are 9 am to 5 pm weekdays. 
It is also open, this weekend only, 


on Saturday from 9 am to 4:30 pm 
and Sunday 11 am to 4:30 pm. 
Within are a library, herbarium, 
the Indian artifacts in a glass case. 
Brochures about the Arboretum, as 
well as maps, are available here. 
There is also a monthly exhibit. 
For May, the thow is ‘What is a 
Herbarium?", which illustrates all 
the aspects of cataloguing plant 
specimens. 

Tours are offered through the 
greenhouses, every Wednesday 
from 1:30 to 4 pm. They are free to 
the public. The greenhouse area, 
including the nurseries and bonnai 
trees, is open weekdays from 9 am 
to 5 pm; this weekend only, the 
area is open Saturday from 10 am 
to 5 pm, Sunday 11 am to 4:30 pm. 

The Arboretum offers a variety 
of courses and workshops for the 
botanically minded. On the 
schedule now are An Introduction 
to Bee Keeping and a Monthly 
Bonzai Workshop, both starting 
tomorrow (May 19); Twilight 
Walks, running on June 7, July 12 
and August 16; Poisonous Plants 
Indoors and Out, held on June 9 
and 16; Tropical Fruits and Plants, 
meeting on June 12; an all day tour 
of the Gardens of Stockbridge, on 
June 23; and Sampling the Flora 
— A Propagator’s Workshop, held 
on July 24. You can sign up at the 
last minute, if any spaces are left, 
but it's advisable to register early. 
For a brochure and the detatls on 
classes, write: the Arnold Arbo- 
retum, The Arborway, Jamaica 
Plain, 02130; or call 524-1718. 

A membership at the Arboretum 
is also an option here. It entitles 
you to a complimentary subscrip- 
tion to Amnoldia, the Arboretum's 
bimonthly horticultural publica- 
tion, reduced rates for lectures and 
classes, and even occasional gifts of 
excess plant material. 

The Arboretum is located on the 
Arborway, right near the junction 
of Route | and Route 203 in 
Jamaica Plain. 

Keep in mind that the Arboretum 
is not a recreation facility. That 
means no picnicking, no camping, 
no games, no driving (except at cer- 
tain times in the Arboretum), 
bicycling or picking the blossoms. 
It is simply a place to be enjoyed 
for its very lovely and peaceful self.

Rope: Each rope is guaranteed for a 
specific number of falls: 2, 5, 8 or 
10. Never use a rope after it has 
had the number of falls it’s tested 
for. Ropes cost $70 or $80. 


Rack: A collection of “protection”

Belaying 

When a climber is actually moving 
up a rock, he goes “on bela 
‘There are two kinds of belay ic 
and dynamic. Static belay, or “top- 
roping,” is the easier method of 
climbing which beginners use. 

During static belay, the lead 

climber finds a safe ledge, anchors 
himself by means of natural (i.e., a 
tree) or artificial protection (chock 
or piton), wraps the belay line 
around his waist and holds it 
securely with both hands. The 
climber secures the rope to his 
harness and begins the ascent. As 
he climbs, the belayer above takes 
the line up so he can always “feel” 
the climber. The tauter the rope, 
the less distance the climber has to 
fall. When the climber reaches a 
safe position beside the belayer he 
goes “off belay.” 

In a dynamic belay, the belayer 
secures himself to an anchor at 
ground level and the leader begins 
to climb. He is not yet “on belay” 
— if he fell he. would hit bottom — 
80 as soon as he is high enough for 
a fall to be dangerous he puts in 
“protection” by driving a piton 
into a rock or wedging a chock in a 
crack, He then secures a rope to it 
with a carabiner, and fastens the 
end of the rope to his harness. The 
rope now runs freely from his 
harness, through the carabiner, 
down to where it is anchored to the 
harness of the belayer below. The 
leader is now “on belay.” If he falls 
the rope will catch him through the 
carabiner. He continues to climb, 
putting in further protection when- 
ever he again reaches a point where 
a fall would be dangerous. When he 

reaches a secure place to anchor 
himself the climber becomes the 
belayer and the belayer becomes 
the climber, collecting his partner's 
protection as he ascends. When he 
reaches the first climber he can 
continue up the rock face or anchor 
himself and let his partner again 
“lead a pitch,” if he doesn’t feel 












skilled enough yet to do it.

South home field 
gets state approval

The new home football field and track 
for Newfon South High School, as planned 
by the city has cleared a state appeals 
process and been given a favorable 
recommendation. 

The state Department of Environ- 
mental Quality Engineering, which had 
already once permitted the project, 
rejected the appeal of a small group of 
neighbors who oppose the location of 
expenditure for the facility. 


Accosding to Barbara Ingel, director of 
DEQE's wetlands division, the finding 
has been made that there will be ‘‘no 
significant adverse impact on flood 
control or storm damage” resulting from 
construction of the field and track. 


Opponents said they are afraid that 
construction will increase cellar flooding 
in the area. 


Among the DEQE conditions to be 
attached to permission to proceed, Ms. 
Ingle said, will be that the city strictly 
adhere to plans filed by City Engineer 
Cynthia McCarthy ‘to ameliorate sur- 
charging.” DEQE said there will be a ‘s- 
inch increase in water in the wetlands. 


The field and track were to have been 
completed by the opening of school last 
year, but have been delayed by appeals. 
One opponent suggested that he is willing 
to delay by whatever tactics as long as 
possible in hope that the school will have 
been closed before appeals are 
exhausted. 

The field and track, and 1000 seats were 
planned for South High when the school 
was built but were not built then because 
of objections from neighbors to filling of 
the wetland, 

DEQE apparently did not consider a 
plan submitted by opponents to build the 
field right behind the school, which would 
have required relocation of three existing 
fields. This plan was opposed by Winston 
Road residents, whose houses would be 
close to the field and stands.

passed to run city in ‘79

A total municipal budget of $73,035,091 
was approved by the Board of Aldermen 
Tuesday night, including a school budget 
of $34.7 million. 

The budget is 4.6 percent higher than 
approved last year. 

“Budget” is not exactly the correct 
word, since the amount will change a 
little between now and late summer or 
early fall when the tax rate is set, after 
federal funds are received and after state 
assessments and reimbursements are 
made definite. 

The $73 million is what must be raised 
by taxes to keep the city operating for the 
next year, 

Early this week Mayor Theodore Mann 
said he hopes to keep the increase in the 
tax rate, now $166.20 per thousand dollars 
of assessed valuation, under the increase 
in the cost of living. He said the cost of 
living index has increased 7 percent in the 
past year. 

The Board of Aldermen was able to 
reduce the appropriation requested by 
Mayor Mann by about $500,000. 

The Board cuts, plus the inclusion of the 
estimated amount of federal revenue 
sharing funds for the next year and the 
correction of errors, brought the total 
reduction to just under §2 million. 

The mayor had previously cut more 


than $5 million from departmental 
requests. 

In finishing work on the budget, the 
Board agreed to restore one position to 
begin the energy-conservation program 
for municipal buildings. 

Also changed were committee votes to 
disallow an increase in salary for the city 
physician. A compromise figure of $12,500

for the part-time position was voted. 

Ald. Terry Morris made a surprise 
move late Tuesday night to force the 
School Committee to merge its data 
processing with that of the city. Morris 
proposed to put into budget reserve the 
$13.662 in the School Committee budget 
allocated to the purchase of a new 
computer. 


The biggest job for the Board of Aldermen each year is the review of the city budget.

The move failed on an 8-14 vote, but a 
resolution was approved that asks the 
School Committee to enter into discussion 
with the rest of the city before com- 
mitting itself to another data-processing 
system. 

The most controversial item in this 
year's budget seemed to be the failure of 
committees to approve a pay increase for 
part-time seasonal Recreation Depar!- 
ment employees. The Board relented and 
allowed most of the increases, 

Dissatisfaction with the mayor's use of 
revenue sharing funds began to surface 
when some aldermen did not want to 
approve the reduction of certain items by 
the same amount in revenue sharing. 


Ald. Edward Richmond and Rodney 
Barker saw the refusal as a means of 
leaving some of the revenue sharing 
unallocated for use in different ways. 

The denial of the mayor's allocation 
was not approved, and Richmond 
suggested that next year there should be 
expressi0™ of aldermanic wishes made 
to the mayor well in advance of the 
budget. 

A move to increase the $101,000 allocated 
for starting a municipal tree nursery was 
not approved, but the matter will be 
thoroughly studied by a committee. The 
budget has $10,000 for trees and shrubs, 
some of which may be used to start a 
nursery. 


Voter registration underway 
for referendum on schools

Eight more days remain for Newton 
residents to register to vote in the June 22 
citywide referendum that will decide 
whether the Hamilton and Emerson 
schools will be closed due to declining 
enrollment. 

All registered voters in the city will 
vote in their regular polling places 
whether to close the schools or not. 

The state Supreme Judicial Court ruled 
last Wednesday afternoon that the School 
Committee's votes of March 22 were 
subject to a citywide referendum as 
outlined in City Charter. 

The high court has not yet issued an 
opinion on its decision, so the 


ramifications of the decision on the 
charter or state law are not yet known. 

School Committee Chairwoman Honora 
Kaplan said Monday night that she does 
not plan to work to convince voters to vote 
“no” on the questions which mean the 
Committee's votes to close the schools 
would stand. 

“I'm glad to listen to the wishes of the 
community,” she said, but she is not 
going to take away from other children in 
the system in order to keep the two 
schools open. 

Ms. Kaplan made the point that if 
parents want to keep the schools open, 
they will have to be willing to pay the 
taxes to do so. 

The School Committee voted 7-2 to close 


Hamilton School this fall and send 
children to Angier and Williams. Voting 
against were Ann Berwick and Alvin 
Mandell. 

The 54 vote to close Emerson by 
September 1979 and send all children to 
Countryside had Ms. Berwick, Mandell, 
Howard Spergel, and Kathy Jones voting 
against. 


Voter registration 
Election Commission Executive 
Secretary Alan Licarie has scheduled 
three special days for voter registration 
for the citywide referendum in addition to 
the regular City Hall hours of 8:30 a.m. to 
5 p.m. Monday through Friday. 


On Saturday, May 27, his office on the 


first floor of City Hall will be open from 
noon to 8 p.m. 

On Wednesday, May 31, the office will 
be open from 7 to 9 p.m. 

On the last day of registration, Friday, 
June 2, the Election Commission office 
will be open from 8:30 a.m. to 10 p.m. 

Residents will be sworn in under oath 
and need not bring any proof of 
residency. The process takes ‘‘a couple of 
minutes,” Licarie said. 

Absentee ballots will be available 
starting Tuesday, he said, and people who 
will be away on Thursday, June 22, may 
apply in person or by mail for a ballot.

Move to include Emerson in historic district 


Inclusion of the Emerson School, the 
Stone Institute, four houses, an empty lot, 
and a small group of stores on Elliot 
Street in the Upper Falls Historic District 
was approved by an aldermanic com- 
mittee Monday night and will be acted by 
on the Board of Aldermen June 5. 

Upper Falls alderman Paul Coletti 
voted against the proposal. 

The Upper Falls Historic District was 
approved by the Board in 1975, after 
approval by the community, It en- 
compasses more than 100 structures in 
the village. 


Being a historic district protects the 
village from destruction and incongruous 
alteration of the old houses that make up 
the former mill village and contribute to 
its atmosphere, and provides some 
safeguards against incompatible new 
construction. 

As a historic district, Upper Falls is 
eligible for funding for preservation and 
rehabilitation of houses through the 
federally funded community develop- 
ment program. 


Some exterior restraints are put on 


alterations and enlargement of houses so 
that the changes will be in keeping with 
the existing houses, but generally the 
commission will give advice, not issue 
prohibitions, to homeowners upgrading 
their properties. 

There is no control over the interiors of 
buildings. 

The Historic District extension would 
preserve the exterior of the Emerson 
School. 

William Whitney, chairman of the 
Upper Falls Historic District Com- 
mission called Emerson ‘an important

None showed a preference for single- 
family houses to be built. 

At the hearing, Jung-Brannen 
Associates with developer Edward 
Leventhal presented the plan for con- 
version, which had been selected by an 
aldermanic committee for recom-

‘That recommendation was held up by 
@n Oak Hill alderman's insistence that 
proposals be considered for single-family 
houses. 

The developer will create 22 apart- 
Ments — seven one-bedroom, 15 two- 
bedroom — and a swimming pool and 
tennis courts. The selling price of the 
Units would be about $70,000, according to 
Saul Feldman, representing Leventhal. 

The developer has offered the city 
$307,000 for the property. 

The developer would give eight acres to 
the Conservation Commission under a 
permanent easement and would comply 
with the ‘10 percent ordinance.” 

The latter requires that developers

Provide 10 percent of new apartments to 
the Housing Services Commission for 
lease to low-income tenants. The 
developer would retain two apartments 
for this purpose. 

The Conservation Commission is 
strongly in favor of the reuse of the 
building rather than new construction of 
singlefamily houses because of the steep 
slope of the property and the historic 
landscaping. 

Many of the speakers at the hearing 
said they would like to buy a con- 
dominium at Peabody. Two residents 
spoke in favor of single-family 
development, which could produce up to 
22 houses under zoning requirements. 

Before authorizing the Planning 
Department to issue requests for 
proposals for single-family development 
the committee wants information on the 
application of the new cluster-zoning 
Tegulations to this site. 

Cluster zoning allows smaller lot sizes 
and siting of the houses closer together, in 
exchange for keeping the land saved as 
permanent open space. 


Builder must save house

7-0 by the Land Use Committee last week, 
and the neighbors and developer were 
told to work out their differences before a 
new plan for use of the land and house is 
submitted. 

David Bagley's proposal to tear down 
the 1850 house and build eight con- 
dominium townhouses was met with total 
opposition by the neighborhood, which 
wants Bagley to retain the house. 

All city agencies involved also wanted 
the retention of the house. 

Atlast week's Land Use Committee 
meeting Bagley brought revised plans, 
showing the two townhouse blocks 
rearranged and set farther back from the 
street’ bul the committee was not in- 
clined to grant permissive use for eight 
units of housing. 

By right Bagley can convert the house 


to a two-family house; by subdividing the 
lot he could build another two-family. 

But the option most palatable to the 
committee was the retention of the house 
and the construction of four townhouses 
at the back of the property. 

Such a layout would preserve the 
Watertown Street appearance along the 
block, which consists of single-family 
houses set well back from the street. 

Eugene Tougas, Bagley's lawyer, 
obviously did not want the retention of the 
house, but said, ‘Converting and building 
townhouses are a possibility we should 
investigate, we must investigate.’ 

Tougas later described Ald. David 
Cohen's suggestion of keeping the house 
as a one- or two-family house and 
building ‘‘x”” number of townhouses, as 
“probably the only thing we can get.” 

Tougas said he could submit a new 
petition within two weeks, 


Taxpayers’ Association 
against city energy division 


The Newton Taxpayers’ Association 
has made several recommendations to 
the mayor and to the aldermen con- 
cerning the FY79 budget and has restated 
its established position on Metco’ Lorenz 
F. Muther, Jr., the association's 
executive reported this week. 

On the city budget, the association 
recommended to the mayor that he not 
agree with resolutions by the aldermen to 
increase amounts set by him unless equal 
amounts were cut in related accounts or 
programs by the aldermen elsewhere in 
the recommended budget, Muther said. 

The aldermen were urged to examine 
any overlapping amounts being budgeted 
by various overlapping departments, 
commissions, etc,, with special attention 
to the situations in Health, Recreation, 
and Planning — and so far as possible, 
the Housing Authority and the School 
Department — together with related 
ancillary programs, all dealing with the 
problems of the aging, special needs 
children, mental health and education for 
adults and so on, Muther said, 

The Taxpayers’ Association was 
tecorded in opposition to the 
establishment of a new energy control 
division in the Building Department in 
the form originally proposed for FY79. 
“New unils tend to grow and grow and 
grow without offsetting reductions 
elsewhere in government,” was the 
general feeling noted by Muther. 

Certain specific cuts or postponements 
were also recommended; for example, 
$10,000 for fireworks, he said. 

On the school superintendent's 


proposal to raise the limit on accepting 
Metco students to 400 from the present 
340-odd, Muther restated the 
association’s view of many years, that 
Newton should go along with what is 
essentially a state program to the extent 
that ‘‘full funding’’ is provided by 
reimbursement from the state and should 
not expand the program beyond that 
point. 

“We note that under the present for- 
mula for reimbursement, direct costs 
plus fringes can be included in the en- 
titllement but that “overhead,” such as 
for building maintenance, cannot be so 
included,"" Muther concluded,

The School Committee listened at 
length Monday and Tuesday nights to 
leaders of the special education 
programs in the schools who explained 
the different programs aimed at teaching 
children who cannot learn well in a 
regular classroom. 

Director of Special Education John 
Cullinane, who has been eloquent in 
describing the reams of paper work 
associated with complying with Chapter 
766 since it became effective in 1974, said 
about his staff, “We have problems, but I 
think we're helping a lot of kids too.” 

One problem that came out Tuesday 
night at Bigelow Junior High during the 
second discussion on special education is 
the reluctance of principals and teachers 
to try new programs when they have 
found one that works. 

It appears that if one program works in 
a school, it is difficult to convince the 
staff to try one that might work better. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
said, ‘‘You don't sit in an office three 
miles away (from a school) and decide 
‘This is the program.’ 

“It's difficult to say to a school what it’s 
doing is not the best way of doing it. I'm 
not prepared to say it’s wrong,” Fink 
said 

Schoo! Committeeman Howard Spergel 
suggested other approaches could be 
introduced into schools slowly, and Fink 
said that is what he is trying to do. 

This problem was evident when a study 
released two weeks ago was not con- 
sidered conclusive because one school 
involved in a new special education 
program dropped out after one year. 

One finding released Monday night was 
that many students receive special 
education services without being studied 
first by a core evaluation team, com- 
posed of a psychologist, social worker, 
teacher, and specialists. 

At Day Junior High School this year, 
there are 59 students in the Learning 
Disabilities (LD) tutoring program, and 


programs 


42 were reviewed by a core team for the 
first time this year. 

However, 25 of those 42 had received 
some LD tutoring in elementary school 
without a core evaluation, Director of 
Research and Planning Vincent Silluzio 
said 

Chief School Psychologist Joseph 
Massimo said Monday night that the 
amount of time available for preven- 
tative counseling with students, group 
counseling meetings, and consulting with 
teachers on behavior problems has 
decreased dramatically since Chapter 
766 came in 

“That's been one of the heartaches of 
the metamorphosis of the school 
psychologist’s job,"" he said, referring to 
the increased amount of time 
psychologists have had to spend with core 
evaluation team meetings. 


Massimo said that once a child is 
referred to a school official for special 
help, the staff has 30 days from the time a 
parent consents to an evaluation fo 
complete the evaluation and prescribe an 
educational plan. That plan is also sub- 
ject to the parents’ approval. 


John Cullinane estimated that 20 to 30 
percent of all referrals are handled 
without a Chapter 766 evaluation, such as 
with a language specialist in the 
classroom, or pairing with a big sister if 
there is an emotional void. 

Administrators were not in complete 
agreement on how a child's education 
plan is arrived at. Massimo said the 
evaluation team recommends the plan to 
a school administrator, Cullinane or his 
appointee, and he has the final decision. 

Jesse Grimes, the director of the LD 
program, said that was the process two 
months ago, but now the recom- 
mendation of the evaluation team goes. 

Cullinane said there is some confusion 
in different places in the state law, but 
now the core evaluation team's recom- 
mendation is followed. 


Four proposals for 
special ed. funds pass 


Four more proposals for the use of 
federal special education funds were 
approved by the School Committee 
Monday night and will be forwarded to 
the State Department of Education, the 
Granting agency for the U.S. Govern- 
ment 


Two of the proposals ask the state to 
allow Newton to transfer some of the 
Money already allocated to the schools 
here. 

One of these is for $4600 to run a sum- 
Mer recreation program for the multiply 
handicapped children at Countryside 
School. That would provide two teachers, 
aides, and transportation. 

Also from surplus money, some of 
which was held in reserve in the begin- 
ning of the year and some which was 
tmexpended because of delayed hirings, 
will be $19,730 for summer training 
Projects for about 35 regular classroom 
and special education teachers. 

One new “‘minigrant" proposal asks for 
funding of a part-time person at $6000 a 
year to serve as a community contact 
with parents, schools, and agencies in the 


city that serve special education 
children. 

John Cullinane, director of special 
education services, hopes this person 
would form a standing committee of all 
community agencies involved in parent 
education. This group would exchange 
information among members, assess 
needs in the city, and become a com- 
Munity-wide parent education planning 
Sroup 

The second application requests $8000 
tohire a part-time teacher and pay two or 
three work-study wages to train han- 
dicapped high school students to main- 
tain and repair audio-visual equipment. 

Cullinane and James Robison, head of 
the media center in the Education Center, 
feel two or three students can be trained 
by a parttime teacher who will earn 
$5500, and the students will be paid a total 
of $2000. This grant would also save on 
maintenance costs, Robison said. 

This is about the sixth application for a 
minigrant made by the Newton schools to 
the state, and Cullinane expects that 
Newton may receive funding for two. 


Opposition increasing to 
country club development 


‘Ihe Newton-Commonwealth Im- 
Provement Association at its recent 
Meeting voted to hire the firm of Sarah 
Peskin Associates to help develop 
Proposals other than the construction of a 
16-20-story apartment house on the 
Chestnut Hill Country Cub land. 

The association is strongly opposed to 
the sale of the land to Carabetta En- 
terprises, which plans between 500 and 
700 apartments on the site. 

The Newton-Commonwealth Im- 
Provement Association is circulating 
Petitions against the proposal. 

The major problem is traffic, ac-

cording to one member, Dr. Steven 
Anapolle. Not only is the group concerned 
about access to the development, it also 
fears that influx of additional traffic will 
be hazardous to the small children in the 
area. 


Carabetta lawyer Howard Levine said 
this week that plans, which will be 
discussed with neighborhood groups, and 
&@ request for a zone change for part of the 
land will be filed with the city no sooner 
than August. 


The requisite public hearing might then 
be held in September.

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Newton Metco will host 
400 students next year 


The School Committee unanimously 
passed a Metco proposal for 400 students 
tobe bused voluntarily to Newton schools 
next year, 

Metco Coordinator Ulysses Shelton 
presented the prooposal that represents 
an increase of 66 students over last year 
at a total cost to the state of $770,844. 

School Committeeman Alvin Mandell 
Joined in the vote for the the proposal, but 
Voiced his strong opposition to the way 
the state determines how much reim- 
bursement Newton should receive. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
Said the state Bureau of Equal 
Educational Opportunity (BEEO) in the 
Department of Education has been 
allocated $7.1 million for the Metco 
budget in next year's budget approved by 
the House of Representatives. 

Chairwoman Honora Kaplan pointed 
out that problems with state funding for 
Metco in past years stemmed from the 
House not passing the amount requested 
by the governor. 

Although the House has passed the 


budget, the Senate has not’ and the final 
decision on whether or not Newton's 
Metco proposal is accepted lies with the 
BEEO, Superintendent Fink said 

The new Metco minority students next 
year would be entering grades 1to 3in 12 
elementary schools. The schools that 
have agreed to accept new students are 
Beethoven, Burr, Carr, Claflin, Davis, 
Franklin, Horace Mann, Mason-Rice, 
Memorial-Spaulding, Oak Hill, Peirce, 
and Ward. 

Students would be added to classes 
where there are fewer than 25 students, 
Shelton said. None of the schools that 
would be affected by school closings were 
considered. 

Seven Metco students are expected to 
#raduate from high school this year, so 
the total of new Metco students will be 73 

School Committee member Katherine 
Jones, the previous coordinator for 
Newton's Metco program, asked about 
the 21 third graders coming into to 
Newton schools in the fall 

Shelton said Metco prefers to have 


students start in the program in first or 
second grade, but if the Boston students 
and their families and the Newton 
teachers are willing, older students will 
join the program 

For the new 73 students, there will be 
an increase in support staff by one 
counselor and about . half each of a social 
worker and psychologist. These new 
people will also provide services in the 
secondary schools 


There will be a total of 10.1 persons paid 
out of Newton's Metco budget, totaling 
almost $200,000 


There is also $60,000 in the budget for 
tutorial help, $276,000 for classroom 
teachers, and $207,000 for transportation 

Shelton said that the under the state 
formula, Newton cannot charge for 
classroom teachers for 236 students, 
since their placement in classes does not 
create an additional need for staff. 

Next year there will be 9 Metco 
students in the junior highs and 25 in the 
high schools

Bellotti on 


the spot 


Attorney General Francis X. Bellotti is on 
the spot as a result of the startling charges 
in court that Albert F. (Toots) Manzi and 
William V. Masiello tried to raise $500,000 in 
1972 to promote ex-Governor John A. Volpe 
for the Vice Presidency. 

Many people consider the allegation un- 
realistic since Volpe lost his chance to be 
Vice President in 1968 because of a coup by 
Senator Edward W. Brooke and was not a 
candidate for VP in 1972. 

Beacon Hill observers are waiting to 
learn what evidence Attorney General 
Bellotti's staff obtained to justify and sup- 
port the unexpegted and surprising allega- 
tion by Assistant Attorney General Stephen 
R. Delinsky 

No evidence of that nature came out 
during the trial of former State Senators 
Joseph J. C. DiCarlo and Ronald MacKen- 
zie, both now confined to a federal prison in 
Pennsylvania after being convicted of extor- 
tion 

Former U.S. Attorney James N. Gabriel 
would himself be in an extremely awkward 
position if such information were known 
during the DiCarlo-MacKenzie trial and he 
did nothing about it. 

But the handling of the case by Gabriel. a 
Republican, is considered to have been im- 
peccable and has been commended by 
Gabriel's Democratic successor, Edward F. 
Harrington of Needham. 

Some believe the information on which 
the charges involving Volpe were based, 
came from an MBM official who told a 
member of Bellotti’s staff he was ap- 
proached for a contribution to a $500,000 
fund being raised to finance a Vice 
Presidential campaign by Volpe. 

The big question, of course, is whether 
such a statement can be supported and 
whether it will stand up under cross- 
examination in a court of law, 

If the evidence proves flimsy and does not 
warrant the sensational allegation, many 
people will consider it a cheap political ploy, 
and Bellotti will be hurt in his bid for re- 
election next November. 

Volpe, who defeated Bellotti for the 
governorship in 1964. has been muddied un- 
justifiably. There is no indication whatever 
that Volpe knew of any move to raise a huge 
campaign chest for him in 1972 when he 
wasn't a candidate for the Vice Presidency 
or any other office—if there was such an ef- 
fort. 

In the normal course of events, Manzi and 
Masiello will be tried next September. That 
would be in time to have an impact upon the 
November election. 

Developments at the trial could become 
an issue in Bellotti's campaign for re- 
election. If the evidence is found to be too 
flimsy to stand up in court, Bellotti would 
find himself in an uncharacteristic posture 
of irresponsibility. 

The majority opinion is that Bellotti has 
been a good Attorney General. He has been 
more liberal than he had been previously in 
his political life. He has appeared to be 
responsible, hard-working, trying to do the 
right thing. It has not been his style to allow 
any charges to be made which cannot be 
backed up by solid evidence. 

If the allegation that Manzi and Masiello 
tried to raise a $500,000 vice presidential 
campaign fund for Volpe backfires on him, 
Bellotti could find himself in serious 
political trouble next autumn. His public 
career would be placed in jeopardy.

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What kept them from Washington?

BOSTON (UPI) — The way some Massachusetts 
politicians are avoiding going to Congress, which meets 
regularly in Washington and irregularly just about 
anywhere there's a free junket, one would think a new 
strain of Yellow Fever had been found in Foggy Bottom. 

Since January, two popular and prominent Democrats 
who demonstrated considerable popularity among a 
Majority of the voters in 1974, have sacrificed a campaign 
for the U.S. Senate because they didn't like Washington. 

A third politician, a Republican popular among the 
voters of Middlesex County, may decide to stay out of the 
5th District congressional campaign because the 
Washington lifestyle doesn't excite him. 

What is it about our nation’s capital that is so repugnant 
to cosmopolitans from Massachusetts, yet so appealing to 
Good ole’ country boys from Georgia? 

Or is it simply that Massachusetts truly is a “special 
Place" as the Dukakis administration cheerleaders in the 
Office of Commerce and Development are so fond of 
reminding us? 

Perhaps there are clues in what the latest Washington- 
haters had tosay about the Seat of the Seat of Power. 

“T have some reservations about what Washington 
means in terms of maintaining a family. | have a young 
family,"" Secretary of State Paul Guzzi said in an in 
terview Jan. 13 

“If I have roots they're in Boston and Massachusetts. 
T've been to Washington and I've seen what that's all 
about," Lt Gov. Thomas P. O'Neill III said in an in 
terview May 15. 

“Washington?” Middlesex County Sheriff John J 
Buckley said with a chuckle May 17. ''The lifestyle doesn't 
excite me.” 

Although the lifestyle doesn't excite Buckley — and 
that's understandable since he is a former seminarian 
and furniture salesman — the $52,000 salary paid 
congressmen certainly excites his two sons who grumbled 
about Dad's paycheck during a pickup basketball game 
last week. 

Buckley will make up his mind soon whether to run for 
Rep. Paul E. Tsongas’ seat and those close to him are 
betting he opts for the congressional campaign. 

If he runs for Congress and gets elected does that mean 
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Buckley is a traitor? That he has warped values? Hmmm- 
m. Could be. 

Just look at the examples set by Paul Guzzi and Tommy 
O'Neill. 

Were they concerned about job security and political 
viability when they decided not to challenge Sen. Edward 
W. Brooke, R-Mass? 

No, 

The challenge excited them but the prospect of 
defeating Brooke, who some cynics would say can’t be 


beat, and being forced to take wives and children to 
Georgetown, or McLean, or Chevy Chase turned them off. 

Not only are those lush suburbs provincial outposts 
compared to Beacon Hill and Newton, but Washington has 
an unwholesome reputation as a hangout for bagmen, 
unindicted co-conspirators, and greenthumbed 
congressmen.

Reflections on the Howard Ferguson Field

I suppose it isn't every day that one has a baseball field 
(or anything else for that matter) named after one, and as 
I watched the recipient of this honor last week, his ac- 
complishments marched through my mind. 

As a baseball coach, Howard L. Ferguson's (or Fergie, 
or universally ‘‘Coach’’) tearns won 334, lost 117 and tied 7 
games over 23 seasons that spanned a period from 1948 to 
1970. Those teams won 12 Suburban League titles and co- 
titles, four Eastern Massachusetts crowns and the state 
championship in 1955. 

Recognized by his peers as a leader, he was elected 
president of the Massachusetts State Coaches Association 
in 1963. In 1969, the National Federation of High School 
Baseball Coaches named Fergie coach of the year for 
District One. The American Association of Coaches made 
Howard the coach of the year in the New England states, 
also in 1969. The Massachusetts State Coaches Association 
honored Coach Ferguson in 1970 with the Charles Linehan 
award. 

Jim Ronayne, athletic director at Newton North High 
School, was the master of ceremonies for a brief field 
dedication presentation held at home plate. 

Ed Franktman, former Newton player and coach, gave 
some insight into Coach Ferguson as a man when he 
discussed phone calls to players the night before big 
games to help them through nervous times or because he

The principal of Newton North, Dick Mechem, whose 
sons played for Coach Ferguson, thanked him for the 
honors and cohesiveness that the sport brought to Newton

Dear Mr. Mosher: 

I have written to you in the past ex- 
pressing my disapproval of drive-in teller 
windows because I believe they create 
rrfiic congestion, contribute to air 
pollution and endanger school children 

Plans for such a window at your Waban 
branch are, in my opinion, ill-advised, As 
I have pointed out to you before, 
customers use drive-in windows for 
lengthy transactions, tying up in- 
tersections even though the bank claims 
that such extensive use is not intended. 

The bank has, in the past, failed to 
instruct tellers to perfrom only the 
simplest functions. Thus, we have 
congested conditions like Union Street in 
Newton Centre. 

There is no reason whatsoever for 
drive-in service at Waban Square. There 
is ample parking a few steps from the 
bank's door, No one can say that they 
cannot find a space near the building 
even al the busiest hours. Yet you insist 
on altering the peace and quiet of Waban 
Square by encouraging running engines, 
by asking cars to make an awkward, and 
probably hazardous, ingress and egress 
to the window and by endangering the 
youngsters crossing to the school and the 
library. 

It may be good business to use drive-in 
tellers where parking is non-existent and 
where cars waiting in line do so on bank 
property, not on public streets. The bank 
has already made Union Street more 
hazardous. I urge you not to repeat this 
folly in Waban Square. 

You once wrote me that Newton women 
want drive-in windows to protect their 

‘coiffures.” 

I suggest the bank supply such 
customers with rain iats or umbrellas.

During his first term in the Legislature, 
Rep, DeNucci has been a strong advocate 
of legislation supporting the elderly.

Last year, through the Committee on 
Health Care, Rep.

Have you ever considered that your marriage would be 
much happier if you were ‘just friends.” There's an at- 
titude which seems to be increasing that ‘marriage spoils 
a lot of goo friendships.” If this is happening, it may be 
eople acted as friends before marriage, and 

n ceased to act as friends after being married. 

Being a friend doesn't need to involve romance or sex. It 
may. Friendship doesn't need to involve responsibility for 
the other. Certainly it doesn't mean that there is a right to 
possess each other. In true friendship there is no element 

f judgment on each other. Friends accept each other as 
hey are, and they grow, each in his own right 
what happens in many marriages? Romance and 
re EXPECTED, in fact there's an old law in 
achusetts, I'm told, which makes it mandatory for a 
woman to have sexual relationships with her husband. 
Men in the past have thought of and treated their wives as 
hough they were possessions — expecting certain duties 
cluding sex), giving orders, scolding when they fall 
short. Women sometimes possess their husbands 
constantly watching them, accusing them of any sign of

interest in another woman. All this creates a condition of 
judument so that neither is a free person, one is a 
prisoner, the other the jailer. Call it male chauvinism or a 
woman's intuition turning into scorn, it comes out the 
same way. mistrust, loss of interest in the other, hatred, 
trouble and often separation and divorce. 

When I find this situation between a husband and wife in 
the counseling situation, I often call my Irish Setter, 
Brandywine, and give her orders: ‘Brandy, sit.” Brandy 
sits. “Lie down."’ Brandy lies down. ‘‘Shake."” Brandy 
extends her “hand.” Then, I'll say to my quarreling 
husband and wife, “You see, I can give orders to my dog 
because she’s a dog. I’m the master. I own her, I have a 
chain and leash around her to control her. I've trained her 
to obey my orders. But you are persons, not dogs. Why do 
you treat each other in a dog-master relationship?” 

My counselees are usually intelligent people and often 
say, “I never thought of it that way.” But the problem is 
that this pattern is embedded deeply in their patterns of 
conduct, learned very often from their parents, not even 
considering that there's any other way. Well, there is 
another way — a better way. 

That better way is a marriage where there's genuine 





friendship. I call it a reciprocal relationship. You get 
away from any token of ownership of each other, any 
jealousy, any judgment. You are both free persons. You 


enjoy each other, but do not have to give up your integrity © 


as an individual. All that you share together you share 
because you really like each other, love each other and 
want to “fit” together. There's no compulsion. 

Thad business dealings with a man recently and in our 
conversations he said to me, “We've been married 11 
years and in that time we have had not one quarrel.” I 
said, “That's the way it should be. Marriage shouldn't be 
a combat zone." I hope yours isn’t.

Hospital volunteers manage 450 years of service here 


More than 450 years worth of service 
donated to Newton— Wellesley Hospital 
by 50 volunteers were recognized May 9 
at a special National Hospital Week 
volunteer ceremony. 

The group of volunteers who were 
honored represent both the Hospital Aid 
Association and the hospital in-service 
group. The two groups gave the hospital 
over 40,000 hours of service during 1977

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Boston Archdiocese grew, 
Official statistics indicate 


Official statistics on the U. S. Catholic 
Church for 1978 reveal that the 
Archdiocese of Boston is up in the total 
number of priests, converts to 
Catholicism, baptisms, and Ppepulation, 
but down over last year in the number of 
nuns, religious brothers, seminarians, 
college and university students. 

The local figures are part of a coun- 
'rywide profile by P. J. Kenedy & Sons, 
New York publishers of ‘The Official 
Catholic Directory.” The new annual 
directory is the 146th printed by the firm 
since the first directory was issued in 
1817. 

Figures are ascertained in the 
respective dioceses and submitted to the 
publishing house, where they are collated 
and included in a chart tabulating the 
status of the entire church in this country. 
Statistics are provided in 64 categories, 
The chart is an integral part of the annual 
Directory. 

For the second time, the 1978 Directory 
includes the category Permanent 
Deacons, listing 71 for Boston (36 last 
year), 212 for all af New England (133 in 
1977), and 2,498 for the country (1900 in 
1977). Boston is the second largest 
Archdiocese in the nation after Chicago. 

Boston currently has a total of 2502 
priests, an increase of 97 over 1977. Of the 
total, 1347 are diocesan or secular clergy, 
and 1155 are members of religious 
communities or orders. There are also 
224 religious brothers (two fewer than 
las! year) and a total of 338,785 students 
under Catholic instruction (as compared 
with 349,701 for 1977 and 346,286 for 1976). 

The total number of baptisms now, 
infant and adult together, om last year. 
Masriages: 11,482 now and 11,641 is 
27,726, up 561 f in 1977. 

The Catholic population of the 2500- 
square-mile area is now 2,026,247, an 
increase of 6,857 over 1977; figure for the 
total population is 5,789,478, an increase 
this year of 249,778 over last year's 
5,939,700. 

Among the figures trending downward 
are the following: total sisters, 4997, as 
opposed to 5092 last year. Also down are 
the numbers of seminarians: 458 vs. 467;

Freda Rebelsky of Newton, professor of 
psychology in the College of Liberal Arts, 
Boston University, has received a Met- 
calf Award for excellence in teaching 


The award, endowed by a gift from 
Arthur G.B. Metcalf, president of the 
Elec'ronics Corporation of America and 
chairman of the Board of Trustees of 
Boston University, is one of three given 
annually to finalists in the competition far 
he Metcalf Cup and Prize. 


Ms. Rebelsky earned a B.A. in 
philosophy and law and an M.A. in human 
development in four years at the 
University of Chicago. She later received 
a Ph.D. in developmental psychology 
from Harvard University. President of 
the Massachusetts Children's Lobby and 
he co-editor of a 17-volume series on 
human development, Ms. Rebelsky was 
he first to be given the Distinguished 
Teacher of Psychology Award by the 
American Psychological Association. 

The Metcalf Cup, Prize and Awards are 
4 concrete expression of Boston 
University's intent to recognize and 
advance teacher— scholars, according to 
Boston University President John Silber. 








Freda Rebelsky 


Brandwein chosen for 
one year of study abroad 


Naftali C. Brandwein of Newton is one 
of the two Brandeis University faculty 
members who are first recipients of the 
new Sir Isaac Wolfson Prize which un- 
derwrites a year of independent research 
and study in Israel 

Brandwein, the Rose B. and Joseph H 
Cohen Professor of Modern Hebrew 
Literature, and Benson Saler, associate 
professor of anthropology, will receive 
appointments as visiting professors at 
Israeli universities for the academic year 
1978-79, 

The Wolfson Prize was created through 
the Sir Isaac and Lady Wolfson 
Charitable Trust to “'stimulate close 
relationships" between the faculty of 
Brandeis and the faculties of seven 
Israeli institutions of higher learning. 

Sir Isaac Wolfson has been a British 
merchandising executive whose retail 
stores and mail order sales firm are 
among the largest in Great Britain. The 
Wolfson Prize was established in honor of 
Sir Isaac's 80th birthday. 

Prof. Brandwein, an internationally 
recognized Hebrew scholar, will conduct 
his research in Jerusalem and 


surrounding environs, 
“T hope to determine whether there is 


any uniform scale of criticism that can be 
applied to literature in any language," he 
explained 

This will be a study in the 
methodology of the criticism of 
literature particularly Hebrew 
literature. I will use various theories of 
literature ranging from Plato to the 
present time, in order to systemize a 
scale unique to the interpretation, 
evaluation and judgment of Hebrew 
literature. 

‘I'm looking for a set of keys to open 
(he various layers of literature from the 
Biblical to modern,” he said. 

Prof. Brandwein's wife, Miriam, and 
daughter, Leila, a Brandeis sophomore, 
will accompany him to Israel. He expects 
to publish “Shattered Prayers,” his 
second volume of poetry, while in Israel 
more 

He is the author of five books including 
“Asher Baras: Selection and Critical 
Analysis,’ “The Poet of the Decline: A 
Study of the Strem of Consciousness in 
Modern Hebrew Literature,” and ‘In the 
Courtyards of Jerusalem." The latter is a 
collection of short stories which was 
awarded the Louis Lamed Prize for 
Hebrew literature in the United States

Recent research on human develop- 
ment and condition suggest that people 
must find ways to keep their living 
conditions green and natural. In fact, the 
research suggests that if people remove 

















your home is comfortable for you, it will 
probably be equally comfortable for your 
plant. When the humidity goes down 
(usually in the winter months) to the 
point that you begin to notice it, your 
plants will undoubtedly begin to feel it 
too. In a case of low humidity it will be 
necessary to add some water mist to the 
plant's environment. 

An important consideration for indoor 
plants is lighting. Different plants usually 
live under different conditions and that 
usually means different lighting 
































Putting these plants into direct sun can 
cause them to grow weakly with thin, soft 
new growth. Plants not accustomed to 
direct sun will react much like humans 
under the same conditions. 

Watch for the tips of the leaves for 
browning and wilting. Be alert to spots 
developing. Along with these symptoms, 
tropical plants may also develop a 
yellow, bleached appearance, and too 
much lifht usually is the culprit.

The butcher, the baker and the can- 
destick maker whose rub-a-dub tubbing 
have endeared them to generations of 
school children are gaining a broader 
constituency.

Evolving from the popular home spa 
and therapeutic whirlpool bath, ‘hot 
tubs’’ were developed a few years ago in 
California and now, according to the 
National Swimming Pool Institute, are 
gaining in popularity all across the 
country. 


The tubs are something like open 
barrels, generally constructed of red- 
wood, but also available in oak or aspen. 
They range in diameter from four to ten 
feet and may be installed indoors or 
outdoors.

Water temperatures can be varied to suit 
the tastes of the tubers. 


While “hot tubs” are a relatively new 
development, the principle dates from 
ancient times when travellers covered 
miles just to enjoy the therapeutic 
benefits of natural hot springs. 


Hydrotherapy baths have long been 
Prescribed by doctors for relief of muscle 
pains, poor circulation and nervous 
tension. Fitness and beauty experts 
recommend hydro massage to relax tired 
muscles, induce restful sleep, stimulate 
circulation and tone skin muscles. 


It was these benefits that led to the still- 
growing popularity of spas in health 
clubs, hotels, resorts and private homes. 
Installed indoors or outdoors, many are 
built like small swimming pools, but 
others are bathtub-sized fiberglass 
structures prefabricated in a variety of 
shapes. 


Information on spas and hot tubs is 
availble through most swimming pool 
builders who also handle pool ac- 
cessories, says the NSPI.

Fluorescent 
lamps produce up to five 
times as much light for the 
same amount of energy and 
last up to ten times as long.

Probate register appointee 
seeking election to post 


Middlesex County Register of Probate 
Paul J. Cavanaugh, (D-Medford) has 
announced his candidacy for election to 
the office. 

Cavanaugh, a _ former _ state 
representative and current member of 
he Medford City Council’ a position from 
which he has pledged to resign upon 
election, is 42 and is an attorney. He was 
appointed register by Governor Michael 
Dukakis on Jan. 23 after confirmation by 
the Governor's Council. 

A graduate of Medford High School, 
Suffolk University, A.B., and Suffolk 
University Law School, LLB, Cavanaugh 
was admitted to the Massachusetts Bar in 
1959; however, by Supreme Judicial 
Court rule, no register of probate may 
practice law while holding that position. 

Cavanaugh stated, “As the present 
repister of probate, having been ap- 
pointed to fill the vacancy created by the 
resignation of my predecessor and friend 
John V. Harvey, I have been able to deal 
first-hand with the day to day ad- 
ministration of the Middlesex Probate 
Court which concerns itself with wills, 
eslale, adoptions, divorces, and related 
matters, 

“During the time in which I have 
served, I have endeavored to introduce 
reforms beneficial to the public as well as 
he Bar, ultimately leading to the more 
efficient administration of justice. 

‘The Middlesex Probate Court, with a 
combined state and county budget of over 
$1 million, has been and shall continue to 
be run professionally and not politically.” 

Cavanaugh said, ‘‘I have stated a 
policy prohibiting employees of the 
Middlesex Registry of Probate from 
making financial contributions to my 
campaign. The Registry will. under my 
administration’ remain free of politics. 
This is not a promise but the current 
practice of the Middlesex Registry of 
Probate. It is a policy which I shall 
continue when elected for a full six-year 
erm 

“When appointed, I was fortunate to 
find a most capable and knowledgeable 
staff. I have made every effort to keep the

He said that AID’s foreign service 
officers get an annual salary of $31,139, 
about $6,000 more a year than their 
counterparts at the State Department, 
which is in charge of foreign policy. 

He also said AID employes are over- 
ranked and over-age because 51.5 per 
cent are in the top three pay grades and 
only 6 per cent in the lowest three pay 
grades. 

And too many of them, Proxmire 
complained, are serving in Washington — 
64.5 per cent, compared to 35.5 per cent in 
the field.

Miofenson favors House rules reform

State Rep. David J. Mofenson (D- 
Newton), House chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Human Services and Elderly 
Affairs, has sent a memo to the Coalition 
for Legislative Reform, raising questions

In a 15-page memorandum, Mofenson 
wrote to the coalition, ‘Rules reform is

“While some of the proposals are quite 
meritorious conceptually, I have some 
serious doubts as to how they would be 
implemented in practice. I have an 
uneasy feeling that some of the reform 
goals could backfire. This does not mean 
that I think you should cease in your 
efforts to spearhead procedural reform,” 
Mofenson continued. ‘Rather I suggest 
(as a fellow reformer) that you take steps 
to refine your proposais before formally 
submitting them for consideration.” The

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The Green 
Thumb 


By GEORGE ABRAHAM 

HUMMINGBIRDS; With proper plants you can attract 
hummingbirds around your home all summer long. These 
beneficial birds are effective insect catchers and great 
pollinators of many types of flowers. They are found only 
inthe America's and there's no reason why you can't have 
them in your own garden. Here are some plants that will 
attract them; Fuchsia, bush and vine honeysuckle 
(Lonicers), trumpet vine (Campsis), Columbine, Bee 
balm, Monarda), Lilac (Syringa), Weigela, poker plant 
(kniphofia), Monkey flower (mimulus), Hollyhock 
‘Althaea and rose of Sharon), Coral Bells (Heuchera), 
flowering tobacco i Nicotiana, petunias, salvias and 
dozens of others. 

As most people know, the hummingbird is the only one 
thal can fly backward. These busy birds get protein from 
insects nabbed in midair, and get carbohydrates from 
nectar in flowers. One whimsical bird lover estimated 
that every hummingbird needs to visit around 1000 
flowers daily to keep alive. This is the same as saying 
you'd have to eat about 370 Ibs. of boiled potatoes a day to 
keep up with what the hummingbird does daily. Hummers 
ea! twice their weight in nectar every 24 hours, and while 
they're doing this they are pollinating flowers 

If you want to give these birds an extra treat, install an 
inexpensive feeder that works by gravity. It's simply a 
bottle with a mixture of red or orange liquid (they go for 
red flowers best) and sugar. We fill our feeder with | part 
suyar to four of water, with a little red vegetable coloring. 
Some people boil the sugar and water to keep the crystals 
from settling out 

CIGARETTE BUTTS: Are cigarette ashes or cigar 
butts, or old coffee poured on the soil, good for house 
plants? No, there's no nutrition in nicotine or caffeine to 
help the plants. You can pul the stubs in water and make a 
weak tea to pour on soil to kill house plant pests around 
the roots. A potted plant makes a good garbage recep- 
tacle. You might better pul these waste products in the 
compost pile, or make yourself a kitchen can composter. 

GREEN THUMB CLINIC; “Is it safe to use water from 
our water softener for house plants?" 

Ans, Yes, pour off a gallon of softened water, then add 1 
tablespoon of gypsum (calcium sulfate) to the water. This 
cancels out the sodium in the softened water and brings in 
the calcium (harmless to plants.) 


WORMY RADISHES: How can you keep radishes from 
getting wormy? We've had all kinds of suggestions from 
organic and chemical gardeners and will pass them along 
to you: (1) Dust wood ashes over the seed as soon as 
planted. Works in some instances, but not ependable. (2 
Soak the seed in kerosone for 10 minutes and plant while 
wet. Some who tried this say it works, others say it’s a 
waste of time, (3) Treat the soi) with an application of a 
broad-spectrum insecticide like Spectracide, a name used 
interchangeably with Diazinon, an ingredient that's ef- 
fective against more than 120 insects. You can apply the 
material over the row, or on the soil before sowing the 
seed, Do not use the same formulation of Diazinon on 
lawns, Rather use the granular types in a lawn spreader 
for fighting ants, chinch bugs, white grubs, sod webworms 
and other damaging lawn pests. 

Another way to use Spectracide is to put a little around 
each plant | tomatoes, peppers, etc.) to thwart the greasey 
cutworm. This C-shaped, grayish caterpillar hides under 
Stones and leaves, during the day, then comes out at night 
to cut off transplants at soil level. You can tell cul worm 
injury from rabbit injury this way: 

If the plantis cut off close to the ground, it’s the work of 
cutworms, If cut off at a sharp slant, it's rabbits. Spec- 
tracide or any other pesticide will not repel rabbits, but 
will check cut worms. One way to keep rabbits out is to 
mix some tabasco sauce with one of the anti-desiceants 
found in garden stores, Mix 1 tablespoon of either Tabasco 
sauce or Louisiana Hot Sauce with } gallon of water. To 
Take the sauce stick, use an antidesiccant such as 2 
tablespoons of Vapor-Gard or 4 tablespoons of Wilt-pruf to 
each gallon of water. Spray lhis mixture on your plants 
Good for keeping cats and dogs away, also. 

GREEN THUMB CLINIC: ‘We want to buy a new lawn 
Mower. My husband says we should get the type with a 
mulcher on. Is it worth the extra cost?” 

Ans: They need extra horsepower todo the job, they are 
heavier and more expensive. If you mow your lwan 
regularly, no reason why you can’t leave the clippings on 
the lawn, without the added expense of using a mulcher. A 
regular mower does a pretty good job chewing up the 
clippings and putting them back on the lawn where they 
belong. 

Lawn clippings are not a cuase for thatch, as is com- 
monly believed. They break down within a few weeks, 
returning nitrogen to the soil, which actually helps to 
deter formation of thatch.

Book review 


Hemingway and Fitzgerald 


By PATRICIA MAIN 
Matthew J. Bruccoli. ‘Scott and Ernest: 
The Authority of Failure and the 
Authority of Success." Random House, 
1978, 168 pp. $8.95. 

F. Scott Fitzgerald and Ernest 
Hemingway first met in April 1925 in the 
Dingo Bar in Paris, “The Great Gatsby” 
of Fitzgerald had just been published 

“This Side of Paradise’ and “The 
Beautiful and Damned" were already in 
print) and Fitzgerald was more or less of 
a celebrated writer 

Hemingway had one pamphlet 
published by Ezra Pound and was almost 
unknown, 

Yet from the beginning of their 
friendship the famous author Fitzgerald 
was awed by the apprentice. He was 
impressed by two aspects of the begin- 
ning legend of Hemingway, his reputation 
as a war hero and as an athlete. Years 
later, Hemingway celebrates in print 
their first meetings in Paris in ‘A 
Moveable Feast.'’ They become close 
friends and Hemingway chooses Maxwell 
Perkins at Scribners to be his editor at 
Fitzgerald's recommendation. 

The extent of their friendship is at- 
tested to by the sur viving letters to each 
other; 54 pieces of correspondence are 
extant. The rising star of Hemingway's 
career coincides with the decline of Scott 
Fitzgerald, brought on by Fitzgerald's 
alcoholism and the various breakdowns 
of his wife, Zelda 

Hemingway claims the credit for the 
first to say Zelda was insane: he blames 
her for Scott's turbulent life and calls 
Scott on several occasions the tragedy of 
American letters. Scott's novel ‘Tender 
Is The Night," a story about a psychiatric

patient who marries a psychiatrist and 
brings about his ruin, is Hemingway's 
favorite Fitzgerald novel. 

A mutual acquaintance, Robert 
McAlmon, a Paris publisher, starts a 
vicious rumor among acquaintances that 
Scott and Ernest are homosexuals and 
Hemingway, upon hearing it, smashes 
McAlmon in the mouth in a Paris bar. An 
equally famous episode is the 
Hemingway— Callaghan boxing match 
with Fitzgerald as timekeeper. Scott 
forgets to call the time and Hemingway is 
knocked down. 

Fitzgerald went to Hollywood in 1931 to 
work as scriptwriter and continued to sell 
stories to the Saturday Evening Post. 
This was beneath the dignity of Ernest, 
although Scott was paid as much as $4,000 
per story. They both later write 
simultaneously for Esquire magazine, 
but Hemingway objects to Fitzgerald's 
essay ‘The Crack-up."’ Hemingway feels 
Fitzgerald is a hopeless romantic and 
puts a reference to “poor Scott Fit- 
zgerald” in his celebrated story ‘The 
Snows of Kilimanjaro,” which Scott 
demands he delete. Subsequently, the 
deletion is made. 

Hemingway goes to Spain in 1937 as a 
war correspondent and Fitzgerald moves 
to Hollywood permanently, hospitalizing 
Zelda in North Carolina. Scott's work on 
“The Last Tycoon” is terminated by his 
heart attack and death in Hollywood in 
1940. Hemingway has just published ‘‘For 
Whom The Bell Tolls" and is a public and 
financial success. more 

Scott Fitzgerald and Ernest 
Hemingway loved to dramatize them- 
selves. Fitzgerald played the ruined 
genius, Hemningway the titanic success. 
Professor Bruccoli has written a mar- 
velously accurate and meticulous ac- 
count of their friendship and subsequent 
estrangement. Photographs and fac- 
simile reproductions of letters are in- 
cluded. Scottie Fitzgerald, Scott's 
daughter, and Mary Hemingway, 
Ernest's widow, gave access to the letters 
and much information, A chronology of 
the friendship from meeting to meeting is 
given. 

Hemingway outlived Scott Fitzgerald 
by 21 years. During this time he became 
America's most writer. During this time 
also there was a Scott Fitzgerald revival. 
Today Fitzgerald stands not as a failure, 
bul as a tragic success, and Hemingway 
died by his own hand in Idaho. 

“Scott and Ernest”’ makes fascinating 
reading and is available at the Newton 
Main Library and at any of the 10 
branches upon request.

The Long Distance Runner isn’t Lonely Anymore: 





A Guide To Fun Runs In The Suburbs 





Fun runners don’t run for 


any prize, for a laurel 
wreath or a medal. They 


ust run to test themselves - 


— to see if all those 5 am 
runs tn the dark or the 


afternoon jogs through 
traffic have all been 
worthewhile.

Runners, take your mark ... get 
set... go! Seven words. You never 
thought you would be doing this. 
And yet, here you are, nervously 
pacing the makeshift starting line. 
You try to remember all of Doctor 
Sheehan's “Magic Six" warm-up 
exercises... the hamstring 
stretcher, the calf stretcher. You 
fight that empty feeling in your 
stomach, Swallow the yawn. Don’t 
give in to those second thoughts 
... the anxiety, the apprehension. 
And then it comes. That last tense 
moment of silence that seems to 
never end until ... the gun. You're 
off, running your first race. 

You don't run for any prize, for a 
laurel wreath or a medal. You just 
Tun to test yourself. To see if it has 
all been worthwhile — the 5 am 
runs in the dark, the afternoon jogs 
through traffic in the winter when 
the only place you can hope to keep 
your balance is in the street, the 
endurance of snickers and 
comments made by friends and 
neighbors. You are participating in 
one of the fastest growing sports in 
Boston's suburbs — competitive 
running or racing. 

Increasingly, Saturday and 
Sunday mornings and weekday 
nights are being given over to 
races, which can range from one 
and a half mile sprint to a half 
marathon (13 miles). They are 
sponsored by American Legions, 
Knights of Columbus, YWs and 
YMs, sports clubs, non-profit 





organizations and individual lovers 
of the sport. You don’t have to 
worry too much about the field. Bill 
Rodgers probably won't be there. 
Nor will Elenora Demendonca or 
Randy Thomas. You will be 
running against that same guy who 
lives down the block — the one 
who waves to you during your 
morning runs. And you might even 
see the mother of four who sits 
behind you at church. Your son's 
friend from school running with his 
parents. Even your butcher, and 
you could swear he’s in his 60s. 

According to Rick Bayko, 
President and Editor of Yankee 
Runner, there is a social ax well as 
a competitive aspect to these races. 
“Most people who go out and do 
their two to three miles a day think 
racing is scary at first. But then 
they get into it and love it.” 

In fact, Bayko explains, most of 
the participants were fairly non- 
athletic in the past, but got turned 
‘on to running and now to racing. 
One third to one half of the field in 
any race is made up of people who 
go every week. 

Paul Koch of Marathon Sports, a 
“runner’s candy store,” says “if 
you don’t race, you miss the peaks 
and the valleys.” Some want to see 
how hard they can run and others 
just want to enjoy the running. But

whatever the reason, the growing 
number of races in the suburbs is 
evidence that showing off what you 
can do is fun. 

Fred Brown of Medford has been 
the Long Distance Chairman for 
the A.A.U. for many years. A 
runner himself at 71, Brown 
remembers the days when there 
were only about 20 races a year 
that he had to worry. Now it is 
difficult just to keep abreast of 
what's going on. The adage “if a 
little is good, a lot is better” seems 
to have taken over, spurred by the 
all too supportive media and the 
accessible and attractive heroes and 
heroines of the sport. 

But how about you? You've 
never participated in any athletic 
competition? You wouldn't even 
know how to go about entering? 

First, you have to ask yourself a 
couple of key questions. Are you 
running at a consistent enough 
pace and on a regular basis to 
participate in a fun run 
competition? Do you have a feel for 
your capacity and limits, bgth in 
distance and speed? If you can 
answer both of these questions 
with a hearty yes, the only matter 
left is to find the right race. 

Your race selection should be 
fairly easy simply because there are 
80 many to choose from. Start with 





something you know you can 
handle. Maybe the Saturday 
morning two and a half miler 
around Fresh Pond in Cambridge is 
the most you want to attempt just 
now. If that’s too much, you can 
even try the half miler circling 
Brockton's D.W. Field Park. 
Feeling really psyched? Try a 
Mini-Marathon (10,000 meters; 
that is, six miles, 376 yards), the 
most popular of all races for 
women (there's one on May 27 in 
Beverly), or the ten miler in 
Merrimac. Need something closer 
to home? Call your local Y, the 
running or sports shop in your 
town (the employees are probably 
all runners, eager to give out advice 
and race applications) or the 
A.A.U. They can either tell you 
about the local races or tell you 
who to call. 

Another thing that makes these 
races fun is the cost. There is very 
little. Many are free, some are 
under a dollar, and the Cadillac of 
races is only about $3. So you can 
continue saving your pennies for 
that new pair of Nike ILD - 1000- 
Vs. 

So you've found and entered the 
right race. And here you are at the 
starting line. Nervous? So is almost 
everyone else. Scared? A little, but 
that also makes it more exciting to

‘The gun goes off and you're on 
your way ... pacing yourself, 
talking with the runners around 
you, encouraging those you pass to 
keep going, and experiencing the 
exhilaration of personal 
competition. Sound like fun? Well, 
it is. And now that we've tried to 
convince you of the merits of 
racing, let’s get down to the 
business of how to go about 
participating in some of the eyents 
around Metropolitan Boston. 

There are several ways to get in 
on the fun run action. For general 
information about them, one 
person to contact is Fred Brown, 
157 Walsh Street, Medford, 02155. 
He's the A.A.U. Long Distance 
Chairman. Send him a stamped, 
self-addressed envelope and he'll 
send you a schedule of the 
sanctioned races in the suburbs. 
Another alternative is to get in 
touch with Yankee Runner 
Magaaine, P.O. Box 237. 
Merrimac, 01860. For a $6 yearly 
subscription, YR publisher and 
President of the New England 
Road Runners Club will keep you 
posted on local races, and ler you 
know the times of the finishers

right in your area.

If Merlin and Deacon don’t steal 
your heart away, Kathy, Apollo 
and Dixie are sure to do it. Several 
times a day, these sea creatures 
cavort their way through a water 
show that combines humor, 
bravado, and gee-whiz tricks with 
sound scientific truths. The 
dolphin and sea lion shows aboard 
the floating pavillion “Discovery,” 
are one of the special features 
included in the price of admission 
to the New England Aquarium. 
Because the performances are 80 
much fun, it’s definitely worth 
planning your visit to coincide with 
showtime. 

You don't have to worry about 
children becoming too fidgety or 
verbose here. The atmosphere in 
the auditorium has a faintly circus 
like quality, and kids respond 
to it by showing interest and 
enthusiasm. Orange bleachers 
stretch up either side of 
“Discovery,” separated by a 45 
foot by 35 foot swimming pool, 
some 15 feet deep. Visibility is 


excellent no matter where you sit. 
At one end of the pool, a white 
shelf forms a small stage, although 
the water itself (filtered stuff 
straight from Boston Harbor) is the 
really important performing area 

As the show begins, the 
overhead theatrical lighting is 
dimmed and the piped in music 
toned down. Enter a sweet young 
lady, trainer and caretaker to a 
couple of adolescent sea lions. 
Next, from a door below the 
surface of the water, enter Merlin 
and Deacon. Merlin, a male, weighs 
in at 190 pounds and Deacon, a 
female, is comely at 145 pounds. 
Both are five years of age. We learn 
that they are mammals, and that 
they have two pairs of flippers. The 
larger front ones are noted for their 
strength, while the smaller pair to 
the rear are used as a steering 
mechanism. 

The animals pose on separate 
podium-like structures. They 
appear cals enjoying themselves 
and their good spirits are enhanced 
by the constant handouts of fresh 
fish, courtesy of their trainer. The 
sea lions begin their act by dash- 
ing out into the pool to retrieve a 
set of colored hoops. They ring the 
hoops around their thick necks and 
bring them back to the podiums, 
Deacon is the winner with three 
hoops to her credit, while Merlin 
has snared only two. Merlin, 


however, does himself proud in the 
high jump, leaping into the air to 
touch a plastic ball suspended over 
the pool. 

‘The sea lions appear sociable 
and convivial. They clap their 
flippers for each other in approval, 
and when Merlin makes a mistake 
in the act he covers his face with 
those same flippers. Deacon is a bit 
of a pest, constantly getting off her 
podium when it’s not her tum to 
perform, whacking her flipper at 
her trainer's legs. Her behavior is 
not unlike that of a persistant child 
who just can't stand to see her 
older sibling the center of atten- 
tion for a single second more. 

To demonstrate the strength of 
those front flippers, the two sea 
lions stand on their hands (hands?). 
Deacon struts back and forth 
across the stage in that position, 
finally plunging into the water. She 
then does an impromptu belly slide 
straight across the slippery stage, 
plunging into the water at the other 
side and then repeating the stunt 
several times to her trainer's 
chagrin. The two sea lions then get 
back to serious work and show us 
how they are able to balance a 
beachball on their noses, how they 
can even play catch by tossing it 
back and forth. Before cutting out, 
the two clap and bow and generally 
show us what fine fellows they are. 

Then it is time for the second 


act, this one featuring Kathy, 
Apollo and Dixie, three Atlantic 
bottlenose dolphins. These guys 
are considerably larger than the sea 
lions, weighing in at over 500 
pounds, 420 pounds, and 380 
pounds respectively. At 15, Kathy 
is the oldest performer in the show, 
and Dixie is the youngest at four. 
We are told that the dolphins are 
mammals too. We learn also that 
they use the blow hole on top of 
their dome-shaped heads for sound 
production as well as for breathing. 
The sounds they make are indeed 
strange. While the sea lions treated 
us to the hearty barking we might 
expect, the dolphins sound like a 
parcel of angry crows. They do 
something that combines the quali 
ties of a scream with those of a 
squeak, 

Dolphins, we discover, use their 
dorsal fin for stability, much the 
way a boat relies on its keel. Their 
tails are extremely powerful and 
can propel them at speeds up to 30 
miles per hour. In order to illus- 
trate this physical prowess, the 
trainer has the apimals paddle (fly? 
strut? swim?) rapidly across the 
pool standing on their tails, with 
about three-quarters of their body 
area out of the water. 

‘The most delightful of the 
dolphin tricks centered on syn- 
chronized jumping. Two of the 
animals would glide down the sides 


of the pool, rise into the air and 
pass through large plastic hoops at 
just the same moment. They also 
jumped over arcs of water and 
criss-crossed back and forth, 
making graceful jumps into the air 
at the same time. Just like water 
ballet! Unlike the sea lions, the 
dolphins never came out of the 
pool. 

One of the most fascinating 
aspects of the whole performance is 
the fact that the animals are 
actually training as well as 
performing. Their coaches explain 
the new maneuvers, telling us 
about the difficulties the animals 
are encountering in try to master a 
particular stunt. Kathy, for 
example, gets nervous when per 
forming with the other dolphins 
nearby in tricks where she is 
required to wear “eyecups.” (We 
never found out what it is she does 
with the eyecups on because she 
refused to cooperate.) Altogether, 
we felt that the animals were happy 
and well cared for, a feeling you 
can't always muster up at the 
circus. 

Notes: 

The dolphin and sea lion shows are 
held each day at 11:30 am, 2:30, 
and 4 pm, with an extra perform- 
ance Fridays at 7 pm. Each show 
lasts approximately 40 minutes. 
The “Discovery” holds over 1,000 
(Continued on page 11)

The Rendezvous and 
Matsu-Ya are the only 
Vietnamese and Korean 
restaurants in the Boston 
area and they both have 
the added attraction of 
offering excellent food at 
very reasonable prices.

In this day of Cantonese stir-fry, 
Benihana-style table theatrics, and 
Szechuan hot peppers that burn 
with a vengeance, it’s refreshing to 
find an Oriental restaurant which 
offers something different. 

Recently we discover two such 
restaurants, the Rendezvous 
Lounge and Matsu-Ya, within a 
mile of one another near Harvard 
Square in Cambridge. They 
happen to be, respectively, the only 
Vietnamese and Korean restau 
rants in the Boston area. They both 
have the added attraction of 
offering excellent food at very 
reasonable prices. 

Appearances can be deceiving at 
the Rendezvous Lounge, located at 
24 Holyoke Street behind Harvard 
Square. The upstairs is an utterly 
undistinguished grill and burger 
joint, to be avoided by all but 
pinball wizards. The Lounge iteelf, 
downstairs, is dimly lit and 
sparsely but tastefully decorated. 





Fresh flowers and candle lamps on 
each table lend the place a touch of 
class; the recorded chamber music 
in the background makes it almost 
elegant. The Rendezvous Lounge 
breathes romance; it’s a better spot 
for an intimate téte-a-téte than a 
family affair. 

The chief attraction of the 
Rendezvous is the food. The menu 
proffers a limited, thoughtful selec- 
tion of traditional Vietnamese 
dishes. It’s said that Vietnam was 
the only nation in Southeast Asia 
to have profited, culinarily 
speaking, from colonization; in any 
case the Rendezvous fare has 
a subtlety and finess which 
bespeak the French influence. The 
chef has an artist’s eye for detail. 
Each dish comes gracefully 
garnished, like a delicate water- 
color or miniature cornucopia. A 
young Vietnamese woman does the 
serving. Her poise and solicitude 
take one back to the days when 
service could be counted on to 
enhance a meal. 

For starters we ordered Cha 
Gia, Vietnamese spring rolls, 
which are miniscule rolls of rice 
paper, stuffed with pork and 
shrimp, and deep-fried for mere 
seconds to retain their aucculence 
and crispness. Cha Gia are served 
with paper thin slices of carrot and 
radish and a tiny saucer of sweet- 
sour fish sauce; make a miniature 
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sandwich to enjoy them fully. 

Two unusual soups offer a 
welcome change from the usual egg 
drop and wonton. The pale, velvety 
asparagus soup with crab contains 
but little asparagus or crab, yet 
manages to be rich and full- 
flavored. The chicken soup with 
ahrimp and quail eggs has both 


visual and gustatory appeal 
without being too exotic. Both 
soups are lightly garnished with 
coriander leaf, also called Chinese 
paraley. A distinctive touch in 
Vietnamese cooking, the coriander 
leaf flavor explodes in your mouth 
with a queer, tangy pungency, then 
fades altogether. 
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Another uncommon herb flavors 
the Rendezvous chicken and beef 
dishes — lemon grass, or 
citronella, Lemon grass has the 
acrid, musty, lemony flavor you 
may associate with Celestial 
Seasonings’ Lemon Mist Tea. 
These admirable barbecued 
chicken and beef dishes, ample of 
portion, redolent with honey, 
lemon, and salty fish sauce, are 
staples of Vietnamese restaurants 
the world over. 

The Rendezvous makes an 
excellent tempura — a huge 
serving of bat fried shrimp, 
onion, zucchini, and carrot, golden 
puffy and without a hint of grease. 
But the more exotic dishes 
captured our fullest admiration. 
Chao Tan, probably the most 
intriguing dish served in Boston, 
con: of nuggets of sugar cane, 
spread with salty shrimp paste, 








= then deep fried and served on a bed 


of “glass noodles,” actually mung 
bean threads. The briny taste of 
the shrimp balances the sweetness 
of the sugar; the fibrous chew of 
the cane contrasts with the slippery 
smooth noodles. When dipped in 
the piquant sweet and sour sauce, 
Chao Tan becomes more than a 
mere taste treat; it's poetry, 
philosophy, sheer metaphysics! 

We ventured further terra 
incognita with a perfect luncheon

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Miusiic |Tanglewood 


It’s all so summery at 
Tanglewood — the 
orchestra dresssed in white 
dinner jackets, the 
refreshing breezes blowing 
off the nearby lake....

Tanglewood is the summer home 
of the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra. It is also a day camp for 
adults. In the 1930's the BSO, then 
under Koussevitsky's hand, played 
concerts in and around the 
Berkshires that proved a great 
success. In 1936, two sisters named 
Brooks and Tappan gave their 210 
acre estate, Tanglewood, to the 
BSO. The first season the concerts 
were performed under a tent but in 
1938, the present shed was built 
and for the past 40 years, 
‘Tanglewood has been the Summer 
Palace for the orchestra and us 

the devoted courtiers. 

Tanglewood is now a full-fledged 
music festival that attracts a 
quarter million people every 
summer. And I think it's something 
of a happy accident. The shed is 
shaped like a wedge of pie open on 
all sides with the large end facing a 
broad expanse of lawn. There, for 
$3.00 a person, you can spread out 
a blanket and open up your wicker 
basket filled with runny Brie, 
canned pfté, the French bread you 





made that morning, the chilled 
bean salad and perhaps a saucy, 
unambiguous rosé. 

‘That, I think, is what does it. 
Going to Symphony in Boston is to 
perform an Act of Culture; at 
‘Tanglewood it is not. The serious 
music lovers can sit inside the shed 
but as many others spread out their 
blankets on the grass. It’s all so 
summery — the orchestra dressed 
in white dinner jackets in the 
evening and white suits and shoes 
on Sunday afternoons, the estate's 
old maples and thick fir groves, the 
broad gravelled driveways 
crunching underfoot, the intimate 
paths through the gardens and the 
refreshing breezes blowing off the 
nearby lake. 

The music is from the standard 
repertoire, much of it played the 
preceding winter season at 
Symphony Hall. The essential 
structure of Tanglewood remains 
the same year after year but this 
year there are a couple of changes 
that may or may not affect your 
plans. The first is that the 
traditional all- Beethoven weekend 
has been scrapped and the 
Beethoven programming 
incorporated into the weekends of 
July 28 and August 4. Always the 
most popular weekend, the crowds 
grew to unmanageable proportions 
for both the town of Lenox and the 
BSO. 

The other change is that the 


entire orchestra will be in residence 
from the first concert on. ‘This too 
will affect the programming. In the 
past many of the players stayed in 
Boston for Pops so that the 
orchestra at Tanglewood almost 
always played music for reduced 
orchestra — Bach, Haydn and 
Mozart. There is compensation 
though. The first full-blown 
program will feature Brahms’ 
German Requiem, Seiji Ozawa 
conducting with Judith Blegen, and 
Benjamin Luxon as soloists and the 
wonderful Tanglewood Chorus 
repeating last winter's program. 

Strictly speaking, the Brahms 
will be the second weekend of the 
year. Officially, the season opens 
on June 30, a Friday, but two of the 
programs are with the BSO 
Chamber Players playing Schubert 
(this is the 150th anniversary of his 
birth) and they take place in the 
smaller concert hall, not the shed. 
Chamber music is growing in 
popularity and for those who like 
it, the first program will be no 
hardship. On Saturday, July 1, the 
Chamber Players will perform the 
Quintet in A, The Trout, the one 
piece of chamber music entirely 
without enemies. 

The Thursday evening programs 
will be largely chamber music and 
the Friday evening preludes will be 
the chamber music, piano music 
and songs of Schubert. 

Thursday evening programs are 
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also something new this year and 
it's hard to know who will get to 
hear them except the local people. 
Still, they look to be worth the 
effort with performers like Judith 
Blegan, Pinchas Zukerman, Phyllis 


Curtin, Andre Previn, John Shirley- 


Quirk and Joseph Silverstein, the 
BSO's Concertmaster who will 
play the Bach Sonatas for Violin 
Unaccompanied, the supreme test 
for the virtuoso violinist. ‘This last 
is on August 17. 


Running ihrough the programs 
briefly here are some of the 
concerts that seem especially 
noteworthy. On July 14, Friday, 
Zukerman and Silverstein will do 
the Vivaldi Double Concerto for 
Two Violins. The following week 
on July 21, Klaus Tennestedt 
conducts Bruckner’s Seventh 
Symphony. On Sunday, July 30, 
come the Eroica and the Second 
Piano Concerto with Christoph 
(Continued on page 10) 
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dish: Goi Sua, jellyfish salad with 
prawn crackers. The great pile of 
bean sprouts, carrots, and 
cucumbers came doused with a 
soy-like, nutty sauce, with slivers 
of cold pork and extra peanuts for 
added flavor. Lest visions of Portu- 
guese men-of-war haunt you, rest 
assured that the finely diced, dried 
jellyfish resemble nothing so much 
as salty bits of rubberband, added 
for texture more than anything 
else. The prawn crackers, hard and 
heavy compared to those available 
elsewhere, were the only disap- 
pointment we experienced at the 
restaurant. 

The Rendezvous Lounge 
recently opened its doors for Friday 
and Saturday lunch from noon to 3 
pm. The luncheon special includes 
two spring rolls, Vietnamese fried 
rice, and a choice of chicken or beef 
with lemon grass. At $2.50 it's a 
bargain the likes of which you 
won't find elsewhere in Cambridge. 
Matsu- Ya, located at 1790 Mas: 
chusetts Avenue near Porter 
Square in Cambridge, takes us to a 
different corner of the Orient. 
Matsu-Ya means “pine tree” in 
Korean, our kimonoed waitress 
explained, and apparently it’s the 
only combination Japanese-Korean 
restaurant in New England. 

Matsu- Ya has a very different 
atmosphere than the Rendezvous. 
It's brighter, more bustling — the 
kind of place to which you're more 
apt to feel comfortable bringing 
your kids. That's not to say that 
the restaurant falls into the red 
and-black-plastic- Buddha cate- 
gory of sleazy Cantonese carryouts. 
On the contrary, there’s a clean, 
pristine, almost Scandinavian 
simplicity to the decor. In what 
would be the storefront of the res- 
taurant, adventurous diners will 
find a raised parquet, where they 
can recline on pillows and dine at 
foot-high tables, Oriental-style. 

As far as Matsu-Ya's food goes, 
it’s uncommon enough to be 
intriguing, but not quite so bizarre 
as the unpronouncable names on 
the inenu suggest. Soy sauce 
remains the underlying flavor of 
most of the dishes. The liberal use 
of hot herbs and peppers reveals a 
Northern Chinese influence, while 
the broiled meats and hot table 
cooking recall the sukiyaki of 
Japan. By the third or fourth visit, 
many of Matsu-Ya’s offerings 
begin to taste the same, but your 
first time there will make you feel 
as though you've discovered a new 
culinary continent. 

We began with Mandoo, 
Korean-style wontons, which were 
deep-fried and wonderfully crispy. 
The dough tastes something like a 
chow mein noodle, and the pork- 
bean curd filling has an off-beat, 
intriguing flavor. 

More intriguing, though, is 











Yukhae, Korean-style beef tartar. 
Imagine a mound of noodle-thin 
raw beef slivers, marinated in a 
tangy soy sesame mixture, 
enlivened with ginger, garlic, and 
green onion. Each delectable sliver 
has a nutty, salty taste. It was the 
evening's hit at our table. 

The Matsu-Ya special fish soup 
makes a meal in itself. Korean 
Bouillebaise would be the best way 
to describe it. Served in a sturdy 
steel bowl, the light fish broth is 
faintly aglow with pepper and 
loaded with shrimp, scallops, 
several kinds of fish, and glass 
noodles for texture contrast. 

Miso shiru, a traditional Japanese 
soy soup, proved somewhat less 
exciting than our other appetizers, 
but it’s good miso soup none- 
theless. The broth is based on a 
salty soy sauce concentrate and 
garnished with sliced scallions and 
diced bean curd. 

The fun really began with the 
Kal Bu Kus, marinated grilled 
short ribs, which arrived with due 
pomp and circumstance on a 
sizzling iron platter. “Sizzling” 
scarcely does the dish justice: as it 
hissed and sputtered on its tray, 
heads bobbed up from the adjacent 
tables to see what was causing all 
the commotion. The ribs had 
bathed overnight in a marinade of 
soy sauce, garlic, and ginger and 
were grilled quickly to keep in the 
vital juices. Garnished with pine 
nuts, sesame seeds, and lacy 
strands of pancake, it was fat, 
succulent, delectable; it’s amazing 
how far a good chef can take a 
cheap cut of meat. On a second 
visit the ribs proved a little tough, 
but that’s the chance you take. 

Bul Kogi, marinated barbecued 
beef slices, is one of the four dishes 
you can have prepared at your 
table. The waitress brings out a 
curious, inverted collander-shaped 
contraption over a single-burner 
hot plate, and she proceeds to 
reverse stir-fry the meat on the 
heated surface. The performance is 
low-key and probably not worth 
the displacement of plate and 
tableware it occasions, but the 
meat is moist, tender, and 
aromatic. I recommend it highly. 

Sang Seoun Kui, marinated 
broiled fish, made a suitably 
dramatic appearance at our table. 
The fish were porgie, two plump 
ones, broiled crispy and slightly 
singed around the edges. Its soy 
based sauce, however, was ever 80 
slightly too salty. 

Finally, the Buddha's Choice 
pleased our token vegetarian. It 
consisted of a great, stir-fried 
medley of carrots, peppers, and 
celery, with strips of lotus root and 
roasted cashew nuts for a little 
gustatory color. 

All entrees come with rice, and
